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'Parental Control' Law 
Gets Preliminary Approval 


An ordinance which would enable po- 


lice to arrest a parent for failing to ex- 
ercise "reasonable parental control" 
over their children was given prelimi- 
nary approval Tuesday by the Elk Grove 
Village Board of Trustees. 


Trustee Edward Kenna said the object 


of the parental responsibility ordinance 
is not to arrest people but to get them to 
cooperate with authorities when it is 
found their children are habitual juvenile 
offenders. 


"This will offer a counselor an alterna- 


tive to a parent who refuses to be respon- 
sible to his children," said Kenna. "If 
necessary, we'll have the option to pre- 
pare criminal charges against the par- 
ent." 


The board directed its attorney to pre- 


pare the ordinance modeled after a sim- 
ilar one in Madison Heights, Mich., a 
suburb of Detroit. Further reveiw of the 
proposed ordinance will follow. 


The 
Madison Heights ordinance, 


passed in January, 1970, has been used 
as a "wedge against parents of habitual

Madison Heights is a city of 40,000, 


about 17 miles from Detroit, with "no 
more juvenile problems than any other 
town of our size," she said. 


"It shall be unlawful for the parent of 


any minor to fail to exercise reasonable 
parental control which results in the mi- 
nor committing any criminal act or to al- 
low or encourage any minor to commit 
any criminal act or become delinquent in 
accordance with the probate code as it 
pertains to juveniles." 


The ordinance calls for a fine of not 


more than $500, and/or 90 days in jail, 
and/or probation.

Varied Reaction On 'No Meeting9 Vote

Reaction ranged from indignation to 


acceptance 
yesterday by leaders of 


groups affected by a decision to close 
Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 schools to 
meetings not sponsored by the schools. 


A decision made Monday by the board 


of education means that no after school, 
evening or weekend meetings except 
"school-sponsored" activities will be 
allowed for the coming year in the 20 
district schools in Elk Grove Village, Ar- 
lington Heights, Mount Prospect and Des 
Plaines. 


The decision was made by the board in 


a four to two vote because of the need to 
cut the building maintenance budget fol- 
lowing the defeat of the June 12 referen- 
dum. 


The decision is the first in a series of 


budget cuts that will be made this 
month. The board will hold budget meet- 
ings Monday and Tuesday of next week. 


Two Elk Grove Village church congre- 


gations which have been using the 
schools for services will be evicted when 
their permits expire in August. 


The Rev. Henry Warkentin, pastor of 


the Elk Grove United 
Presbyterian 


Church which has been meeting for eight 
years in Grove Junior High School, said 
yesterday: 


"I don't really see how they (the 


board) can do this. It looks to me like a 
matter of retaliation for the referendum 
that is below our school board." 


HE ADDED, "I think it would be a 


real shame if they actually carry this 
out. I'd feel ashamed of myself if I was 
on the school board." 


He said his congregation of 235 plans to 


move into a building of its own this fall 
at the corner of Tonne Road and Elk 


Grove Boulevard. If the building is not 
ready by the time the group must leave 
the school, he said, "we will have to 
make other arrangements." 


Father James Shae, of St. Julian Ey- 


mard Catholic Church which meets in 
Thomas Lively Junior High School, said 
he had no immediate reaction to the de- 
cision on what the 350 families in his con- 
gregation will do. 


The parish has been organized for 


three years, he said, and has been meet- 
ing in the school for that time. The group 
has no immediate plans to build a church 
because, "we are waiting for the west 
end of Elk Grove to develop before we 
build," he said. 


Also affected by the decision to close 


the buildings are the parent-teacher or- 


ganizations for the 20 schools. 


Ruth Gibbons, former president of the 


Ridge School PTA and of the president's 
committee of the School Community 
Council, said the Ridge PTA is now dis- 
cussing the possibility of meeting in the 
E l k G r o v e Public Library, local 
churches or private homes. 


THE PRESIDENT'S committee of the 


council is made up of presidents of all 
parent-teacher organizations in the dis- 
trict. 


Mrs. Gibbons said the survival of par- 


ent-teacher organizations "depends on 
how much they want to go on. I don't 
think of any of the schools will be plan- 
ning any big things now." 


The ban on evening and weekend activ- 


ities will effectively eliminate fund-rais- 


Cuts Don't Affect Summer Program 


Summer programs for park districts 


which use school buildings in Elk Grove 
Township Elementary Dist. 59 will not be 
affected by the school district's budget 
cuts, School Supt. James Erviti said yes- 
terday. 


A meeting yesterday morning between 


Erviti and directors of the Elk Grove, 
Mount Prospect and Arlington Heights 
park districts resulted in agreement to 
cooperate on keeping schools used for 
park programs clean during the sum- 
mer, Erviti said. 


"Most of the park district summer pro- 


grams are already under way," he said, 
"and it is not practical to ask them to 
leave the building now. You don't turn 
off a program that has already started." 


Monday, the board of education ap- 


proved a policy banning outside organi- 
zations, except park districts, from all 
use of district buildings in order to cut 
the building maintenance budget. 


Erviti also said he and the park dis- 


trict officials discussed the fate of fall 
programs the park districts might hold 
in the schools and said he will report the 
discussion to the board of education. 


ing activities, such as fun fairs and book 
fairs, she said. 


Nearly all the parent-teacher groups in 


the district sponsor cultural arts pro- 
grams, with outside theater and music 
groups, financed from money raised at 
fun fairs, she said. 


She said she had not yet gotten an ang- 


ry reaction to the decision and said the 
cut "may be what people need to find out 
how bad the situation is." 


The district made cuts in its budget 


last year, she said, "and people didn't 
notice because they were not directly af- 
fected." 


Girl Scout and Boy Scout troops which 


meet in the schools are also looking for 
other locations. Audrey Wood, one of two 
unit chairmen for Elk Grove Village Girl 
Scouts, said she had been looking for an 
alternative site for the three troops 
based at Mark Hopkins School and had 
not yet been able to find a place within 
walking distance. 


THE SCOUTS governing body, the Girl 


Scout Council of Northwest Cook County, 
based in Des Plaines, has a policy 
against troops meeting in private homes, 
she said, and they have not yet been 
asked whether they will relax the rule. 


"If we can find churches and we can't 


meet in homes, we will just have to tem- 
porarily disband," Mrs. Wood said. 


She said Elk Grove Village has ap- 


proximately 25 to 30 Girl Scout troops 
with between 20 and 30 girls in each; 
troop. The troops generally meet in the. 
afternoons once a week in the schools- 
she said. 


Boy Scout troops based in the schools! 


generally meet in the evenings, she said,: 
and have at least comparable numbers- 
to the girl's groups.

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Area's Three Legislators Have Originated 75 Proposals 


by BOB LAHEY 


State legislators from the Northwest 


suburbs have directed their efforts in the 
77th General Assembly to legislation 
ranging from women's liberation to state 
aid for non-public schools. 


The area's three legislators have origi- 


nated a total of 75 legislative proposals 
s i n c e the legislature convened in 
January, ranging from creation of a 
state board of education to what Rep. 
E u g e n i a S. Chapman, D-Arlington 
Heights, describes as "little bills" such 
as one of hers easing restrictions on how 
students in driver education can practice 
driving. 


In addition to Mrs. Chapman, the 3rd 


District delegation in the House of Rep- 
resentatives includes Rep. Eugene F. 
Schlickman. R-Arlington Heights, and 
Rep. David Regner, R-Mt. Prospect. 


BESIDES THE 75 bills which they ei- 


ther authored or undertook as chief spon- 
sors, each is co-sponsor of a number of 
other measures. They also have acted as 
sponsors in the House for bills originat- 
ing in the State Senate. 


Shepherding pet bills through various 


committee hearings, enlisting support of 
key members of the legislature, repeated 
conferences with opponents to reduce op- 
position 
and strategy sessions 
with 


proponents are the activities which occu- 
py most of the time of the legislators. 


Such activities are known in Spring- 


field as "homework" and it is the legisla- 
tor who does his homework who succeeds 
in getting his bills through the House and 
the Senate. 


As Schlickman said following passage 


of his controversial non-public school aid 
package in the House and the Senate, 
"There has not been a day since last Oc- 
tober when I did not have some impor- 
tant task to perform concerning this leg- 
islation." 


Most lawmakers develop special areas 


of interest through their own inclinations 
and through requirements of time which 
necessarily limits the legislation on 
which they can concentrate. 


T h r o u g h past legislative activity, 


Schlickman. for example, has become 
chairman of three commissions created 
by the legislature to study problems in 
non-public schools, zoning and planning 
and it is in these areas that he has con- 
centrated his efforts during the current 
session. 


Mrs. 
Chapman, a former teacher and 


a member of the House Education Com- 
mittee, devotes a great part of her ef- 
forts to legislation In that field. She has 
also been concerned with hospital legisla- 
tion and, not surprisingly, egual rights 
for women. 


Regner, in his third term as a repre- 


sentative, was appointed this year to the 
key position as chairman of the House 
Appropriations Committee and his major 
efforts this year have been devoted to 
the business of that committee, he said. 


Despite that, he appeared as principal 


sponsor on 35 pieces of legislation in the 
current session. He explained, however, 
that he had enlisted other members to 
handle most of the bills for him. 


Schlickman, as chairman of the Non- 


public Schools Study Commission created 
by the legislature in 1969, spent most of 
the five months of the session shep- 
herding the commission's proposal for 
state aid past its determined opposition. 


He succeeded before introducing the 


legislation, providing $30 million in

grants to parents of children in private 
schools, in securing 90 sponsors in the 
House, enough to ensure its passage 
there. But the bill faced tough r e s i s - 
tance in the Senate. It finally was 
adopted there by narrow votes in early 
June and is awaiting Gov. Richard 
Ogilvie's signature. 


SCHLICKMAN SAID following passage 


of the school bills that he would then de- 
vote his time to other measures which he 
is sponsoring as chairman of the North- 
eastern 
Illinois Planning Commission 


(NIPC) and the Illinois Zoning Laws 
Study Commission. 


Schlickman has introduced legislative 


packages designed to streamline the 
workings of both commissions and aimed 
at consolidating and updating laws in 
both areas. 


One bill which he expects to succeed 


would create the Planning and Con- 
servation Laws Study ommission to su- 
percede the Zoning Laws Study Commis- 
sion and broaden its scope. 


Other bills in that area involve some 


controversy and Schlickman has elected 
to hold them until the legislature recon- 
venes in September — to give him time 
for more homework. 


His zoning package would consolidate 


zoning policies — some of which date 
back to 1921, he said — set up regu- 
lations for cooperative zoning practices 
between governmental units, and create 
a Division of Land Use Regulation with 
power to determine zoning in certain un- 
zoned areas in the state. 


Another controversial bill is one which 


would require local governments to sub- 
mit plans to NIPC for any construction 
of property acquisition at a cost of more 
than $500,000. Schlickman said the bill 
would give NIPC no veto power, but 
would "strengthen its advisory power." 
It has met opposition from local officials, 
however, and he also expects to hold it 
until fall. 


OTHER NIPC bills would require the 


six northeastern counties in the state to 
share in the commission's costs and 
would enlarge its membership, providing 
representation to the Chicago Transit Au- 
thority and the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District. 


One of Mrs. Chapman's major projects 


during the current session has been a bill 
creating the Illinois Health Facilities Au- 
thority Act which would provide for an 
authority of seven members appointed 
by the governor with authority to finance 
through bonds, construction of health fa- 
cilities to be leased to public or private 
non-profit hospitals. 


That bill, which has been approved by 


the House, represents more than two 
years of "homework," according to Mrs. 
Chapman. She succeeded in passing a 
similar bill in both the House and the 
Senate two years ago, but it was vetoed 
by Gov. Ogilvie. 


This year, however, the governor re- 


ferred to the need for such an authority 
in his health message and is expected to 
approve the bill after it clears the Sen- 
ate. 


Another major concern of Mrs. Chap- 


man has been a bill which would create 
a State Board of Education. She has 
amended her original bill to provide for 
an interim board of 11 members appoint- 
ed by the governor to study the problems 
of the state's schools and to determine 
the functions of a permanent board. 


MRS. 
CHAPMAN pointed out that Illi- 


nois and Wisconsin are the only states in 
the nation without such a board. 


"Most educators consider this to be the 


No. 1 need for schools in Illinois, outside 
of financing," she said. The bill is still 
pending in the House, but Mrs. Chapman 
is hopeful that it may be approved either 
in the current session or in the fall. 


Other Chapman bills cover a wide 


range of school matters, from providing 
that teachers may change from full-time 
to part-time service without losing lon- 
gevity status, to-a bill to restructure the 
school aid formula. 


Mrs. 
Chapman has also sponsored a 


package of bills on women's rights. Her 
pet bill in this area is one which would 


make women who are willing to work 
eligible for unemployment compensation 
for the 13 weeks preceding and four 
weeks following childbirth. Under pre- 
sent law, women are not eligible during 
that time and Mrs. Chapman points to 
that as one of many areas in which wom- 
en are the victims of discrimination. 


While preoccupied with the Appropria- 


tions Committee, Regner, who has been

lic lands or buildings while carrying fire- 
arms. Regner said the bills were aimed 
at violent demonstrations. 


A NUMBER of Regner bills deal with 


police training and pay. 


The House has approved his proposal 


to provide longevity pay increases to 


state police every five years. Another bill 
to ensure required participation by local 
governmental units in police training has 
met opposition from Chicago representa- 
tives and will be held until the fall ses- 
sion, Regner said. 


Also approved by the House was a 


package of bills to establish a division of 
risk management in the Department of 
Finance to coordinate and modernize 


state liability insurance coverage. One of 
these bills, requiring vehicle liability in- 
surance on all state employes has also 
been approved by the Senate. 


Another bill — passed by both houses •. 


— which will be welcomed by area town- 
ships allows them to establish special 
voting districts for referendums and will 
cut to about one-third the number of 
polling places required.

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Need Support For Case Against U.S. Steel 
Seek Anti-Pollution Funds 


by LEA TONKIN 


A Midwest-based organization is asking 


for contributions to support its air pollu- 
tion case against U.S. Steel, and its fight 
to force the upgrading of federal require- 
ments for granting industrial waste dis- 
charge permits, citing as its credentials 
the successful campaign against a Mich- 
igan utility to install pollution curbing fa- 
cilities at a Lake Michigan plant. 


These could be the actions of another 


consumer-oriented gadfly to the business- 
man. However, this time the action is 
coming from within the business commu- 
nity. 


Businessmen in the Public Interest 


(BPI). a not-for-profit organization is 
tackling giants in the business and gov- 
ernment sectors as it seeks Improvement 
in the environment and urban affairs, 
said Alexander Polikoff, executive direc- 
tor. The group to headquartered in Chi- 
cago at 109 S. Dearborn St. 


"This organization is unique in that it 


is an instrumentality of businessmen," 
he said. "We are appealing to business- 
men wh» want to become part of an or- 
ganization like this, primarily through 
personal contacts. Our members are 
those who make significant contributions 
of money, usually through their com- 
pany, to support these legal efforts." He 
said membership is primarily concen- 


trated in the Chicago metropolitan area, 
although there are members from sev- 
eral Midwest states. 


POLIFKOFF SAID BPI hopes to in- 


volve more businessmen in its efforts. 
Although he was not among its charter 
members when it was established in 
1969, Polikoff left his law practice a year 
ago to work for BPI. 


Environmental and urban affairs are 


the primary targets of BPI's legal ac- 
tions. The organization is currently 
awaiting the outcome of a federal suit 
seeking a permanent injunction against 
the issuance of discharge permits to in- 
dustrial plants along Lake Michigan. The 
suit was filed against the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers and federal Environ- 
mental Protection Agency. 


"Our posoitlon is that the government 


policy of issuing permits to pollute will 
destroy the lake," said Polikoff. "We 
think they should set their current stan- 
dards aside for a new set of standards 
we have proposed. The new standards 
are based on the latest available tech- 
nology. If they were adopted, the re- 
quired treatment processes would vary 
from industry to industry." 


Applications for the permits were to be 


submitted by July 1. Polikoff said per- 
mits would probably not be granted until 
Oct. 1, when additional information may 
be submitted.

Joining BPI as plaintiffs in this suit 


are several other organizations and a 
group of property owners on Lake Mich- 
igan. The groups include: the Campaign 
Against Pollution, Committee on Lake 
Michigan Pollution, Save the Dunes 
Council, the Porter County, Ind., chapter 
of the Isaac Walton League, the Mich- 
igan Steelhead and Salmon Fishermens 
Association and Protect Our Wisconsin 
Environmental Resources. 


"IN MICHIGAN, we were successful in 


getting the Consumers Power Co. to in- 
stall cooling towers and a radioactive 
treatment facility at its Palisades Plant 
on Lake Michigan," Polikoff said. "This 
was very significant, because it estab- 
lished, through the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, the amount of radioactive dis- 
charge that is permissible. It was also 
instrumental in establishing a federal 
policy on thermal pollution. 


The businessmen's group also has filed 


an air pollution suit against U.S. Steel in 
Gary, bid. 


"In urban affairs we are interested in 


race and poverty questions and govern- 
ment corruption," Polikoff said. "For ex- 
ample we have a conflict of interest suit 
filed in the DuSable Project redevelop- 
ment plan for Chicago." 


Polikoff said the organization is small, 


and its docket is full, but it may enter it 
not precluding any activity once its cur- 
rent projects are completed.

Natives with simple liv- 
ing patterns conducive to large amounts 
of coconut oil have a high incidence of 
heart disease Imitation milk, artificial 
creams or coffee whitencrs and imitation 
whipped cream often usu coconut oil ex- 
clusively 


The label will say "vegetable oil." 


These products contain far more satu- 
rated fat than natural cream or whole 
milk. Anyone wishing to limit saturated 
fat intake would be better off using the 
natural products Coconut oil is a favor- 
ite of the food industry because of its 
long shelf life. 


As long as the Food and Drug Adminis- 


tration refused to allow the actual con- 
tents of foods to be put on the labels 
there was no way the consumer could 
protect himself completely from such de- 
ceptions as labels that read vegetable oil 
and mean coconut oil. 


I HAD NO sympathy for the FDA's po- 


sition on this matter and am shocked 
that an agency of the federal government 


supported1 a practice that deceived the 
consumer for 12 years. 


The American Medical Assn., the 


American Heart Assn. the American Dia- 
betic Assn all favor the newly proposed 
FDA ruling that the amounts and types 
of fat should be put on food labels. We 
need a truth in contents law just as badly 
as we need a truth in packaging law 


I doubt that most Americans realize 


that the reason they have trouble finding 
out how much saturated fat, and polyun- 
saturated fat, is in the products they buy - 
is because the FDA previously prohibited 
so labeling foods.

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She's A Teacher Despite Blindness

Alicia Harkins. a new college degree in 


hand, is looking for a job as a history 
teacher in (he Chicago Public School Sys- 
tem. 


Alicia, who is blind, tumbled many 


walls of ignorance and prejudice, on her 
way to a degree. 


Alicia graduated from Northeastern Il- 


linois State College in April, instilled 
with hope by a school system that con- 
vinced her sightless people too have a 
right to vision. She wants to work within 
that system. 


ALICIA'S COLLEGE education, start- 


ed in a Hoffman Estates Beauty Shop in 
1963 and culminated when she made her 
way to the stage at Orchestra Hall to 
receive her degree in education. 


The steps to the stage began haltingly, 


on that day in 1963 when her mother led 
her to the shop for a hairdressers ap- 
pointment. Frank Daccaro who owned 
the shop was then president of the Lion's 
Club in Hoffman Estates. 


Alicia was not born blind. Her vision 


began deteriorating while she was at- 
tending Elgin High School. By the time 
she graduated she no longer could take 
care of herself and was completely de- 
pendent on her mother. 


Daccaro's interest in Alicia's activities 


turned to dismay when he learned she 
was doing nothing about her handicap. 


WITH ENCOURAGEMENT from the 


local Lions chapter Alicia decided to be- 
gin training at the Illinois Visually Hand- 
icapped Institute, 1151 South Wood, Chi- 
cago. After a month's evaluation pro- 
gram she was accepted and lived at the 
institute. 


Alicia was not confident then, but in 


spite of her doubts, she learned. 


She learned to mark clothing in braille 


so she could tell which dress to wear, 
how to read braille, use a tape recorder 
and to get around with a cane. She also 
learned to cook, clean, shop, travel 
around the city and to take complete 
care of her own needs. 


Throughout her training Alicia lacked 


confidence and when her teachers sug- 
gested college the subject to her was un- 
thinkable. 


"I really agreed to try college to show 


them I couldn't manage it. I went with 
the idea I was going to flunk," said 
Alicia. 


SHE TOOK AN English course at Loop 


Junior College at the same time she was 
learning braille and didn't flunk, but got 
a"B." 


She then took a history course because 


she never had been good in history and 
was sure she'd flunk, but ended up be- 
coming a history major. 


No one could defeat Alicia, not even 


Alicia. 


By now, self-sufficient enough to move 


into her own apartment Alicia lived 
alone and adjusted to her new life with 
help from the institute. With the begin- 
ning of her college work she became ac- 
quainted with the Blind Service Associ- 
ation at 127 North Dearborn. Its volun- 
teer members read her lessons for her so 
she could study. 


THE LIONS CLUB in Hoffman Estates 


had been urging Alicia to get a guide 
dog. 


As college had been unthinkable, so 


was having a guide dog. Alicia was terri- 
fied of dogs. A frightening experience 
with a mugger in the vestibule of her 
apartment late one night convinced her 
that with a dog she would be safer. She 
left for the Leader Dog School in Roches- 
ter. Michigan soon afterward. "I was 
still terrified of dogs but knew this was 
something I had to do, so I did it," Alicia 
said. For a month Alicia worked, and 
lived with "Teddy," who was "gentle 
and beautiful," she said. 


Having Teddy changed Alicia's out- 


look. "Before, people would approach me 
all the time, trying to help, but I would 
end up being pulled this way and that 
and end up feeling as if I were being 
pulled apart," Alicia said. "They meant 
to be kind but being approached all the 
time by people you can't see is fright- 
ening." 


Teddy died last year after an accident, 


probably 
saving 
Alicia 
from 
more 


serious injuries than she did receive 
when she sustained an electrical shock 
boarding a trolley car. 


AFTER A FEW months alone her 


apartment burned and she lost all her 
possessions. Alicia went back to Roches- 
ter, this time she came home with 
"Vita." 


Alicia was ready to attend college full- 


time. Northeastern was her choice. After 
the school made a study of her needs she

was accepted. 


The blind services continued to help. 


At the college changes were taking 
place. Northeastern, up to that time, did 
not have facilities for the handicapped. 
Alicia's studies began in a conference 
room which was noisy but the only place 
available. Next came a quiet room in the 
basement of the administration building 
decorated and furnished by the school 
and designated as Alicia's study area. 
With the recent expansion of the college, 
there is a study room for other handi- 
capped persons. A typing service is one 
of the new resources and ramps for the 
benefit of students who must use wheel 
chairs is another. 


Northeastern recently took a more ac- 


tive role on behalf of Alicia when the 
Chicago Board of Education refused to 
let her enter the student teaching pro- 
gram. The dog was a problem according 
to the board, he might dirty the floor, 


bite someone or maybe someone is aller- 
gic to dogs, they said. 


THE AMERICAN Civil Liberties Union 


and the school onvinced the school board 
otherwise, and Alicia and Vita found 
themselves in Mather High School. 
v 


At the end of her student teaching as- 


signment both Alicia and Vita received 
an A grade. 


At Northeastern, students and teachers 


have .described Alicia as an attractive 
out-going young woman whose matter-of- 
fact acceptance of her blindness, and 
lack of shyness in discussing it make her 
a particularly easy person to commu- 
nicate with. 
' 


Alicia notes that her blindness has giv- 


en her 'an advantage. "I only know 
people by their voices. I am told some 
people don't like young peoples' clothing, 
or their long hair. I can't see it, I don't 
know about it." "I'm lucky I only see the 
real person," says Alicia.

Press' Fight Is 


People's Battle 


In attempting to suppress publi- 


cation of the Pentagon history of 


U S. involvement in the Vietnam 
war. the Department of Justice is 
seeking to exercise unprecedented 
censorship of a constitutionally- 
guaranteed free press. 


Three U. S. District Court judges 


— in Justice Department actions 
against the New York Times, the 
Washington Post and the Boston 
Globe — have already ruled that 
the government has no grounds to 
interfere with publication of the 
Pentagon papers, but the issue 
probably will not be resolved until 
heard by the Supreme Court. 


The findings of the lower courts 


are heartening, as are the reac- 


, tions of many members of Con- 


gress who have come to the de- 
fense of the press. 


But there is a peculiar quality 


embodied in the support which has 
been given to the government posi- 
tion — a sense that this contest is 
merely a confrontation 
between 


the Nixon administration and a 
somewhat cantankarous press. 


It is. in fact, a test between gov- 


ernment secrecy and the right of 
•the people to know.

The people's right to be informed 


of the actions of its government is 
.the guarantee of the First Amend- 
ment of the Constitution. It is from 
this right of the people that the 
press derives both its right and its 
responsibility to report those ac- 
tions. 


The press has long acknowledged 


its responsibility not to reveal in- 
formation that would be detrimen- 
tal to the nation's security. 


But'it is difficult to imagine how 


the nation's security could be dam- 
aged by reports of how decisions 
were made — and concealed from 
the people — more than three 
years ago. 


Government officials have ar- 


gued that disclosures of how Lyn- 
don Johnson and his top aides 
chose their course in Vietnam — 
and disguised their purposes to tho 
world — have done "irreparable" 
damage to'U. S. diplomacy. 


This, unfortunately, is probably 


true. 


But when a government prac- 


tices deceit toward its people and 
deception among its allies, it can- 
not reasonably expect to escape 
the 
consequences 
by 
silencing 


those charged with giving the truth 
to the nation. 


If 
the 
press, 
having 
become 


aware of falsity on the part of the 
nation's leaders, then agrees to 
conceal its knowledge, it becomes 
a party to that falsity. 


Neither the New York Times, the 


Washington Post nor the Boston 
Globe has challenged the right of 
the government to preserve those 
secrets which are necessary to pro- 
tect it from its enemies. 


They have challenged the right 


of men in government to use a "se- 
cret" stamp merely to preserve 
their own images. 


In doing so, all have exercised 


a degree of courage because, as 
District Judge Gerhard A. Gesell 
ruled in upholding the Post's right 
to publish, the newspaper "stands 
in serious jeopardy of criminal 
prosecution." 


When 
the 
responsible 
news- 


papers of this nation are no longer 
willing to exercise such courage, 
there will be no further occasion 
for challenges to a free press. 
When the press is willing to abide 
by the self-seeking judgments of 
those in power as to what the 
people may know, it will have abdi- 
cated its responsibility and aban- 
doned its right.

West Colfax Feels 'Desperation 


Tax bills have been behind sched- 
ule in five of the last 10 years. The 
two-and-a-half 
month delay this 


year, more than ever before, un- 
derscored the need for remedy. 


Some official estimates show lo- 


cal taxing districts will have paid 
$6 million in interest for tax-antici- 
pation warrants needed to finance 
operations 
until revenue began 


flowing in. 


Fortunately, the latest crisis is 


over. But action is needed imme- 
diatly as insurance against a re- 
peat performance. 


Despite the fact a similar bill 


was shelved by lawmakers last 
year, proponents are confident this 
latest effort will prove successful. 
A p p a r e n t l y , even lending in- 
stitutions — which had been ex- 
pected to lobby against passage be- 
cause it would reduce the need for 
tax warrants — have offered no op- 
position. 


The state senate has no legiti- 


mate basis to reject this legisla- 
tion. It should do so in the short 
time remaining for the current leg- 
islative session.

We are Colfax Street Property Owners 


who are very concerned about the Pala- 
tine West Colfax Development Project. 


First, we should discuss the total cost 


of the Project. The Village informs us 
the total estimated cost of less than one 
mile of a four lane highway, storm sew- 
ers, curbing, sidewalks and street light- 
ing 
will 
be approximtely $1,400,000. 


There will not be any land acquisition 
cost. We feel that $270 per running foot of 
road with all the frills is excessively 
high. The village gives affected property 
owners the figures of what they are go- 
ing to be assessed and then deny the 
figures, but a 60% figure at first seem- 
ed to. be their intentions. An average 
homeowner with 75 feet fronting Colfax 
or Smith could be assessed over $6,000. 
The average small industrial shop with 
150 running feet on Colfax could be as- 
sessed over $12,000. This is nearly the 
average annual earnings of the home 
and industrial shop owners. 


Business along Colfax may be im- 


proved but it will not be improved for the 
present property owners. The area is not 
zoned for consumer type commercial 
business. It is zoned light industrial, resi- 
dential and apartments. We take issue 
with the necessity for excessive improv- 
ments. The buildings in the area are of 
recent construction. They serve the pur- 
pose for which the area is zoned and in- 
cidentally, provide a nice tax base for 
the Village and are not causing any envi- 
ronmental problems. There is a need for 
storm sewers but not for the 6 foot size 
as planned. It is also a fact that there 
was no need for storm sewers until re- 
cent construction paved massive areas of 
water absorbing areas. We feel the Vil- 


lage was negligent in not requiring ade- 
quate drainage before allowing recent 
construction. 


There is the problem of what the af- 


fected property owners should pay for 
this project. We are firm in our opinion 
that the so-called improvements are nei- 
ther necessary or useful for the Colfax 
area property owners nor for the Village 
of Palatine as a whole. Prior to the re- 
cent construction of the Post Office, rail- 
road station and apartments, the'proper- 
ty owners along Colfax and neighboring 
streets have never witnessed sufficient 
traffic to require two additional lanes. It 
is difficult to imagine what the Village 
believes would be served by an ex- 
pensive four lane road unless they intend 
to service the new apartments, Post Of- 
fice and railroad station. If such is the 
case, there is absolutely no justification 
for assessing the Colfax and adjoining 
property owners such huge amounts. 
Since this is apparently a public benefit 
the public should bear the full cost of 
such a road building blunder. 


.Then there is the attitude of the may- 


or, village manager and certain mem- 
bers of the village board. The Village 
never once discussed this project with 
any of the affected property owners. It 
was only after the planning had been 
completed that any discussion was held 
and then only under pressure from the 
property owners. Nothing materialized 
from these discussions except that we 
found the village manager wants to 
make a precedence of this special assess- 
ment for future special assessments in 
Palatine. In other words, to take small 
groups of propety owners, one small 
group at a time, and tax them to the hilt. 


This is one way to accomplish unrealistic 
building programs as proposed by theo- 
retical dreamers. The people of Palatine 
should be aware of this tactic because it 
works and they may be the next victim. 


The affected property owners have 


m a n y u n a n s w e r e d questions. For 
example: What plans are being made for 
the least inconvenience during construc- 
tion? What is it really going to cost? 
What other surprises does the village 
have in store for us? Why is the Mayor 
so arrogant? Is the area going to be re- 
zoned to commercial? 


There is a feeling of desperation on 


West Colfax. Desperate people can act 
irrationally. The plans are to work 
through legal channels and if necessary 
to take it to a Jury Trial. This would bp 
costly for both the Village and Property 
Owners, no one will win because there 
appears to be no question that the Court 
will knock out a 60% or maybe even a 
25% direct assessment. The Court costs 
to each of the 71 property owners may 
run 2 to 3 thousand each and many thou- 
sands for the village. Any money avail- 
able for a reasonable project will have 
been spent in Court costs and the Proj 
ect would be abandoned. 


We don't think any of the propertv 


owners are opposed to needed improve- 
ments. We do stand ready to make our 
reasonable contribution to the Commu- 
nity. We do hope the Village trustees will 
be realistic in their June 28 decision by 
taking out the frills from the project and 
recognizing that this is a Public Benefit 
Project.

Ask The IRS

questions most frequently asked by tax- 
payers. 


Q) I'm planning to give my daughter 


money u a wedding gift. Will she have 
to pay tax on It? 


A) No. A gift is not taxable to the 


recipient. However, depending on the 
size of the gift, the donor may have to 
file a quarterly gift tax return, Form 709, 
and pay a gift tax. A return must be 
filed for the calendar quarter in which a 
donor's gifts to any one person for the 
year exceed $3,000. Gifts of property, fur- 
niture, vacation trips, etc., are subject to 
the same general rules as cash gifts. 


The next due date for the quarterly re- 


turn is Monday, August 16, 1971 Forms 
are available at IBS offices.

I recently changed employers. 


When will I get my Form W-2 from my 
oM employer? 


A) Employers are required to furnish 


W-2's no later than 30 days after the last

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payment of wages upon termination of 
employment if the employee is not ex- 
pected to return to work within the ca- 
lendar year. 


Q) My son has taken a Job between 


school semesters. Will I still be able to 
claim him as a dependent, regardless of 
how much money he makes this year?

have any amount of income and still be 
claimed as a dependent, provided you 
furnished more than half of his total sup- 
port during the year and the other de- 
pendency tests are met.

Withholding Exemption Certificate (W- 
4E) with their employer. 


Q) My husband's company transferred 


him to another state. Some of the furni- 
ture we brought with us did not fit In our 
new apartment and we had to pay to 
store U. Can we deduct these storage 
charges as moving expenses? 


A) No. Only in-transit storage charges 


are deductible as moving expenses, not 
storage charges incurred after the move.

A. 0. Smith Corp. Projects 
First Half Earnings 
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A. 0. Smith Corporation will earn be- 


tween $2.96 and $3.01 per share in the 
first half of 1971, compared to $2.78 per 
share last year, L. B. Smith, chairman 
and chief executive officer, said recently. 


Sales in the first half, Smith said, will 


be up $10 million over last year to about 
$239 million. 


For the second quarter, earnings will 


be between $1.62 and $1.67 per share, 
compared to $1.51 last year. 


While generally optimistic about 1971, 


Smith told analysts he had two areas of 
concern The first, he said, was a contin- 
uing improvement in the economy, which 
he feels.more confident about now than 
he did earlier in the year. 


The second area is the climate for la- 


bor/management relations throughout 
the country. 


"In our own case," he said, "we have 


several important settlements behind us. 
However, we still face the negotiation of 
our Milwaukee Works labor contracts 
which expire on July 31." 


The Milwaukee plant is the largest in 


the company, with some 6,500 employes. 


He said a steel strike of less than 60 


days would not materially affect results. 


In discussing the first half of 1971, 


Smith said the company's Automotive di- 
vision turned in a strong performance 


with both sales and profits up substan- 
tially over last year. 


Sales of the company's water heating 


products also are up nicely, he said. 


Two subsidiaries of the company, Ar- 


mor Elevator Company, Inc., and A. 0. 
Smith Harvestore Products, Inc, are 
showing healthy increases in sales and 
profits over last year, Smith reported. 


Excessive inventory in the air condi- 


tioning industry is causing a pause in the 
growth of the company's Electric Motor 
division, he told analysts, but added the 
long term outlook for this business is still 
very bright. He also said conditions are 
returning to normal in the Meter Sys- 
tems division, which earlier this year 
was hit with a two week strike and a 
slowdown in incoming orders. 


The Clark Control division has suffered 


from a lack of volume and is expected to 
operate at a loss during the year, he 
said. Losses at A. 0. Smith Corporation 
Of Texas, a jointly owned affiliate, are 
being substantially reduced, although no 
profit is expected this year.

of about a week ago," Hardin said 


Backers of the plan on Capitol Hill 


have said a knowledgeable farm advisor 
on the White House staff could help get 
priority attention for farm problems, and 
help the administration avoid political 
problems in the farm belt.

Robert R Spitzer, a Wisconsin feed man- 
ufacturer who headed the Nixon-Agnew 
farm belt campaign organization in 1968. 
Hardin said he did not know whether 
Spitzer was still in the running, but in- 
dicated he thought there was substance 
to recent reports that the White House no 
longer regarded Spitzer as a top prospect 
for the post.

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Girl Scouts, Then And Now 


Were They Really The Good Old Days? 


CLAD IN KHAKI, Cathy Schlangen 
models a Girl Scout uniform of the 
early '20$.

What would Juliette Gordon Low say if 


she could see them now! 


Girl Scouts wrestling with pollution 


problems, Girl Scouts going to drug sem- 
inars, Girl Scouts travelling into ghetto 
areas and day-camping in the streets, 
Girl Scouts chumming with Boy Scouts. 


They've come a long, long way from 


the original path laid out by Miss Low 
when she first brought the Girl Guide 
Movement to the United States in 1912 


By 1913, the name was "Girl Scouts" 


and they were 5,000 strong. By 1951, their 
number swelled to one million. 


During that time, a ripple of the wave 


that was sweeping the nation found its 
way to Chicago's country cousins, the 
northwest suburbs. Des Plaines, one of 
the first to get its toes wet, formed its 
first troop in 1925 with Mrs. Charles 
Loesch, captain, and Miss Florence Cal- 
vert, lieutenant (as leaders were called 
in those days). 


IN WHEELING a troop was formed in 


1920 but later disbanded — until 1939, 
when Mrs. Philip Denoyer breathed new 
life into Wheeling's Girl Scout program. 
In Arlington Heights Miss Fern Lorenzen 
organized the first troop in 1926 


It was a Boy Scout, Jim Neagles Jr., 


who touched off the idea for a Girl Scout 
troop in Prospect Heights. The troop, led 
by Miss Kathleen Wynn, organized in 
1910. In 1941, Girl Scouting came to Pala- 
tine, with leaders Mrs. Carl Schar- 
ninghousen, Isabel Karls and Mrs. J. 
Acree. In 1945, Lone Troop 1, led by Mrs. 
Fred Tice, Mrs. Norman Falkanger and 
Mrs. 
Edward Wilson, was formed in 


Mount Prospect. 


By 1953, there were 141 Brownie, 96 In- 


termediate, and 6 senior troops in the 
northwest area. Tune to organize. 


AND SO THE GIRL Scout Council of 


Northwest Cook County was born. 


Today it lists on its register more than 


23,261 girls belonging to about 800 troops. 
More than 4,288 adults are registered. It 
recently moved its headquarters into a 
brand new modern building at 444 Lee 
St., Des Plaines. 


What was yesteryear's scouting like? 
Mrs. 
Edward Shaler of Mount Pros- 


pect, third vice president of the council, 
recalled scouting days a generation ago. 
"What stands out in my mind is being 
out in the woods with marshmallows a 


lot," she said. "There was badge work 
and stuffed animals, soap carvings, sig- 
nalling. Patrol leaders were responsible 
for teaching the new kids." 


MRS. ARCHIE BECK of Des Plaines, 


adult leader for 29 years and professional 
worker for the council for 5 years, relied 
greatly on an older girl when she first 
led her troop. "Everything was cut and 
dried," she said. "You were required to 
do certain things to get to the next level. 
It was sort of a comforting, secure feel- 
ing, in a way. 


She feels that the program is now so 


diversified, the girls have trouble mak- 
ing a choice. 


"There's more emphasis on craft work 


and less on outdoor hiking and camp- 
ing," 
she added. 
"Civilization 
has 


crowded us out. Years ago you could fol- 
low outdoor trails anywhere, camp in the 
woods, in fields, even in vacant lots. Now 
we must have protection. Many leaders 
are afraid to take their girls into the 
woods." 


MRS. 
DONALD SARGOL, a Palatine 


leader for 15 years, still carries her first 
registration card, showing that she her- 
self became a Girl Scout in 1937. She is 
tremendously in favor of today's Girl 
Scout program. In 1964, her Mariner 
troop was the first in the midwest to go 
to Mystic Seaport, Conn., for on-board- 
ship training. 


"There was nothing like that when I 


was a girl," she exclaimed. "Nor camp- 
ing, either. My goodness, about the most 
I ever did as a scout was to have a cook- 
out. Today that's what our Brownies 
(second and third graders) do'" 


Perhaps the woman most able to de- 


scribe early scouting days is Mrs. Deno- 
yer, a gentle white-haired lady in her 
seventies who has been 53 years a Girl 
Scout leader, 31 of those years in Wheel- 
ing. The spirit of Juliette Low lives on in 
"Singing Grove," the Denoyer property, 
where Mrs. Denoyer still teaches Ca- 
dettes that scouting is a way of life. 


LET'S DRIFT BACK to 1918. The war 


had just ended, a uniform commanded 
respect and admiration. "Military" was 
the way to do things. News that girls 
could now form scout troops had spread 
through the nation. It was a real break- 
through for girls, a sort of "mini" wom- 
an's lib. 


A group of excited Marshall High 


School girls in Chicago beseeched a 
young grade school teacher to help them 
form a troop. She consented. 


Troop 11, with Mrs. Denoyer as cap- 


tain, numbered about a dozen girls. With- 
in a few weeks, they decided to let in 
eighth graders, and the number quickly 
mushroomed to 152. Mrs. Denoyer, whom 
they always called their "Cap'n Lady," 
was assisted by an adult first lieutenant. 


"It was a wonderful feeling," said Mrs. 


Denoyer. "The older girls taught the 
younger ones. They loved the little 
girls." By "little" she referred to the 10- 
year-olds. 


THEY ENVISIONED their troop as a 


huge garden. The "little" girls were 
birds and lived in "nests." The next 
group were flowers in "flower beds" and 
the next were trees in "groves." The pa- 
trols of older girls were stars, looking 
over the whole garden. 


Every meeting opened with a flag cer- 


emony and included inspection, a meti- 
culous checking of uniform and person, 
from missing buttons to dirty fingernails. 


Nature study was an important part of 


the program. "Nature is a constant com- 
panion throughout life," said Mrs. Deno- 
yer. "Our purpose was to make girls 
aware of the beautiful world in which we 
live." 


There were 21 badges to work on, some 


of them very difficult. It required 14 
weeks of instruction to pass First Aid. 
Most badges required recommendations 
from church, school and leaders. Mrs. 
Denoyer always first earned the badge 
herself before teaching it to the girls. 


SCOUTS OF TROOP 11 wrote their 


o^n songs and parodies, compiled their 
own songbook. They held jam sales to 
benefit destitute mountaineers. Their 
project of delivering Thanksgiving bas- 
kets began with a few families, snow- 
balled until, with help from school and 
their fathers, they filled and delivered as 
many as 25 baskets, starting out at 6 
a.m. 


"These are experiences you don't for- 


get," said Mrs. Denoyer. "The girls 
'lived' their scouting." 


The girls of Troop 11 still keep in touch 


with their "Cap'n Lady." They have 
gone on to become leaders themselves in 
all of the fifty states, including Hawaii 
and Alaska. 


Girl Scouting continued much the same 


until about 1930. The organizaton was 
being exploited for copying the military 
so much. It was due for a change. 


JULIETTE LOW, who died in 1927, had 


talked of changing the uniform. So in the 
early '30s, uniforms were no longer khaki 
but green, the whole program was en- 
larged and made more suitable to girls, 
and the handbook was changed. 


In the 1950s, the next major change 


took place when girls were divided ac- 
cording to age and school grade into 
Brownies, Juniors, Cadettes and Seniors. 
Again, changes were made in the pro- 
gram and new handbooks were issued. 


"Scouts today are surfeited with things 


to do," said Mrs. Denoyer. "There's 
church, school, TV, other youth organiza- 
t i o n s , the music world. Economic 
changes have made it possible for par- 
ents to do more with their children, like 
family camping and travel. 


"Juliette Low loved girls. Some won- 


derful people helped build Girl Scouting. 
It's a thrill knowing you have grown with 
a movement, a real privilege to watch 
changes, be a part of it, watch it grow.' I 
thank God that I lived through this peri- 
od." 


Then she added softly, "I wonder 


where we are going now."

About this time^each year people begin 


to worry about plant poisoning. 


They view their gardens, the woods, 


the fields as suddenly threatening. 


Say "woods" and someone is bound to 


respond, "poison ivy." Think rhubarb 
leaves and watch the word, "poison" sur- 
face. 


Drooling toddlers, curious grade schoo- 


lers and pets are the ones that most 
adults seek to protect. 


But occasionally a mushroomer may 


select a toxic toadstool, a wild food buff 
may tread on risky ground in picking 
berries, making tea or collecting leaves 
for a salad. (Mushrooms are respon- 
sible for about half the annual deaths 
from plant poisonings around the world). 


ALL POISONOUS PLANTS are not ex- 


otic; many of them are quite common 
and near at hand, according to Family 
Health magazine. For example, acorns 
can harm the kidneys, and the pretty 
lily-of-the-valley Is toxic if ingested. Haz- 
ardous bulbs include hyacinth, daffodil, 
glory lily and the amaryllis. 


Many dangerous wild plants resemble 


their cultivated cousins. Water hemlock 


is often mistaken for parsnip. And the 
death-dealing wild cherry looks like the 
harmless domestic variety one buys at 
the produce counter. 


Plant poisoning symptoms range from 


a deep sleep to a plain headache, or 
vomiting or convulsion. 


THE FOLLOWING, excerpted 
from 


"The Sinister Garden," is a quick, but 
only partial reference for skeptics who 
may fear crossing paths with a poison 
plant: 


Any part of caladium is poisonous if 


eaten, causing tongue swelling and 
blocked breathing; also castor bean 
seeds, if you can get through the spiny 
shell; two seeds are serious — eight cas- 
tor bean seeds fatal; also the entire plant 
of the houseplant dumbcane 
(diffen- 


bachia). Its sap causes skin rash, eating 
its leaves makes a victim speechless — 
hence the name, dumbcane. 


The berries of lantana and mistletoe, 


nuts of horsechestnut, seeds of bird of 
paradise and morning glory are toxic if 
eaten. 


The entire plants of elephant's ear, 


rhododendron, mountain laurel, Carolina 
jessmaine, buttercup, death camas, jim- 


sonweed, 
boxwood, 
Jack-in-the-pulpit, 


privet should not be eaten. 


THE ACOKNS. YOUNG shoots, and 


leaves of oak are toxic if eaten, but it's 
necessary to eat a great deal of them 
before constipation, bloody stools and 
kidney damage occurs. 


Twigs, leaves, bark and fruit stones of 


the common cherry can cause death 
within one hour. (The toxic part com- 
bines in the body to form cyanide.) 


It may sound like danger lurks behind 


many plants. On the contrary, many 
plants are edible and totally harmless. 
Poison plants needn't be dangerous if 
plant-lovers observe these rules of com- 
mon sense: 


Never eat any part of an unknown 


plant. 


Never chew on jewelry made from im- 


ported seeds or beans. Never use any- 
thing prepared from the wild as a medi- 
cine or tea. Learn to identify the poi- 
sonous plants in your neighborhood and 
home. Firmly impress the rules on chil- 
dren. 


If poisoning should occur, be prepared 


to identify the offender or save evidence 
for the emergency room team.

Thai Women 6Ask' For Equal Rights

UPI —Adultery is grounds for divorce 


in Thailand for husbands but not for 
wives. 


Although Thailand officially adopted 


monogamy in 1935, there still is no law 
that can punish a man for having more 
than one wife at a time. 


If a wife wants to start a new career 


after marriage, the law provides she 
must have her husband's consent. 


What amounts to a Thai version of the 


Women's Liberation Movement seeks to 
change all that — and more. 


The Thai women have their work cut 


out for them because a lot of Thai men 
prefer things just the way they are. 


Several years ago, a member of Par- 


liament drew a lot of applause and ap- 
preciative guffaws when he said: "Next 
thing we know, Madame Suphatra will be 
demanding that women be given the 


right to grow beards." 


HE WAS REFERRING to Mrs. Suph- 


atra Singholka, longtime leader of efforts 
by the Women Lawyers Association 
WLA to revise Thailand's family laws. 
Mrs. Suphatra is still fighting for wom- 
en's rights. And that wise-cracking law- 
maker has yet to be branded a "male 
chauvinist pig" by anyone. Things aren't 
done that way in "The Land of Smiles." 


Miss Malee Roikeo, 26, a cleaning girl 


in an office in downtown Bangkok and 
the mother of a 5-year-old son, is about 
as militant as most Thai women about 
women's liberation, which is to say she 
rarely gives it a thought, 


"Of course a wife should ask her hus- 


band if she wants to take a job," she 
said. But she does not think adultery 
should be grounds for divorce only for 
men? 


"THAT'S JUST NOT fair," she said 


firmly. "And there should be a law to 
prevent a man from having more than 
one wife at a time." 


Actually, there is, but there is a catch. 


If a ma registers a subsequent mar- 
riage-or marriages — no one can de- 
clare the registration void except the 
court. Mrs. Suphatra wants that provi- 
sion replaced with one that would make 
the registration of subsequent marriages, 
while the first marriage is still in force, 
automatically void. 


The WLA came up with a set of pro- 


posed changes in the family laws two 
years ago but they are still buried in a 
parliamentary committee. 


A year ago, Mrs. Suphatra reopened 


the subject in an interview with Prime 
Minister 
Thanom 
Kittikachorn, who 


promised to consider the proposed revi- 
sions of the law. 


"We have a stronger voice all the 


time, but we do not march with placards 
and flags," Mrs. Suphatra said. "We are 
quiet. Surely, reasonableness and per- 
suasion in the long run will accomplish 
more. Eventually, I am confident we will 
win our rights."

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Obscenity Has Become Part Of The English Language 


by LEE MUELLER 


NEW YORK - (NBA) —There are 


several hundred words in the English 
language which this newspaper's editor 
would not print on threat of horse- 
whipping These words are used every 
day by common individuals who appar- 
ently have no respect (or the tender sen- 
sibilities of womenfolk and other law- 
abiding citizens. 


But while newspapers attempt to clot 


the copious flow of purple upon our land, 
other lines of communication have estab- 
lished different attitudes Words once 
confined to wisps of sidewalk conversa- 
tion now pour from the pages of national 
magazines, best-selling books, million- 
dollar movies. 


Classroom teachers now spout pre- 


viously unutterable nouns and verbs and 
adjectives, people are always dropping 
the Ultimate Obscenity on you at cocktail 
parties, and for straight-talk emphasis, 
the old standbys. "damn" and "hell," 
went out the door with Rhett Butler. 


Why' Well, for one thing, says Dr. Eu- 


gene L. Landy, obscene language Is an- 
other established form of our culture that 
is ceasing to exist 


TO PROVE, sort of, that unspeakable 


words no longer are unspeakable, Landy 
has just written a reference work called, 
"The Underground Dictionary." (Simon 
& Schuster. $195) which probably con- 
tains every so-called obscenity ever mut- 
tered by a human larynx. 


The book is. however, more than just a 


cross-referenced collection of four-letter 
words In Los Angeles, Landy, 36, is 
known as a "doper doctor " He runs a 
drug clinic in LA and his dictionary has 
been called "the most up-to-date com- 
prehensive guide available to the lan- 
guage of the American youth culture " 


Each word, blue or otherwise, is de- 


fined, cross-referenced 
and reportedly 


makes perfectly good sense to freaks, bi- 
kers, dopers, fags, hooders and musi- 
cians, among others. 


"Each is a real word within the lan- 


guage." said Landy, "and, believe me, 
it's a part of what's going on. I asked 
one freak what he thought of the book 
and he said I oughta be offed (killed) for 
letting the narcs (narcotics officers) in 
on their communications. The book broke 
the whole code." 


In New York, many black students are 


beginning to agitate for studies in Black 
English, as opposed, it would seem, to 
White English. Landy can see the differ- 
ence 


"DID YOU know that The Word (a 


close relation of the Ultimate Obscenity) 
has 12 different meanings, all based on 
tone9" he asked. "It's all part of the 
black community and it's real. Are we 
going to overlook it simply because some 


people outside the culture want to call it 
dirty?" 


Landy recently ran into some trouble 


with tne Los Angeles telephone company 
when he informed an employe that his 
phone was "(censored) up." The em- 
ploye was offended, but Dr. Landy was 
even more offended by the employe's 
lack of enlightenment 


"The expression has become idiomat- 


ic," he said (as have many such ex- 
pressions). "I was describing the condi- 
tion of my telephone. I didn't insult her." 
For relief, the dictionary also presents 
less-flammable, more familiar material. 
For instance: "Out of Sight: adj. Great; 
wonderful, marvelous, fantastic — e.g. 
That movie was out of sight! See 
GROOVY " 


A NATIVE of Pittsburgh, Dr. Landy 


quit school in the sixth grade. "I still 
don't have a high school diploma," he 
said. After knocking around for several 
years, however, he went to California 
where anyone over 18 is permitted a 
chance to attend college, regardless of 
whether he has a high school diploma. 


Now a practicing clinical psychologist 


and a senior lecturer at the University of 
Southern California, Landy says he re- 
lates well to kids with drug problems. 
His speech is laced with such words as 
"groovy" and "bummer" and "rap" 
which, he says, does not smack of non- 
professionalism. 


' ' T h e whole concept is commu- 


nication," he said. "Therapeutically, you 
can't get to people unless you speak their 
language." 


As they say, doctor, Right On ("Ex- 


pression meaning you hit it right on the 
head; 
perfect; 
keep- doing it. See 


GROOVY").

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Steinmetz: Where The Silent Majority Goes To School 


(Editor's Note: Ralph Novak was a 


member of Steinmetz High School's class 
of mi. He returned to Chicago this 
spring to see If and how his almamater 
had changed in 10 years. This Is his re- 
port. 


by RALPH NOVAK 


The members of the 1961 graduating 


class at Steinmetz High School were typi- 
cal of their time: docile, uninspiring, 
never audacious enough to think they 
might know more than their teachers, 
not aroused by anything except maybe 
losing a basketball game, seldom inter- 
ested and only faintly involved in what 
went on in the great big fearsome world 
outside. They were content. 


In the ensuing 10 years, revolutions of 


all sizes, shapes and colon have struck 
at the American educational system. Stu- 
dent activism filtered down from the col- 
leges, into many high school* and even 
lower. Vietnam and pollution came In, 
drag racing and sock hops went Out. It 
was the Age of Involvement and people 
began to talk about how kids had 
changed. 


But during those 10 years at Steinmetz 


a strange thing has happened. Ntrthing. 


The class of 1971 is docile, uninspired 


and uninspiring, not audacious enough to 
challenge teacher leadership as the natu- 
ral order of things, more aroused by bas- 
ketball games than anything else, seldom 
interested in the world outside. The kids 
here are still content. 


This is where the silent majority goes 


to school. 


CARL WELL1N HAS been a Steinmetz 


faculty member for 32 years and was 
acting principal this spring. He is not 
surprised at the non-revolution. 


"Hair styles have changed and clothes 


have changed but basically the students 
here are still nice youngsters from 13 to 
21 years old. The difference between to- 
day's students and those of 1961 is sub- 
stantially the same as the difference be- 
tween the students of 1961 and those of 
1951 — a surface difference." 


The school itself, one of many nearly 


i d e n ti c a I red brick buildings built 
throughout the city during the Depres- 
sion, does not appear to have changed in 
10 years. The same rank smells seep out 
of the cafeteria into the halls. The sound 
of nearly 3.000 students changing classes 
between periods is still a cacophony of 
pent-up energy momentarily let free. The 


same sullen groups of delinquent types — 
"hoods" 10 years ago and "greasers" 
now — still cluster around the little 
snack shops near the school. 


Students say marijuana usage is high. 


"A lot of kids you wouldn't expect to are 
using pot," one girl says. (Wellin denies 
that drugs are a major factor at Stein- 
metz, however: "Some students must be 
taking them, of course, but there is no 
active drug problem here.") 


BUT MARIJUANA is to a high school 


senior in 1971 what a bottle of cheap liq- 
uor was to the seniors of 1961. The 
change again is in form. 


There have been some minor changes 


of substance: the school, all-white in 
1961, now has about SO black students 
bused in; the school paper talks about 
such things as the Galley trial; there is a 
course in Afro-American history; a few 
students wore black arm bands on the 
anniversary of the deaths of the four 
Kent State students killed last year; a 
few signed up for the local part of the 
nationwide March on Hunger. 


But the changes have come through 


The System, not in spite of it. The Stein- 
metz students, like their parents, having 
found that when they play the game, 
they usually win. 


One senior, Christine Karfoowiak, says: 


"I don't think we kids really know that 
much yet. At our age, you need someone 
with a little more experience and knowl- 
edge to tell us what to do." It is a start- 
ling admission for a teenage in the 
spring of 1971. 


THE SCHOOL'S officials attribute the 


relatively placid state of affairs to the 
stability of the community. 


"This is a community of single family 


homes and stable population," says so- 
cial studies department chairman Shel- 
don Krueger. "Kids grow up here know- 
ing that they're going to go to Steinmetz 
and that their little brothers and sisters 
will go here. It makes a difference." 


The difference stems from the fact that 


the community is a lower-to-middle class 
neighborhood on Chicago's Northwest 
Side, dominated by people with Italian 
and Polish names on their mailboxes, 
right next to the American flag decals. 
"Upward mobility" has proven to be a 
reality here and it is the rare child who 
can — or even wants to — escape the 
success syndrome in this environment. 


"The community wants the type of 


education kids have been getting here,"

according to assistant principal Thomas 
Petersen. "They wouldn't want any large- 
scale change." 


The community is probably happy that 


the extent of political involvement hasn't 
changed, either. 


For the class of 1961, a pointless fad 


revolving around Charles Schulz' comic 
strip myth, the Great Pumpkin, was 
what passed for political activity. But 


that ended quickly when some unauthor- 
ized. "The Great Pumpkin Is Coming" 
posters on school walls led to threatened 
suspensions. 


The class of 1971 has not been any 


more activist. 


"Kids here are very unconcerned with 


what happens outside school," Miss Kar- 
bowiak says. "You can't get anyone in- 
terested in anything." 


Victor Vant, a member of Steinmetz' 


class of 1960 and now an acting assistant 
principal, insists, however, that today's 
students are "involved." 


"We were involved in my day, too," he 


says. "We got interested in things like 
buying parkas for the cheerleaders and 
getting the parking lot paved. Students 
now are interested in things like that and 
they have good turnouts at sports events. 


To have fun, they have to get involved in 
things like that." 


High school is still fun at Steinmetz. 


Fun and a way of getting ahead. 


Steinmetz' class of 1971 has put in its 


four years and is leaving the school vir- 
tually unchanged. It will be surprising if 
the group of timid freshmen that enter 
school next fall, the class of 1975, does 
things any differently.

of these people-oriented services, such as 
schools and welfare, which are now re- 
quired of local and state governments," 
••Hovde said. "General revenue sharing 
would provide the fiscal means for re- 
ducing pressure on the property tax as a 
principal source of revenue for local gov- 
ernments." 


Hovde noted that "general revenue 


sharing shares the revenue-producing ca- 
pacity of the United States with state and 
local governments," and he pointed out 
that this sharing is "made necessary by 
the fact that the federal government has 
preempted the principal sources of reve- 
nue. 


"Revenue-sharing would strengthen lo- 


cal government by permitting long-range 
planning, a factor which is absent today 
because of frequent and not always suc- 


cessful attempts by local governments to 
raise taxes and issue debt instruments 
for municipal .services. On the other 
hand, the present system of over 500 cat- 
egorical grant programs involving, at the 
present time, approximately $30 billion 
annually is eroding our federal, system," 
Hovde said. 


"Unless it is abated through some de- 


vice such as revenue sharing, then cer- 
tainly in the not-too-distant future, local 
officials will have little responsibility 
other than to perform the ministerial 
task of disbursing federal grants. 


"This, we respectfully submit, should 


be of primary national concern, and not 
the apparent anomaly of local officials 
spending the money exacted from then- 
people by the federal tax collector," 
Hovde said.

Realtors Report 


Sales, Price Up 


Volume of transactions involving exist- 


ing homes in April was 37 per cent high- 
er than it was during the same month of 
1970, the National Association of Real Es- 
tate Boards (NAREB) reported. 


Its monthly survey is based on data 


submitted by members of the Executive 
Officers Council, an affiliate of NAREB. 
A total of 113 boards of Realtors partici- 
pate. 


Mrs. Catherine E. Martini', director of 


the Department of Research, noted that 
the April volume increase is a contin- 
uation of the strong trend of the first 
quarter of the year. 


Data from the survey show that the 


median price of an existing home sold in 
April was $24,600. This is an increase of 
7.5 per cent from the median price of 
$22,880 reported in April, 1970, and is 
somewhat 
higher than the 
average 


$24,090 recorded in the first quarter of 
this year. 


Sales of homes for more than $25,000 


continue to make up an increasing per- 
centage of the total, and, conversely, 
sales of homes in the undner-$15,000 cate- 
gory comprise a smaller percentage. In 
Apri1., sales of houses for more than 
$25,000 accounted for 48,2 per cent of the 
total. In March, they represented 47 per 
cent; in February, 46.6 per cent, and in 
January, 44.6 per cent. 


At the other end of the price range, 


sales of houses for less than $15,000 ac- 
counted for 13.6 per cent of the total in 
April, about the same as March, but be- 
low the 18.7 per cent in the fourth quar- 
ter of 1970. 


Of the total number of existing single- 


family homes sold during April, about 
one fifth had two or fewer bedrooms, a 
quarter had four or more, and the re- 
maining 55.5 per cent had three bed- 
rooms.

The growth of savings deposits at sav- 


ings' and loan associations set a new 
record in May, reported the United 
States Savings and Loan League in its 
most recent monthly newsletter. 


Despite this new record, the gain was 


down from the highs attained in the ear- 
lier months of the current year. Loan 
closings set a new high, not only for May 
but also for any calendar month on 
record. 


These are the major trends appearing 


in the projection based on reports re- 
ceived from a sample group of associ- 
ations reporting to the U.S. League. The 
group included 563 institutions holding 33 
per cent of the assets of the savings and 
loan business. 


Savings deposits grew by a net of $2.1 


billion last month. This gain topped the 
prior May record of $1.1 billion set in 
1967. and was well above the $753 million 
increase of twelve months earlier. De- 
spite this new monthly high, the gain in 
deposits in May was somewhat lower 
than the gains attained in the immediate- 
ly preceding months. This easing in 
growth becomes evident when the month- 
ly results thus far this year are ex- 
pressed in terms of a seasonally adjusted 
annual rate. The seasonally adjusted an- 
nual rates of deposit growth for January, 
February. March and April were 127.3 
billion, $36.8 billion, $37.3 billion and $37.9 


Changed Standard 
For Insulation 


Purchasers of new homes financed 


with mortgages insured by the Federal 
Housing Administration or guaranteed by 
the Veterans Administration are going to 
benefit from a couple of lucky breaks as 
a result of new government regulations, 
according to the National Mineral Wool 
Insulation Association, Inc. 


The reason is that the federal govern- 


ment has upgraded the standards for in- 
sulation of homes against heat loss in 
winter and heat gain in summer. 


In his message to Congress about the 


nation's energy policy, President Nixon 
said: 


"To help meet one manifestation of 


this problem, I am directing the Secre- 
tary of Housing and Urban Development 
to issue revised standards for insulation 
applied in new federally insured homes. 
The new Federal Housing Administration 
standards will require sufficient in- 
sulation to reduce the maximum per- 
missable heat loss by about one-third for 
a typical 1200-square-foot home — and by 
even more for larger homes. It is esti- 
mated that the fuel savings which will 
result each year from the application of 
these standards will, in an average cli- 
mate, equal the cost of the additional in- 
sulation required." 


Sheldon H. Cady, executive director of 


the National Mineral Wool Insulation As- 
sociation, Inc., of which nearly all pro- 
ducers of glass fiber and rock wool in- 
sulation ore members, said that a 1200- 
square-foot home built before the new 
standards were Issued costs about $120 
per year to heat In the climate of Pitts- 
burgh, St. Louis, New York, Wichita, or 
Salt Lake City. Under the new standard, 
heating cost will be approximately $140, 
he said. He said the added insulation 
would cost about $60. 


The regulations apply only to homes 


financed with FHA or VA assistance. 
Construction of homes financed without 
government aid is not affected except as 
builders voluntarily accept the govern- 
ment's guidance. 


Indicating that future savings will be 


larger, President Nixon warned that fuel 
prices probably will increase because 
"the cost of environmental protection 
must, to a major extent, be reflected in 
consumer prices." He said he was asking 
government agencies to publish addition- 
al information to help consumers focus 
on the operating costs as well as the in- 
itial costs of energy-using equipment.

Association has calculated that by 1975 
compliance with the new standards 
would conserve enough gas to reduce by 
more than 10 per cent the previously ex- 
pected increase in all natural gas re- 
quirements as projected by the Ameri- 
can Gas Association.

The abatement in savings growth can 


be traced to an edging up in withdraw- 
als. Savers took $3.2 billion from their 
accounts last month, up marginally from 
May of 1970. Last month thus became the 
first since November when the volume of 
withdrawals was higher than the same 
month of a year earlier. The volume of 
funds taken out of accounts was not 
large when viewed in the perspective of 
normal operations. They amounted to 
only 2 per cent of the total savings held 
by associations. The rise, however mod- 
est, indicates that the recent climb in di- 
rect market interest rates may be having 
an effect on associations. It is significant 
that May's gain when seasonally adjust- 
ed approximated that of January, a 


month when yields on direct market in- 
struments were similar to those avail- 
able last month. 


Lending continued to show unusual 


strength in May, with closings climbing 
to $3.2 
billion. This volume was well 


above the prior May record of $2.2 billion 
set in 1963. Funds invested in new mort- 


gage loan closings nearly balanced with 
the inflow of investment funds origina- 
ting in deposit gains and mortgage loan 
repayments. The recent moderation in 
deposit growth and anticipated seasonal 
rise in mortgage lending suggest some 
upward pressure on mortgage interest 
rates.

Today's traveler will notice the dis- 


appearance of differences between the 
hotel and the motel. 


"Hotels and motels today provide 


about the same services," said Arnold 
Carr, secretary of the Greater Chicago 
Hotel and Motel Association. "The motel 
is an outgrowth of the roadside inn, but 
today there is really no difference be- 
tween them. It's better Just to term it the 
lodging industry, since they both serve 
the same market." 


The traveler is becoming more sophis- 


ticated, according to Carr. "He wants to 


know that he has a room waiting at the 
end of the day," he said. "Hotels and 
motels are making it more convenient to 
pre-register through computerized sys- 
tems. It's easier for the travelers this 
way, and makes it easier for the hotel in 
its planning." 


The two big markets in the lodging in- 


dustry are for commercial or industrial 
users, and the pleasure and travel seg- 
ment, according to A. M. Quarles, execu- 
tive vice president of the association. He 
noted that although these markets are 
down right now because of general eco- 
nomic conditions, this should not hamper 
the development of new lodging facil- 
ities. Most developers think in .terms of 
several years rather than short-terms 
planning, he said.

uniformity of expectations are the keys 
to success in the lodging industry. 


That's the opinion of Howard Johnson

Motor lodge managers should emphasize 
the services that the traveler can expect 
In the motor lodge, according to Lee. 
Among the amenities which are standard 
features at Howard Johnson's Motor 
Lodges are: "pamper panels" or a set of 
controls at the bedside for lighting, tele- 


vision, etc.; extra bathrooms; extra-wide 
and extra-long beds; heat lamps; and a 
variety of room sizes. 


"The most important part of the busi- 


ness is the people part," he said. Lee 
said this includes the security, comfort 
and satisfaction of all customers. 


In an earlier publication, Lee stated 


that the youth market is a growing chal- 
lenge to the lodging industry. This is 
characterized by the desire for a change 
of scene, informality and individuality. 


The company's concept of limited ser- 


vice is geared to the youth market, said 
Lee. He noted that this group includes 
not only young Americans, but a growing 
number of over-35 people who are youth- 
oriented.

Frank Lionette, Howard Johnson's vice 


president of marketing, reported at the

er, as well as the non-customers and non- 
travelers, he said. 


Approximately 35 epr cent of those sur- 


veyed were customers of the lodging in- 
dustry, Lionette said. Of this number, 26 
per cent were on personal trips, 3 per 
cent on business trips and 6 per cent 
combined personal and business travel. 


Business customers who take seven or 


more overnight trips a year account for 
83 per cent of the business market, the 
survey indicated. Other trends included: 
a concentration in the 36-55 year age 
bracket; travel evenly divided among 
men and women except in the business 
sector, where three-quarters of the trav- 
elers are men; a dominance among busi- 
ness travelers of men earning $10,000 


Housing Starts Doubled 


Total housing starts In the six county 


Chicago metropolitan area, continued to 
rise for the fifth consecutive month of 
this year, according to the May statistics 
released by the Bell Federal Savings 
Survey of New Building. 


According to the survey, the combined 


totals of single and multi-family units, 
for which permits were issued last 
month, reached, 5,527, more than double 
the 2,517 recorded in May, 1970. 


Significant increases were noted in 


both categories Single-family permits 
jumped from 1,119 in May 1970 to 2,506 
last month while multiple starts soared 
to 3,021 in May 1971 from the 1,398 regis- 
tered for the same month a year ago.

with the Assessor's office in this endeav- 
or." Zale added "Further, it is our hope 
that in the future we can work together 
with the Assessor in airing our mutual 
problems so that each of us can have a 
better understanding of the job we are 
attempting to do."

Strength was also noted in the unin- 


corporated areas, where apartment per- 
mits totaled 437 in May, compared to 92 
in the same month last year. 


Permits for all new housing for the 


first five months of 1971 rose 75 per cent 
over the same period in 1970. For this 
five-month period of last year, only 
12,042 starts were reported compared to 
21,108 this year. 


The number of single family homes, 


for which permits were issued in the first 
five months of this year, totaled 8,821 
nearly double the 4,437 reported in the 
same period of 1970. 


Similarly multi-family units jumped to 


12,287 in 1971 up 62 per cent from the 
7,605 reported in the cumulative five 
month period of 1970. 


The total value of all building permits 


issued in May (residential, commercial 
and industrial) reached $186,773,821. This 
is 77 per cent above the total for last 
year of $105,249,514. Permit values more 
than doubled in the City of Chicago, rose 
68 per cent in the suburbs and decreased 
1 per cent in unincorporated areas.

Lionette concluded that most of 
the industry's adult customers are up- 
scale in income and education, and that 
there is a heavy concentration of custom- 
ers among small groups of people. 


Commenting on travel patterns, Lion- 


ette said business accounts for the larg- 
est percentage of trips. Conventions 
make up only a small part of this mar- 
ket, he said. Of the business traveller, 77 
per cent stayed at a motel within the last 
year, and 40 per cent stayed in a hotel in 
that period; this compares to the person- 
al travelers, with figures of 83 per cent 
and 18 per cent, respectively. Other sta-

round trip just to be embarrassed9 


Did you ever travel for an hour and a 


half just to be humbled? 


I have to answer yes on both counts. 


Nobody forced me: I asked for it. The 
reason— press day at Olympia Fields 
Country Club, site of this year's Western 
Open Golf Tournament, last Monday 


This plush course, nestled in the 


wealthy little southwest suburban com- 
munity of, what else, Olympia Fields, 
didn't appear very tough four years ago 
when I first »»w It at the 1N8 open. How- 
ever. I didn't play it that year. This week 
I had my chance, a torturing experience 
if there ever wa* one. 


The course played tough because of the 


gusty winds and the slippery greens. 
However, the rough wasn't very high, the 
fairways were cut wide and the tees we- 
ren't as far back as they'll be the week 
of July 12. 


Olympia Fields doesn't have much wa- 


ter with a creek coming into play on only 
five holes and a pond on the finishing 
hole. There are plenty of trees but most 
of those get in the way on the back nine 


The two biggest problems I had in 


maneuvering around the nearly 7,000- 
yard, par 71 layout were the well placed 
bunkers and the tricky greens. Both gave 
me fits I welcomed three-putt greens on 
some holes and gladly accepted any shot 
that bailed me out of a trap. These two 
obstacles might give some of the pros 
tough times, too. 


There is an ideal ipot you might keep 


In mind when you head down to the 
Western. Without moving more than a 
few steps you can see action on a half 
doaen holes — the third green, the fourth 
lee. the fifth green, the sixth tee, the sev- 


enth tee and the 14th green. 


The latter is the most spectacular hole 


on the course Golfers must shoot from 
an elevated tee down a sloping fairway 
flanked by woods. Crossing the fairway 
twice is the snaking creek which protects 
the elevated green 


It's a par 4, 425 yards long. The 14th 


demands plenty and will prove costly to 
quite a few who don't concentrate 
enough If you like to see a professional 
lose his temper, keep an eye on this one. 
Many frustrating bogeys and double bo- 
geys will be carded here. I wish I could 
have had a double. Instead, I had a 
triple. 


This layout didn't bring me to my 


knees, it made me squirm and crawl. I 
broke 100 by just a few strokes because 
of some lucky pars, five to be exact. 
Pushing me near the century mark were 
three double bogeys, three triples and 
one quadruple' 


Jack Nicklaus, winner of the tourney 


the last time it was played here, could 
only humble the course twice in four 
rounds with a pair of 65's. The other two 
times he finished with 72 and 71. 


Here's hoping the big guy and the 


Players, Palmers and Trevinos come to 
Chicagoland this summer. With the Brit- 
ish Open the week before, there's always 
a chance that some of the bigger names 
might pass it up after playing in Eng- 
land 


It's always fun to follow the best, es- 


pecially if they mess up on the same hole 
you did or if they bogey one that you 
parred. 


Then you can turn to someone nearby 


and proudly state, "I didn't have any 
trouble with that hole'" However, secret- 
ly you know that you lucked out in par- 
ring it.

Her Stew Is 'Housewife's 
Masterpiece'

The specialty of Mrs S William Las- 


ley of 401 S Meadowbrook Lane, Wheel- 
ing, is a fish stew she devised from a 
combination of several recipes 


The basic sauce in which the fish and 


seafood are cooked Is so good that if you 
don't like fish you can omit it and serve 
this as one of the most delicious tomato 
soups you've ever tasted 


Made basically from canned tomatoes, 


tomato paste, chicken broth and red 
wine, it Is well-seasoned with herbs, gar- 
lic, onion, green pepper, lemon and pars- 
ley 


To this soup, Georgia Lasley adds lob- 


ster and clams, shrimp and a variety of 
fish, such as red snapper, turbot, floun- 
der, perch, halibut or what have you All 
of theae cook in the sauce, absorbing its 
savory flavor 


Georgia serves the colorful stew in 


soup bowls, shells and all 


'It's a little messy to eat," she 


chuckled, "but no one seems to mind " 


Because the stew Is rich and hearty, 


Georgia recommends a green salad and 
French bread as accompaniments with a 
simple dessert such as fruit or chocolate 
fondue. Often she will serve strawberries 
sweetened with a little confectioners' 
sugar and kirsch, or fresh green grapes 
garnished with a dollup of sour cream 
and a sprinkling of brown sugar. 


One of her favorite easy recipes is 


Oven Stew which she calls a "house- 
w i f e ' s 
masterpiece."- 
Unbelievably 


simple to prepare, it consists of cubed 
beef, mushroom soup and onion soup mix 
baked for hours in a slow oven. 


Often called upon to substitute teach, 


Georgia can pop this dish into the oven 
In the morning and it will be done when 
she returns home in late afternoon 


The last halfhour of cooking time, 


Georgia adds burgundy wine, frozen on- 
ions and carrots. A flavorful gravy devel- 
ops and the meat becomes fork-tender 
but never shreds. She serves the stew 
over rice, but notes that noodles or 
mashed potatoes will do nicely, too 


The stew is usually done in four hours, 


so it can be made In the morning for a 
luncheon It Is ideal for buffet suppers, 
too, because longer cooking doesn't af- 
fect if it guests linger over cocktails. As 
accompaniments Georgia suggests a 
green salad with avocado and tomatoes 


and small hot rolls. 


The fish stew is a favorite of her hus- 


band, Bill, and their children: Mark, 10, 
Wayne, 17, Dallas, 12; Marice, 9, and 
Troy, 8 years old. 


FISH STEW 


Vi cup olive oil or margarine 
2 leaks, trimmed and sliced 
1 onion, diced 
2 to 6 cloves garlic, 


depending on taste 


ft cup chopped green pepper 
1 2 lb 2 oz. can Italian tomatoes

Add tomatoes, tomato 
paste, chicken broth, wine, lemon, saf- 
fron, parsley, bay leaf, basil, oregano, 
salt and pepper. Simmer, covered, for 20 
mintues, stirring occasionally. 


Add fish, using a variety such as red 


snapper, turbot, flounder, perch, halibut, 
white fish or other of your choice, and 
clams and simmer another 15 minutes. 
Add lobster (in shells with membrane re- 
moved) and shrimp and cook an addi- 
tional IS minutes. Serves 10. 


ONION STEW 


1 package onion soup mix 
1 can cream of mushroom soup 
1 pound cubed beef, 


cut in bite-size pieces 


Vi cup of burgandy wine 


Frozen onions 
Frozen carrots 
Combine onion soup mix and mush- 


room soup in a casserole. Add beef. Cov- 
er tightly and bake at 225 degrees for 4 
to 5 minutes, or longer If you wish. The 
last half hour add the wine, onions and 
carrots. Serves 3 to 4. Double the recipe 
to serve 6 to 8. 


MARICE LASLEY watches as her mother, Mrs. S. Wil- 
liam Lasley of Wheeling, prepares an Oven Stew she 
calls a "housewife's masterpiece." The stew consists of 
cubed bee:, mushroom soup and onion soup mix baked

Whafs Thawing For Dinner? 


Baking Disasters Can Be Successes 


by CHARLOTTE ERICKSON 


I realize most good cooks seldom have 


a baking disaster, but for the rest of us, 
these recipes can be valuable 


I made both of these desserts recently 


when I left a pound cake in the oven 
about ten minutes past its baking time 
Although the cake didn't taste bad, it 
was just too dry 


Use cookie crumbs, cokes that have 


dried out, and even day old and reduced 
cakes from the bakery or grocery store. 
Sponge cakes, pound cakes, coffee cakes, 
any kind of cake or cookie will work. The 
results are always delicious, although 
varied. 


DRUNK MONK'S CAKE 


This Is a recipe from "The Art of Vien- 


nese Pastry." It is made of leftover cake 
or cookie crumbs, The original recipe 
calls for fine dry sponge cake crumbs or 
bread crumbs. However, I have tried it 
with a variety of different type crumbs 


and it always works out well. 


2 cups dry sponge cake, 


leftover cake or cookie crumbs 


2 ounces semi-sweet chocolate, 


grated 


2/3 cup ground almonds 


Vi teaspoon ground cloves 
6 eggs, separated 
Mt cup suagr 
1 cup dry red wine 
2 tablespoons cold water 


Grated rind of 1 lemon 


2 tablespoons sugar 


Combine crumbs, chocolate, almonds 


and cloves. Separate eggs immediately 
upon taking them from refrigerator and 
let stand at room temperature. This will 
allow the eggs to beat to the fullest vol- 
ume. Beat yolks with an electric mixer 
about 7 minutes at fairly high speed. 
This mixture should be a very light color 
and consistency and almost double the 
orignal volume. In a separate bowl beat

egg whites until quite stiff. Add sugar 1 


or 2 tablespoons at a time until all the 
sugar has been incorporated into the 
whites and mixture is quite stiff. Fold 
beaten egg whites into beaten yolks al- 
ternately with crumb mixture. Pour bat- 
ter into a generously buttered and lightly 
flour dusted 8-inch gugelhupf or tube 
pan. Bake in a preheated 350-degree oven 
50 minutes or until cake tests done Dust 
top of cake with flour. Invert pan on a 
warmed ovenproof plate with an up- 
turned rim. Let cake stand until cool. 
Gently remove pan. Simmer together 
wine, water, lemon rind and 2 table- 
spoons of sugar about 5 minutes until 
well blended and sugar is dissolved 
Spoon mixture over cake. Heat cake in 
slow oven at 250 degrees about 5 minutes 
to help it soak up the mulled wine. Let 
cake rest overnight before serving to fur- 
ther absorb the wine. Makes one 8-inch 
tube cake. 


GOURMANDS 


4 cups stale cake or 


cookie crumbs 


1 14-ounce carton raspberry filling 


If you're traveling Interstate 80 across 


Illinois, you'll be delighted with a dinner 
stop at The Cellar In Geneseo where 
some fine fare comes from an Immacu- 
late glass-enclosed kitchen with huge 
charcoal grills. Hours are 5 to 10 p m. 
daily and 12 noon to 10 pm Saturday 
and 12 noon to 10 p m. Sunday. Reserva- 
tions are advisable. 


The restaurant is located in the base- 


ment of Hotel Geneseo, an interesting 
and well-preserved old hotel, and its 
owners, Robert and Stanley Bestor, pride 
themselves on premium quality foods 


One of my favorite dishes there is 


charcoal-broiled shrimp prepared in this 
fashion. To serve 6, you'll need about 3 
pounds of large (15-count) shrimp un- 
cooked, peeled and develned. 


Bring your charcoal fire to white heat. 


For each serving, place 7 shrimp on a 
skewer and sprinkle lightly with all-pur- 
pose seasoning. Place skewers on a flat 
grill about 6 to 8 Inches from the char- 
coal and broil about 3 minutes on each 
side. 


Now baste the shrimp thoroughly with 


barbecue sauce (The Cellar uses Open 
Pit brand mixing 12 ounces with 2 table- 
spoon* melted butter and % teaspoon liq- 


uid smoke) 


RETURN SHRIMP to grill and keep 


turning and basting for another 6 min- 
utes. Serve the shrimp very hot with 
drawn butter and wedges of lemon. 


If you'd like to make your own bar- 


becue sauce for this dish, try this unusu- 
al combination which was developed by 
my good friend, Eddie Doucette, and has 
a delightful lemon flavor. 


Crush 2 cloves garlic in a bowl and add 


Mi teaspoon salt. Now add in order 1/3 
cup olive oil, 2/3 cup fresh lemon juice, 2 
teaspoons grated lemon rind, 2 table- 
spoons grated onion, % teaspoon black 
pepper, 1 teaspoon chopped fresh pars- 
ley, and Vi teaspoon oregano. 


Blend ingredients well, then chill sauce 


and use for a new taste thrill with the 
charcoal-broiled shrimp. This sauce also 
is excellent for barbecuing chickens or 
served with cooked fish, lobster or lob- 
ster tails. Recipe makes a generous cup 
full.

The Young Return 
To Nature Foods

In San Francisco there is a revival of 


interest in food. The Street Cooking 
School is a going success and the coor- 
dinator goes in heavily for natural and 
organic foods and the best ways to serve 
them. His ideas attract older persons and 
many young. He believes that aU cooking 
should be "fun, sexy and liberated." 
'The sudden upswing in new health food 
shops throughout the country is further 
proof of the public's growing interest in 
natural and organic foods. Low-cholester- 
ol and vegetarian cooking has become al- 
most a fad with the young. 


Not so with Alan T. Rains, president of 


the United Fresh Fruit and Vegetable 
Assn. in Washington, D.C. He does not 
think much of the newer emphasis on 
natural foods. In fact, he seems dead set 
against the whole concept. 


"I think it's phony. I have been with 


this organization for 27 years and all that 
time I've been worrying about that seg- 
ment of the government and the public 
who ignore the advice of the scientific

community — that approved chemicals 
and fertilizers are not poisonous and that 
without their use we could not feed our 
vast public. They are certainly essential 
to fresh fruits and vegetables," Rains 
says, adding: 


"I also worry about people in Congress 


who are on a consumer kick. They want 
fresh fruits and vegetables dated. Non- 
sense. An apple picked last October and 
sold now, after being in coM storage sci- 
entifically controlled, is in perfect condi- 
tion to be eaten now. What good will dat- 
ing do? All one needs to do with food to 
test its freshness is to look and smell. 
Smell and look fresh? Then it is fresh." 


He insists that many health food stores 


claim their produce is uncontaminated 
by fertilizer residues. And that their pro- 
duce has been air-freighted to them from 
distant farms. "This is often false," he 
says. 


"Except in the case of fresh mush- 


rooms, that claim is humbug. Either the 
growers are fooling them or the store- 
owners are fooling the public. 


"No, what the health faddists eat is 


probably the Monday morning garbage 
from the fruit and vegetable wholesale 
markets stamped, falsely, 'natural or or- 
ganically grown,'" he insists. 


He says about 90 per cent of all Florida 


citrus fruit is now processed and much of 
California's. About 55 per cent of the po- 
tato crop is processed. 


"But, otherwise, the sale of produce is 


in pretty good shape. Fresh strawberries 
are selling better than before. Most come 
from California, then from Florida. 
People seem to love them fresh," he 
says.

Soil Test Report 
Again Delays 
Hospital Zoning

This week's failure to produce addi- 


tional conclusive information on a U.S. 
Department of Agriculture soil testing 
report resulted in another postponement 
of action approving Planned Unit Devel- 
opment (PUD) zoning that would provide 


Residents Asked 
To Keep Eye On 
School Property 


A case of vandalism at Hanover High- 


lands School, 1451 Cypress, Hanover 
Park, has resulted in a request for coop- 
eration from residents in the immediate 
vicinity of the school. 


Wayne Schaible, superintendent of 


Schaumburg Township Dist. 54, wrote a 
letter to the residents which was hand1 
delivered Monday. Vandalism at the 
school over the weekend was so exten- 
sive, he said, continuation of such in- 
cidents would result in increased ex- 
penditure of tax dollars for repairs, de- 
lay of completion of the project and pos- 
sible injury to persons on the school 
grounds. 


In the letter, Schaible asked the resi- 


dents to keep an eye on the site, and 
report to police any groups of children 
seen in the immediate area. Police are 
increasing patrols at the site, and they 
also are asking cooperation'from nearby 
residents and parents in the vicinity. 
They are asking for immediate report of 
any unusual activity, and requesting par- 
ents keep their children home in the 
evening, or at least under some super- 
vision. 


According to a police report of the in- 


cident, $3,600 in damage was reported by 
Alan Construction Co., working on the 
8-room addition to the existing elementa- 
ry school building. The vandalism appar- 
ently occurred sometime after men quit 
work Friday and before they returned 
Monday morning. 


School officials said the lights on a 


tractor had been smashed and sand was 
poured in the fuel tank, debris was 
stuffed into underground plumbing at the 
point where it was to enter the building, 
an electrical conduit was smashed with 
rocks, partially completed walls were 
knocked or pushed over and bricks and 
blocks were dumped off of scaffoldings. 


The company has sustained other van- 


dalism attacks since work started in the 
early part of May, said school officials, 
but none as serious as the one last week- 
end. It has not been determined yet 
whether the school district will be re- 
quired to pay for last weekend's damage, 
but any more excessive damage might 
be charged to the district, they said. 


Police said they are seeking coopera- 


tion in apprehension of the vandals, and 
are investigating • long list of possible 
juvenile suspects.

Marvin Glink, counsel for the petition- 


er, was not present at the board meeting 
when this information was revealed and 
found himself unable to produce the re- 
quested information this week. 


While the suggested meeting between 


the village's entire hospital committee, 
members of the Hoffman Estates ad hoc 
hospital planning committee, and admin- 
istrators of area hospitals did not take 
place, a conference between Mayor Rob- 
ert 0.

IT WOULD POIPOINT health care 


needs in the total area as well as the 
desirable hospital site and would be done 
entirely independent of local representa- 
tives. 


Consulting fees would be shared be- 


tween the existing hospitals and partici- 
pating municipalities with Roselle, Hano- 
ver Park and Streamwood being invited 
to participate.

He's Hooked On Freedom Of Flight

"Once you start, I think you're forever 


hooked." * 


The comment was not made by a drug 


addict, but by a young Itasca man who 
said he has become addicted to flying. 


Ed Wilier, 22, is one of about 60 student 


pilots at Schaumburg Airport on Irving 
Park R6ad west of Roselle Road. Wilier 
"oke during one of his lessons, when he 
flew from the Schaumburg field to Du- 
Page County Airport and back again, 
and practiced landing and taking off. 


Landing in a crosswind is "like trying 


to roller skate on a merry-go-round," 
said Wilier, who has taken lessons about 
a year and has racked up about 20 hours 
of solo time. He is learning to pilot small 
planes from Roger Runyan, chief pilot 
for Twinbrook Aviation Services, one of 
two charter flight firms at the field, both 
of which offer private pilot license train- 
ing. The other firm is Lloyd Flying Ser- 
vice. 


TWINBROOK HAS ONE other full-time 


pilot and four part-time pilots. It has 
been running a pilot school about a year 
and a half, and Runyan said the growth 
in student registration has been impres- 
sive. 


It is hard for the student and the in- 


structor alike to explain their love for 
flying, but their feeling is stong. 


"There are no traffic lights, no police- 


men. You're free. You get away from the 
hassle," said Wilier. Runyan's statement 
put the same reaction hi different words. 
"You get away from the rat race," he 
said. 
For both, it is an escape to freedom, 


an escape from the ground, a kinship 
with the air. 


It is not easy to obtain a pilot's license, 


and if the student sees his lessons as no' 
more than a hobby, it can be expensive. 
Runyan and Richard Visser, president of 
Twinbrook, estimate the average student 
spends $800 from the time he starts 
ground school to the time he passes his 
in-flight check with a Federal Aviation 
Agency approved examiner. 


Most students see their lessons as 


more than a hobby, said Visser. The 
great majority are men (Runyon has 
taught around 100 students, only five of 
them women), and they feel possession 


of a pilot's license will be an asset in 
their work. 


SOME STUDENTS, like Wilier, earn 


their lessons by doing odd jobs around 
the Twinbrook facilities— manning the 
office, washing or degreasing planes and 
playing the role of errand boy. "I paid 
for most of my flying under the belly of 
a plane," said Wilier. 


To get a license, the student must pass 


two tests, one covering navigation and 
weather conditions, the other checking 
his ability to function in a plane. Twin-

Duffy Kilrain's condition was changed 


from serious to fair yesterday in reports 
by ofifcials at Alexian Brothers Medical 
Center, Elk Grove Village. 


The 13-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. W. 


Hogy, Hoffman Estates, injured June 4 
when he was struck by an auto, had been 
listed in serious condition nearly two 
weeks, after having been removed from 
the critical list by hospital authorities. 
The change from serious to fair was ap- 
proved as of 2 p.m. yesterday. 


"That's wonderful," said Mrs. Hogy af- 


ter learning of the change. Earlier yes- 
terday she had said Duffy showed steady 
improvement, but she had nothing radi- 
cal to report. 


D U F F Y HAS, HOWEVER, been 


allowed to sit up in a chair and to sit 
with his legs dangling over the side of his 
bed. He still is being kept in the intensive 
care unit, but doctors have told Mrs. 
Hogy that Duffy may be moved into a 
regular room by Monday. 


Duffy also is eating "whatever he 


wants," said Mrs. Hogy. Until the past 
few days, he had been eating little food, 
and getting mostly intravenous feedings. 


Duffy is talking more, although he is

brook offers preparation for both. The 
ground school is a 12-week program, now 
meeting Sunday nights, including instruc- 
tion in 'navigation, weather principals 
and sequences, radio communications, 
procedures and the principles of how a 
plane flies. The test is administered by 
the FAA, but the school curriculum is up 
to the instructor. 


Most students begin flying before they 


start ground school. The correlation of 
the two types of lessons aids under- 
standing of the book matter. 


Before a pilot can solo the first time, 


he must have passed a medical exam- 
ination and must have obtained a radio 
operators permit, and have passed the 
written test. 


IN WORKING WITH the plane, one of 


the first things the student learns is 
procedure in making a pre-flight check. 
According to Runyan, he must generally 
examine the overall workings of the 
plane. Wilier demonstrates the pre-flight 
inspection, starting with the engine com- 
partment, fuel and oil lines; moving to 
the propeller and wing struts and the 
wings, going completely around the 
plane. The inspection is a detailed one, 
because, said Wilier, your safety depends 
on knowing your plane will operate prop: 
erly. 


Once in the air, the student learns 


straight and level flying; then turns; 
climbs, descents and stalls; flying in a 
rectangular course and landing and tak- 
ing off. He also learns to fly strictly by 
instruments, with a visor covering his 
view out the windshield. 


The joy in flying does not diminish, 


with familiarity, said Wilier. If anything, 
the exhilaration grows.

These acquisitions could be purchased 


through the use of fifty-per cent match- 
ing funds from the Bureau of Outdoor 
Recreation and the planners are encour- 
aging the park district to submit appli- 
cations. 


The Conant area land and the shopping 


center tot-lot would help satisfy the 
needs of residents of Parcels A and B 


who are virtually without recreational fa- 
cilities except for land adjacent to two 
Dist. 54 schools owned by the park dis- 
trict in their areas. 


Without provisions for these older sec- 


tions of the village, a resounding "no 
vote" would probably result as experi- 
enced in the unsuccessful 1970 park dis- 
trict referendum. 


Officials of the planning firm feel that 


the package they are presenting is well 
rounded and typical of programs that 
have been successful in other Illinois 
communities. 


Their successful planning can be par- 


ticularly noted in Schaumburg, where 
voters overwhelmingly approved their 
well-integrated 
capital expansion pro- 


gram in early 1970. 


It was based on construction of several 


major facilities — Atcher Pool and Mein- 
eke Community Center — with expansion

of existing parks and development of 
new parks and playfields strategically 
placed through the growing park district. 


LANDWISE, HOWEVER, Hoffman Es- 


tates Park District is in a different posi- 
tion presently owning more than 176 
acres of park land. 


Final paragraphs of the preliminary 


Hoffman Estates plan interestingly note 
that if mandatory park district consoli- 
dation is required in the future, Schaum- 
burg, Hoffman Estates and Streamwocd 
park districts would form a manageable 
unit. 


It also notes that if privately operated 


home owners association recreation facil- 
ities (as noted in many area planned unit 
developments containing pools, tennis 
courts, recreational center buildings, 
etc.) cease to operate, the park district 
should accept transfer of title and oper- 
ate the facilities as public recreation 
areas. 


Problems which have occurred in oth- 


er communities with these facilities 
mainly surround the fact that pools have 
not initially been constructed to state 
size standards for publicly operated 
swim facilities which could result in a 
drastic financial drain for a park district 
assuming ownership.

land is being donated for community 
use." 


Atcher also produced a letter from A. 


Harold Anderson, a principal in the de- 
velopment firm, which stipulated that 
federal housing subsidies will not be 
sought for the PUD which is to contain 
567 townhouses. 


Anderson also said that the 20-acre site 


would be deeded to the village, hopefully 
to be given over to the hospital com- 
mittee but, should that not materialize 
within two years, the land should be used 
as a park or civic building such as a 
library. 


TRUSTEES MADE it obvious that 


without the hospital the PUD would not 
qualify, in their minds, because of loca- 
tion. 


In the past. PUD's have been used as 


buffers between commercial or industrial 
areas or at the periphery of the village. 


They feel it is inappropraite for a park 


because of location and proximity to 
neighboring Hoffman Estates. 


Asking for immediate action on the pe- 


tition, Glink praised the proposed com- 
plex and leveled criticism at^Schaum- 
burg's planning. 


"I find it very difficult in my mind to 


understand these broad criteria that you 
talk about but that are not written down 
anywhere for the community to see and 
understand and I don't feel this is good 
planning," Glink emphasized. 


He declined, however, to consider wait- 


ing for a zoning decision until the feasi- 
bility study is completed which would be 
from four to six months and said that his 
clients are anxious to begin phase one of 
the project which would contain a medi- 
cal center and doctors offices. 


AT THAT POINT Atcher explained 


that a group of area physicians had pur- 
chased a seven-acre tract of the Schaum- 
burg Road site several years ago for a 
medical center. 


Because of his knowledge of the peti- 


tion at that time, the mayor said he en- 


couraged them to get together with An- 
derson in a joint venture. 


He said that should a hospital not re- 


sult on that site, a medical center would 
still be possible and noted that he ex- 
pects to be hearing soon from the physi- 
cians. 


Glink, obviously displeased with the 


failure to act, noted the tremendous land 
contribution being made in addition to 
an over $92,000 donation pledged to Dist. 
54 elementary schools. 


"If this land is permitted to develop 


under its present zoning (single-family 
residential) it would represent a tre- 
mendous burden to the 
elementary 


school district," he said. 


An additional five-acre section of land 


will be reserved for expansion of the hos- 
pital site and would be sold to the hospi- 
tal at appraised fair market value at 
that time.

There will be no more rock concerts at 


Wheeling High School this summer un- 
less promoter Dex Card applies for a 
business license this week, Wheeling vil- 
lage board members said Monday. 


As of yesterday afternoon Card had 


not returned a license application given 
to his representative at the village board 
meeting Monday night, despite a promise 
to return the form Tuesday. 


The form would normally take a week 


to process, and village board members 
gave Card only until the end of this week 
to complete the application. 


Tuesday's rock concert drew a crowd 


of 2,200 for appearances by "Alice Coop- 
er" and "Lightning." 


Wheeling Police said no major in- 


cidents were reported. 


The series of weekly concerts pro- 


moted by Card is scheduled to last 
through August. 


THE CONCERTS are jointly sponsored 


by the Wheeling Instrumental League 
which will use its profits to help the WHS 
band. 


Village board members Monday were 


angry at Card's delay in applying for a 
business license. 


They told Don Manhord, the man who 


represented Card at the meeting, that 
Card knew he had them "over a barrel" 
because if they tried to cancel the con- 
cert for which there had been advance 
ticket sales, "we'd be a bunch of vil- 
lains." 


"If it's not back by the end of the week 


we can no longer go along with Dex Card 
holding rock festivals. We're all for the 
instrumental league, but we've shown 
good faith by allowing two concerts with- 
out a license," Village Pres. Ted C. 
Scanlon said. A third concert is sched- 
uled for next Tuesday night. 


Board members then voted unani- 


mously to make this week's rock fest the 
final one until a business license is ob- 
tained. 


Board members Monday also directed 


Village Atty. Paul Hamer, acting village 
manager George Passolt, Police Chief 
M. 0. Horcher and Fire Chief Bernie 
Koeppen to draft an ordinance con- 
trolling the concerts. 


TRUSTEE -ROGER STRICKER, who 


proposed the ordinance, said he had per- 
sonally "accosted" Card the night of the 


first concert to tell him he must get a 
business license to continue holding the 
concerts. 


Strieker said that Card "is no stranger 


to obtaining business licenses," because 
he holds similar concerts in "six or sev- 
en other local communities." 


Strieker said he felt the concerts were 


"worthwhile," but believed they should 
be held only with the proper authority 
such as a business license. 


He was also critical of the supervision 


which he said was inadequate. Six uni- 
formed Wheeling Policemen who had 
been hired by Card and members of the 
instrumental league acted to supervise 
the concerts. Strieker said he thought 
Card should hire more police. 


In a reversal of the stand he took at an 


earlier meeting he said he approved of 
the policemen wearing their uniforms to 
the concerts. 


HE SAID HE THOUGHT Card should 


contract with the village to hire the off 
duty policemen and that the men should 
receive time'and a half overtime pay. He 
said a police squad car should be on the 
scene at the concert. 


Strieker called for a 24-hour insurance 


rider to be paid for by the concert 
promoter to cover Wheeling policemen 
while they worked at the concerts. He 
said the village's 
normal insurance 


would not cover the men while working 
off duty and the village should not have 
to pay for the additional insurance. 


Strieker also recommended the new or- 


dinance include a clause that the police 
and fire chiefs may decide if future con- 
certs are to be held after each concert. 
He said a similar law is used in Elm- 
hurst to govern the Card concerts. 


Hamer told Strieker he doubted insur- 


ance would be available to cover the po- 
lice while working at the concerts be- 
cause most policies exclude riot damage. 


Strieker said, however, "I don't think 


the taxpayers should be responsible for 
anything that happens to the policemen." 


In calling for the time and a half pay 


for the officers regardless of rank, 
Strieker noted policemen were paid less 
than their normal hourly wage at the last 
two concerts. 


He said that for additional supervision, 


Card might have to hire off duty police- 
men from other communities as well as 
Wheeling policemen. 


Apartment Zoning Urged 


Rezoning of property south of Man- 


chester Drive near Milwaukee Avenue 
for office apartment buildings was rec- 
ommended unanimously Tuesday by the 
Wheeling Zoning Board of Appeals. 


The action came at the third hearing on 


the property. In addition to recommend- 
ing that R-4 multiple family zoning be 
granted for the property which was 
recently annexed to the village, the zon- 
ing board also approved variations from 
the village's building bulk restrictions 
and the front yard setback. 


A final decision on the rezoning request 


is up to the Wheeling Village Board. 


Developers of the property said Tues- 


day that if the rezoning is granted they 
wul donate 40 feet of right-of-way for the 


widening of Manchester Drive. 


Village officials have hoped that they 


could obtain the needed land to expand 
the street. 


In its current state as a half-street the 


village cannot use motor fuel tax rebates 
to repair Manchester Drive. 


A similar donation of land for the wid- 


ened road was granted to the village by 
the original owners of the Mister B's res- 
taurant on the corner of Milwaukee Ave- 
nue and Manchester Drive. 


The plans for the apartment project 


call for five six-flat buildings with one 
and two-bedroom units. 


A request for a variation for front yard 


parking was withdrawn at Tuesday's 
hearing.

Strieker Raps River Basin Committee 


W h e e l i n g Trustee Roger Strieker 


charged this week that a newly formed 
Des Plaines River Basin Steering Com- 
mittee will be a "do nothing" organiza- 
tion. 


Strieker, who heads the Wheeling Sew- 


er, Water and Public Health Committee, 
represented the village at an organiza- 
tional meeting for the committee last 
Wednesday in Westchester. 


He commented Monday that he feared 


the group would spend all its time 
"studying" flood problems, but actually 
would do nothing. 


"The committee is three or four years 


behind Wheeling," Strieker said, explain- 
ing that most of the other communities 
represented were from Proviso Town- 
ship, although representatives of Buffalo 
Grove and Arlington Heights did attend. 


HE SAID THAT the group planned to 


commit itself to study flood problems. 
"Wheeling went through this four years 


ago and we found it fruitless. Everybody 
is for study but they're not doing any- 
thing apropos because they don't want to 
fight in Springfield," Strieker said. 


Strieker said the group planned to seek 


federal funds to help alleviate flooding in 
the Des Plaines River basin but said he 
thought that without construction of flood 
prevention devices on local levels first 
"there is little chance to get federal 
help." 


Strieker said he had told others at the

The study was also to relate to building 


flood walls of dirt along the ditch north 
of the two smaller basins in eastern 
Heritage Park, and a check of the pitch 
in the retention basin immediately north 
of the park district fieldhouse. 


Park board members noted a week ago 


that dirt had been brought in by the con- 
tractor to fill some of the low spots in the 
basin after Crane had toured the basin.

century, according to Richard LanyoD, 
flood control engineer for the MSD.

The committees will examine drainage 


problems caused by population growth in 
northern Cook County and increased 
building construction which has changed 
drainage patterns, Lanyon said.

Sterilization Is An Explosive Issue 
Effective Birth Control Eyed 


hy KURT BAER 


Sterilization, even when voluntary, is 


still an explosive issue for many people. 


But for those worried about a different 


kind of explosion, the population ex- 
plosion, voluntary sterilization is an ef- 
fective and relatively simple method of 
birth control, particularly for men. 


The Midwest Population Center, 100 E. 


Ohio St.. Chicago, is now in its third 
month of operating a vasectomy clinic, 
and the center's executive director, the 
Rev. 
Don C Shaw, was in Arlington

clinic with members of the Northwest

Vasectomy is a male sterilization oper- 


ation normally performed under local 
anesthesia 


"We opened our doors on March 17, 


and in the first three months we've per- 
formed over 800 operations." Shaw told a 
group of about 3D ZPG members. 


"As far as I know, that is the largest 


number of such operations performed 
anywhere in the country for that length 
of time." he said. 


But Shaw said the number of appli- 


cants for vasectomy operations had fall- 
en off in recent weeks. 


"After the initial surge we found that 


by mid-May we were overstaffed," he 
said. 


Shaw speculated that part of the rea- 


son for the decline might be the $150 cost 
of the surgery. In an effort to overcome 
this barrier, he said the clinic has just 
adopted a sliding cost scale based on 
ability to pay 


"We're prepared to take care of every- 


one who wants the operation including 
those who can't afford to pay anything," 
Shaw said. 


Individual fees will be set on the basis 


of a preliminary interview required of 
every applicant. 


Shaw said the clinic is currently re- 


ceiving between 45 and 55 inquiries per 
week, about 35 of which actually go 
through surgery. 


After urging northwest chapter mem- 


bers to take a more active role in the de- 
velopment of what he called a "regional 
consciousness" among various ZPG or- 
ganizations in the Chicago area, Shaw 
talked about plans to create an office on 
Human Sexuality at the population cen- 
ter. 


The office would have two main objec- 


tives; he said—the examination of sex 
role stereotypes and the easing of public 
fear and anxiety over the use of con- 
traceptives

Damages in the accident were esti- 


mated at $2.000 to the car and $100 to the 
bumper of the fire truck. 


Witnesses to the accident told Wheeling 


police that the fire truck with its emer- 
gency lights activated had stopped at the 
intersection before beginning to turn onto 
Elmhurst Road from Dundee Road 


The car travelling at about 40 miles an 


hour cut in front of the fire truck and 
was struck broadside, police said. 


Police said the woman driving the car 


received cuts on the backs of her legs, 
but had refused hospital treatment. 


She told police that she had not seen or 


heard the fire truck, probably because 
she had the air-conditioning and radio on 
in the car and the windows were closed. 


The woman had a green light at the 


intersection, police said. 


She will appear in Arlington Heights 


District Court on July 20 on the charges 
in connection with the accident.

population center now provides office 
space for ZPG and the Council on Popu- 
lation and Environment. 


Shaw said that too many "wanted chil- 


dren" are the result of a society "pro- 
grammed for parenthood." A rethinking 
of traditional sex roles, particularly for 
women is needed to correct this condi- 
tion, he said. 


He urged that contraceptives be made 


available to all sexually active people to 
guard against unwanted pregnancies. 


An office on human sexuality would be 


able to assist in both of these areas, he 
explained. 


Shaw also reiterated ZPG's position 


that overpopulation is essentially a 
middle class problem. 


Population 
control 
"must 
not 
be 


achieved at the expense of the poor," he 
said. 


"We have to dispel the myth that over- 


population is caused by welfare mothers 
with eight or nine children." 


Shaw said that U.S. Census figures in- 


dicate poor families are less than one 
child larger on the average than middle 
class families. 


"ZPG doesn't believe that achieving a 


stable population will solve all our prob- 
lems. We'll still have to cope with pover- 
ty, health care, pollution and all the oth- 
er social ills," Shaw said. 


"Our position is simply that a grow- 


ing population can only acerbate these 
problems and make solutions that are 
much more difficult to find."

An ordinance which would enable po- 


lice to arrest a parent for failing to ex- 
ercise "reasonable parental 
control" 


over their children was given prelimi- 
nary approval Tuesday by the Elk Grove 
Village Board of Trustees. 


Trustee Edward Kenna said the object 


of the parental responsibility ordinance 
is not to arrest people but to get them to 
cooperate with authorities when it is 
found their children are habitual juvenile 
offenders. 


"This will offer a counselor an alterna- 


tive to a parent who refuses to be respon- 
sible to his children," said Kenna. "If 
necessary, we'll have the Option to pre- 
pare criminal charges against the par- 
ent." 


The board directed its attorney to pre- 


pare the ordinance modeled after a sim- 
ilar one in Madison Heights, Mich., a 
suburb of Detroit. Further reveiw of the 
proposed ordinance will follow. 


The 
Madison Heights ordinance, 


passed in January, 1970, has been used 
as a "wedge against parents of habitual 
offenders," according to Elsie Keil, a 
clerk in the city's juvenile department. 


She said since the city passed the law, 


parents have more closely supervised 
their children. 


"THEY USUALLY SAY, 'I'm not going 


to go to jail for my kid,' " she said. "So 
they watch them more closely." 


Mrs. Keil said more than 500 commu- 


nities have expressed an interest in the 
law, with a few surrounding Detroit sub- 
urbs passing similar ordinances. 


"It has worked very well but we have 


never had it tested in court," she said, 
adding that there had been some ques- 
tion about its constitutionality. 


"No parents have been jailed because 


of the law," she said. 


Madison Heights is a city of 40,000, 


about 17 miles from Detroit, with "no 
more juvenile problems than any other 
town of our size," she said. 


"It shall be unlawful for the parent of 


any minor to fail to exercise reasonable 
parental control which results in the mi- 


nor committing any criminal act or to al- 
low or encourage any minor to commit 
any criminal act or become delinquent in 
accordance with the probate code as it 
pertains to juveniles." 


The ordinance calls for a fine of not 


more than $500, and/or 90 days in jail, 
and/or probation.

Rock Sponsor Needs License 


There will be no more rock concerts at 


Wheeling High School this summer un- 
less promoter Dex Card applies for a 
business license this week, Wheeling vil- 
lage board members said Monday. 


As of yesterday afternoon Card had 


not returned a license application given 
to his representative at the village board 
meeting Monday night, despite a promise 
to return the form Tuesday. 


The form would normally take a week 


to process, and village board members 
gave Card only until the end of this week 
to complete the application. 


Tuesday's rock concert drew a crowd 


of 2,200 for appearances by "Alice Coop- 
er" and "Lightning." 


Wheeling Police said no major in- 


cidents were reported. 


The series of weekly concerts pro- 


moted by Card is scheduled to last 
through August. 


THE CONCERTS are jointly sponsored 


by the Wheeling Instrumental League 
which will use its profits to help the WHS 
band. 


Village board members Monday were 


angry at Card's delay in applying for a 
business license. 


They told Don Manhard, the man who 


represented Card at the meeting, that 
Card knew he had them "over a barrel" 
because if they tried to cancel the con- 
cert for which there had been advance 
ticket sales, "we'd be a bunch of vil- 
lains." 


"If it's not back by the end of the week 
we can no longer go along with Dex Card 


holding rock festivals. We're all for the 
instrumental league, but we've shown 
good faith by allowing two concerts with- 
out a license," Village Pres. Ted C. 
Scanlon said. A third concert is sched- 
uled for next Tuesday night. 


Board members then voted unani- 


mously to make this week's rock fest the 
final one until a business license is ob- 
tained. 


Board members Monday also directed 


Village Atty. Paul Hamer, acting village 
manager George Passolt, Police Chief 
M. 0. Horcher and Fire Chief Bernie 
Koeppen to draft an ordinance con- 
trolling the concerts. 


TRUSTEE ROGER STRICKER, who 


proposed the ordinance, said he had per- 
sonally "accosted" Card the night of the 
first concert to tell him he must get a 
business license to continue holding the 
concerts. 


Strieker said that Card "is no stranger 


to obtaining business licenses," because 
he holds similar concerts in "six or sev- 
en other local communities." 


Strieker said he felt the concerts were 


"worthwhile," but believed they should 
be held only with the proper authority 
such as a business license. 


He was also critical of the supervision^ 


which he said was inadequate. Six uni- 
formed Wheeling Policemen who had 
been hired by Card and members of the 
instrumental league acted to supervise 
the concerts. Strieker said he thought 
Card should hire more police. 


In a reversal of the stand he took at an 


earlier meeting he said he approved of 
the policemen wearing their uniforms to 
the concerts. 


HE SAID HE THOUGHT Card should 


contract with the village to hire the off 
duty policemen and that the men should 
receive time and a half overtime pay. He 
said a police squad car should be on the 
scene at the concert, 


Strieker called for a 24-hour insurance 


rider to be paid for by the concert 
promoter to cover Wheeling policemen 
while they worked at the concerts. He 
said the village's normal insurance 
would not cover the men while working 
off duty and the village should not have 
to pay for the additional insurance. 


Strieker also recommended the new or- 


dinance include a clause that the police 
and fire chiefs may decide if future con- 
certs are to be held after each concert. 
He said a similar law is used in Elm- 
hurst to govern the Card concerts. 


Hamer told Strieker he doubted insur- 


ance would be available to cover the po- 
lice while working at the concerts be- 
cause most policies exclude riot damage. 


Strieker said, however, "I don't think 


the taxpayers should be responsible for 
anything that happens to the policemen." 


In calling for the time and a half pay 


for the officers regardless of rank, 
Strieker noted policemen were paid less 
than their normal hourly wage at the last 
two concerts. 


He said that for additional supervision, 


Card might have to hire off duty police- 
men from other communities as well as 
Wheeling policemen. 


School Tax 
Rate Is Cut 


Assessed valuation has increased, so 


the tax rate will decrease for residents of 
School Dist. 96. 


The assessed valuation for the Lake 


County district has increased by more 
than $9 million for 1970 compared with 
1969. 


The district's assessed valuation for 


1970, the latest year for which the figures 
are available, is $28,230,135. In 1969 the

Do Nothing 
Tagged On

W h e e l i n g Trustee Roger Strieker 


charged this week that a newly formed 
Des Plaines River Basin Steering Com- 
mittee will be a "do nothing" organiza- 
tion. 


Strieker, who heads the Wheeling Sew- 


er, Water and Public Health Committee, 
represented the village at an organiza- 
tional meeting for the committee last 
Wednesday in Westchester. 


He commented Monday that he feared 


the group would spend all its time 
"studying" flood problems, but actually 
would do nothing. 


"The committee is three or four years 


behind Wheeling," Strieker said, explain- 
ing that most of the other communities 
represented were from Proviso Town- 
ship, although representatives of Buffalo 
Grove and Arlington Heights did attend. 


HE SAID THAT the group planned to 


commit itself to study flood problems. 
"Wheeling went through this four years 
ago and we found it fruitless. Everybody 
is for study but they're not doing any- 
thing apropos because they don't want to 
fight in Springfield," Strieker said. 


Strieker said the group planned to seek 


federal funds to help alleviate flooding in 
the Des Plaines River basin but said he 
thought that without construction of flood 
prevention devices on local levels first 
"there is little chance to get federal 
help." 


Strieker said he had told others at the 


meeting that he thought the approach 
was wrong and said the village en- 
gineer from Arlington Heights, Al Sand- 
er, supported his stand. 


"We didn't get any help from down- 


state or the federal government until 
Wheeling spent the first dollar," Strieker 
said.

HE SAID that one Metropolitan Sani- 


tary District (MSD) speaker at the meet- 
ing has used Wheeling as a prime ex- 
ample of a village which has successfully 
used shared programs before the speak- 
er learned that Wheeling representatives 
were in attendance.

Sterilization Is An Explosive Issue 
Effective Birth Control Eyed 


by KURT BAER 


Sterilization, even when voluntary, is 


still an explosive issue for many people. 


But for those worried about a different 


kind of explosion, the population ex- 
plosion, voluntary sterilization is an ef- 
fective and relatively simple method of 
birth control, particularly for men. 


The Midwest Population Center, 100 E. 


Ohio St . Chicago, is now in its third 
month of operating a vasectomy clinic, 
and the center's executive director, the 
Rev 
Don C Shaw, was in Arlington 


Heights Tuesday night to talk about the 
clinic with members of the Northwest 
Chapter 
of Zero Population Growth 


(ZPG ) 


Vasectomy is a male sterilization oper- 


ation normally performed under local 
anesthesia. 


"We opened our doors on March 17, 


and in the first three months we've per- 
formed over 800 operations," Shaw told a 
group of about 30 ZPG members 


"As far as I know, that is the largest 


number of such operations performed 
anywhere in the country for that length 
of time." he said. 


But Shaw said the number of appli- 


cants for vasectomy operations had fall- 
en off in recent weeks. 


"After the initial surge we found that 


by mid-May we were overstaffed," he 
said. 


Shaw speculated that part of the rea- 


son for the decline might be the $150 cost 
of the surgery. In an effort to overcome 
this barrier, he said the clinic has just 
adopted a sliding cost scale based on 
ability to pay. 


"We're prepared to take care of every- 


one who wants the operation including 
those who can't afford to pay anything," 
Shaw said. 


Individual fees will be set on the basis 


of a preliminary interview required of 
every applicant. 


Shaw said the clinic is currently re- 


ceiving between 45 and 55 inquiries per 
week, about 35 of which actually go 
through surgery. 


After urging northwest chapter mem- 


bers to take a more active role in the de- 
velopment of what he called a "regional 
consciousness" among various ZPG or- 
ganizations in the Chicago area, Shaw 
talked about plans to create an office on 
Human Sexuality at the population cen- 
ter. 


The office would have two main objec- 


tives, he said—the examination of sex 
role stereotypes and the easing of public 
fear and anxiety over the use of con- 
traceptives. 


Mundelein Woman Charged 


Wheeling Police have charged a Mun- 


delein woman with failure to yield the 
right-of-way to an emergency vehicle in 
connection with an accident involving a 
Wheeling fire truck on Tuesday. 


A Wheeling pumper on its way to an- 


swer a fire call struck the side of the car 
driven by Gail McPherson, 30, at Dundee 
and Elmhurst Roads at 3:30 p.m. Tues- 
day 


Damages in the accident were esti- 


mated at $2.000 to the car and $100 to the 
bumper of the fire truck 


Witnesses to the accident told Wheeling 


police that the fire truck with its emer- 
gency lights activated had stopped at the 
intersection before beginning to turn onto 
Elmhurst Road from Dundee Road. 


The car travelling at about 40 miles an 


hour cut in front of the fire truck and 
was struck broadside, police said. 


Police said the woman driving the car 


received cuts on the backs of her legs, 
but had refused hospital treatment. 


She told police that she had not seen or 


heard the fire truck, probably because 
she had the air-conditioning and radio on 
in the car and the windows were closed. 


The woman had a green light at the 


intersection, police said. 


She will appear in Arlington Heights 


District Court on July 20 on the charges 
in connection with the accident. 


The fire truck was driven by Wheeling 


Fireman James E. Johnson, police said. 


The truck was turning south on Elm- 


hurst coming from the east on Dundee 
Road while the car was heading north on 
Elmhurst Road. 


The fire truck was on its way to put 


out a fire in a barbecue which had gotten 
out of hand, firemen said.

office 


space for ZPG and the Council on Popu- 
lation and Environment. 


Shaw said that too many "wanted chil- 


dren" are the result of a society "pro- 
grammed for parenthood." A rethinking 
of traditional sex roles, particularly for 
women is needed to correct this condi- 
tion, he said. 


He urged that contraceptives be made 


available to all sexually active people to 
guard against unwanted pregnancies. 


An office on human sexuality would be 


able to assist in both of these areas, he 
explained. 


Shaw also reiterated ZPG's position 


that 
overpopulation 
is essentially a 


middle class problem. 


Population 
control 
"must 
hot 
be 


achieved at the expense of the poor," he 
said. 


"We have to dispel the myth that over- 


population is caused by welfare mothers 
with eight or nine children." 


Shaw said that U.S. Census figures in- 


dicate poor families are less than one 
child larger on the average than middle 
class families. 


"ZPG doesn't believe that achieving a 


stable population will solve all our prob- 
lems. We'll still have to cope with pover- 
ty, health care, pollution and all the oth- 
er social ills," Shaw said. 


"Our position is simply that a grow- 


ing population can only acerbate these 
problems and make solutions that are 
much more, difficult to find."

Main Concerns 
At Open Forum 


Zoning and parking seemed to be the 


main concern of about 40 Palatine mer- 
chants and residents who turned out 
Tuesday night at the open forum to dis- 
cuss objectives for the central business 
district 


No decisions were made at the forum 


but another meeting for the same pur- 
pose has been scheduled for July 13 at 8 
p.m. in the village hall. 


The forums are being scheduled by the 


Palatine Plan Commission in efforts to 
determine what should be done to update 
the central business district, including 
improving the flow of traffic and encour- 
aging local residents to shop downtown 
instead of at area shopping centers. 


One of the first things the plan com- 


mission would tike to have merchants de- 
termine is what boundaries should be es- 
tablished for the district. 


The present boundaries are Washing- 


ton Court on the south, Coif ax Street on 
the north. Smith Street on the west and 
Plum Grove Road on the east. 


THE PALATINE Chamber of Com- 


merce, which has been participating ft 
the discussions, plans to do a study of the 
problem and present a plan in the next 
30 to 60 days. 


The primary discussion Tuesday con- 


cerned parking, something most mer- 
chants feel they don't have enough of. 


Dobby Dobkin, chamber president, 


suggested the village and the Chamber 
could make a joint project of establishing 
more new parking lots. 


He said the lots near the old depot can 


be turned into shopping only parking, as 
well as the lot just south of Palatine 
Road once the depot is moved to its new 
location. 


It was also suggested that the parking 


lot behind the old Jewel grocery store 
north of the tracks could be turned into 
parking for downtown employes so they 
would not be parking on the street. 


Included in the discussion was the idea 


of abolishing diagonal parking, allowing 
only parallel parking to permit a smoo- 
ther traffic flow. 


The idea of turning part of the down- 


town area into a mall which has been 
suggested by some merchants and op- 
posed by many others in the past, was 
only briefly touched on Tuesday. 


T h o m a s Moody, plan commission 


chairman, told merchants the purpose of 
the meeting was not to decide whether 
there should be a mall or which main 
street it would be on. 


He said the mall is only incidental 


to the problem of redeveloping the down- 
town hito a more profitable business 
area. 


A suggestion proposed by Moody which 


might also encourage more shopping was 
the possible provision of buses by mer- 
chants for shoppers. 


Moody said the school district has an 


ample supply of buses which are only 
used twice a day. He suggested leasing 
them from the schools. 


"We must keep alive and moving," 


said Trustee Clayton Brown, commenting 
on the momentum of all parties involved 
in the forum.

Sprinkling- Regulation Anticipated 


Palatine residents will soon he asked 


to do their lawn sprinkling on, tlternate 
days. 
} 


Village Mgr. Berton Braun, was di- 


rected by village trustees earlier this 
week to draw up an ordinance regulating 
the sprinkling because of the expected 
use of large amounts of water this sum- 
mer by residents. 


The ordinance will probably provide 


residents with odd number houses 
sprinkling rights on odd number days, 
while residents with even number houses 
will be able to sprinkle on the even days. 


Discussion of the ordinance was 


prompted by a sprinkling ban imposed 
on residents last Thursday. The ban was 
made necessary because of the high vol- 
umes of water residents used early last 
week, according to Braun. 


More than 5.3 million gallons of water 


were pumped last Wednesday, compared 
to the highest pumpage last summer in 
one day of 4.5 million gallons. 


BRAUN SAID that as a rule of thumb 


most municipal water systems calculate 
an average demand of approximately 100 
gallons per person per day with a max- 
imum demand of about 150 gallons per 
person per day. Palatine 
residents 


recorded approximately 200 gallons per 
person last Wednesday. 


"I still believe that the present water 


supply system is adequate to meet the 
current needs of the community in peri- 
ods of normal rainfall," Braun said. 


He suggested, however, that in terms of 


long-range water production it might be 
well to begin planning the ninth well in 
the village, even though well number 
eight is not yet completed. 


* 


The trustees felt that with the alternate 


day sprinkling ordinance it might not be 
necessary to begin well nine now, espe- 
cially because of the financial difficulties 
it would impose. However, they decided 


to look into the possibility if the money 
became available from expected increas- 
es in funds from water bills. 


The village is also working on com- 


pleting a water main loop which would 


provide residents of Kenilwicke subdivi- 
sion with more water. The residents had 
been without water in the past when the 
system was receiving large use from oth- 
er areas of the community. 


Countryside Nears $1,750,000 Goal

The Countryside YMCA fund raising 


drive is going full steam ahead towards 
its $1,750,000 goal, with about $1,310,000 
already raised, according to "Y" direc- 
tor Herman Hertog. 


Hertog said the Y is aiming for a con- 


struction start late this fall. He added 
that the fund raising will stop when the 
construction starts. 


"We are just now beginning to get into 


the architectural stage," Hertog said. 
"And of course we will have a number of 
contingencies to the plans if we are not 
able to raise the full amount." 


But Hertog said he is confident all the 


money will be raised. In that case the 
"Y" will open late fall or early winter 
1972 with ten facilities given top priority 
by the Y's board of directors, he said. 
These facilities include an indoor swim- 
ming pool, gymnasium, youth and family 
games room, all-purpose snack bar and 
kitchen, arts and crafts room, shallow 
water instruction pool, teen center, pre- 
school program area and two adult phys- 
ical-fitness centers. 


"We are planning the "Y" so that we 


can build onto it in the future in a logical 
way," Hertog said. Hertog named a 


weight training room, outdoor sports 
area, judo and wrestling room and tennis 
courts as probable additions to the "Y" 
when additional money is raised. 


Hertog estimated the "Y" would serve 


about 10,000 members its first year, 
which might amount to more than 100,000 
persons, including guests. The "Y" 
served about 10,000 persons in 1970, he 
said. Hertog expects the "Y" to be 
among the world's largest in people 
served. 


"This area also needs physical fitness 


facilities for adults, as well as a pre- 
school program area as more young fam- 
ilies move here," he said. 


"Never before in this area has there 


been a capital project for a voluntary 
service like a YMCA," he said. "A lot of 
people thought we were nuts." 


Normally it takes about eight years to 


start a "Y" and get into the building, 
according to Hertog. "We'll do it in 
about four. 


"We're really enthusiastic about the 


potential for the Y," he said.

Sponsored by Ridgeway Hospital of 


Chicago, the farm is proposed to house

Henry Distelhorst, hospital adminis- 


trator explained, "Since our director has 
already been approved by the state, we 


feel it's worth waiting until he's ready to 
assume the position."

Ridgeway Farm is an untried way of 
^helping problem youth, according to Dis- 
telhorst. 


BOYS WHO WILL be referred to the 


farm can be either awaiting disposition 
from juvenile court for minor offenses or 
discharged from the hospital, but un- 
ready to return to their home environ- 
ment, he said. 


Located on Northwest Highway near 


Dundee Road, zoning for the farm raised 


several oojections from homeowners and 
village officials of Inverness and Pala- 
tine when first proposed a couple of 
years ago. 


Ridgeway's original application asked 


for permission to operate the farm for 30 
boys, but the program will be restricted 
to 12 boys until the state grants a full 
license. 


Distelhorst estimated the farm would 


officially open the end of the summer. 


IN THE MEANTIME, patients from 


the hospital have been making frequent 
visits to the farm for swimming and 
horseback riding. 


Sliver Of Land Disarinexed 


Some Crest Homeowners Feel 
Seiver Work Is Incomplete 


At least 12 Arlington Crest property 


owners in Palatine aren't happy with the 
completion of a four-year construction 
proejct to install water and sewer facil- 
ities in front of their homes.

Residents were complaining their prop-

Complaints included 'gravel mixed in 
with dirt, sod removal and failure to re- 
place it. destruction of driveways and 
mailboxes. 


THE CONTRACT calls for "restoration 


of village parkways" but the problem 
seems to be in the interpretation.

Their action now leaves Palatine offi- 


cials free to annex the vacant, 700-foot 
long northerly portion of the land, since 
state law allows a village to disannex a 
portion of land unoccupied and adjacent 
to another municipality. 


But the southerly 150-foot portion of. the 


land, where owner Karl Reinke resides, 
will remain in Arlington Heights. Origi- 
nally part of the Arlington Heights prop- 
erty, the land was severed from the vil- 
lage by the installation of Rte. 53, 
prompting officials to take action which 
would place the land within Palatine 
which they felt could better serve the 
area in terms of fire and police protec- 
tion and other municipal services. 


TRUSTEES STATED THEIR position 


when Karl Reinke approached the board 
several weeks prior with a request to 
subdivide the land and be permitted a 
variation allowing him to build a dry 
cleaning establishment and a White Hen 
Pantry store on his property. 


Access Roads To Hospital Open 


It might not be the most popular place 


people want to get to, but Northwest 
Community Hospital has become more 
accessible to motorists and emergency 
vehicles with the opening this week of 
two new access roads. 


Jack Ryan, director of public relations 


for the hospital, said two roads have 
been completed, connecting the hospital, 
at 800 W. Central Rd., with Kirchoff 
Road, immediately south of the hospital. 


To date, vehicles could enter and leave 


the hospital exclusively by two drive- 
ways off Central Road. 


"This will be quite an advantage," 


Ryan said. "People will not have to wor- 
ry about traffic congestion along Wilke 
Road, due west of the building, or from 
Central Road." 


One of the new roads is east of St. Sim- 


on's Church, 717 W. Kirchoff Rd., and the 
other to the west of the church. The en- 
trance to the west of the church will give 


motorists and ambulance services access 
to the hospital's emergency room, as 
does the west entrance on Central Road. 


"THIS WILL HELP out tremendously 


since we have been having problems 
with visitor traffic, delivery trucks and 
emergency vehicles all using the same 
entrance to the emergency room," Ryan 
said. 


Ryan said the two roads will also com- 


plement the need for expanded services 
as represented by two additions under 
construction. 


A 41-bed mental health service unit is 


nearing completion on the southwest cor- 
ner of the existing building, while a 600- 
bed, nine-story addition is being built on 
the northeast corner of the hospital. 


The roads, however, will not ease the 


o v e r c r o w d e d parking conditions at 
Northwest Community. But a parking lot 
providing 60 more spaces was recently 
opened and more are planned. 


Seeing the board's hesitation to ap- 


prove his request, Reinke had his law- 
yers obtain a restraining order 
from 


Cook County Circuit Court against the 
board earlier this month. 


After a June 9 court hearing, the re- 


straining order was lifted, allowing the 
village to pass the disannexation ordi- 
nance Monday night.

land, officials hope to persuade Reinke

Officials of Prospect Cable Commu- 


nications Inc. say they will seek cable 
television franchises in 15 Northwest sub- 
urban municipalities. 


The local cable television firm was 


formed earlier this year by a group 
made up primarily of Mount Prospect 
area residents. 


According to Terry Frakes, backer of 


the firm, petitions for cable franchises 
have been filed in Mount Prospect, Ar- 
lington Heights, Elk Grove Village, Pala- 
tine and Rolling Meadows. 


Frakes said the group plans to file 


similar petitions in Wheeling, Buffalo 
Grove, Des Plaines, Schaumburg, Hoff- 
man Estates, Hanover Park, Stream- 
wood, Park Ridge, Harrington and Niles. 


Frakes said that the group is still

The group plans no purchase of fa- 
cilities or equipment until after it wins a 
franchise. 


At least five other cable television 


firms have approached Mount Prospect 
seeking a franchise for the village. "The 
cable television matter is in the village 
board's building committee and has been 
since May, 1970. 


Those involved in the Prospect firm 


are, besides Frakes, Ray Johnston, pres- 
ident of the First National Bank of 
Mount Prospect; Ed Oehlerking, an Ar- 
lington Heights developer; Ed Haber- 
kamp, former Mount Prospect fire chief; 
and Robert Bush, a Mount Prospect at- 
torney. Other investors include Russell 
Mansfield and James Bornhofen, both of 
Mount Prospect, and Michael Selisi of 
Glenview. 


None of them stay overnight, however

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Sterilization Is An Explosive Issue 
Effective Birth Control Eyed 


Little League Moms Form An Auxiliary 


by KURT BAER 


Sterilization, even when voluntary, is 


still an explosive issue for many people 


But for those worried about a different 


kind of explosion, the population ex- 
plosion. voluntary sterilization is an ef- 
fective and relatively simple method of 
birth control, particularly for men. 


The Midwest Population Center, 100 E. 


Ohio St . Chicago, is now in its third 
month of operating a vasectomy clinic, 
and the center's executive director, the. 
Rev. Don C. Shaw, was in Arlington 
Heights Tuesday night to talk about the 
cjlnic with members of the Northwest 
Chapter of Zero Population Growth 


', Vasectomy is a male sterilization oper- 
ation normally performed under local 
anesthesia. 


"We opened our doors on March 17, 


and in the first three months we've per- 
formed over 800 operations," Shaw told a 
group of about 30 ZPG members. 


"As far as I know, that is the largest 


number of such operations performed 
anywhere in the country for that length 
of time." he said. 


But Shaw said the number of appli- 


cants for vasectomy operations had fall- 
en off in recent weeks 


"After the initial surge we found that 


by mid-May we were overstaffed," he 
said 


Shaw speculated that part of the rea- 


son for the decline might be the $150 cost 
of the surgery. In an effort to overcome 
this barrier, he said the clinic has just 
adopted a sliding cost scale based on 
ability to pay. 


"We're prepared to take care of every- 


one who wants the operation including 
those who can't afford to pay anything," 
Shaw said. 


Individual fees will be set on the basis 


of a preliminary interview required of 
every applicant. 


Shaw said the clinic is currently re- 


ceiving between 45 and 55 inquiries per 
week, about 35 of which actually go 
through surgery. 


After urging northwest chapter mem- 


bers to take a more active role in the de- 
velopment of what he called a "regional 
consciousness" among various ZPG or- 
ganizations in the Chicago area, Shaw 
talked about plans to create an office on 
Human Sexuality at the population cen- 
ter 


The office would have two main objec- 


tives, he said—the examination of sex 
role stereotypes and the easing of public 
fear and anxiety over the use of con- 
traceptives. 


In addition to the vasectomy clinic, the 


population center now provides office 
space for ZPG and the Council on Popu-

middle class problem. 


Population 
control "must 
not be 


achieved at the expense of the poor," he 
said. 


"We have to dispel the myth that over- 


population is caused by welfare mothers 
with eight or nine children." 


Shaw said that U.S. Census figures in- 


dicate poor families are less than one 
child larger on the average than middle 
class families. 


"ZPG doesn't believe that achieving a 


stable population will solve all our prob- 
lems. We'll still have to cope with pover- 
ty, health care, pollution and all the oth- 
er social ills," Shaw said. 


"Our position is simply that a grow- 


ing population can only acerbate these 
problems and make solutions that are 
much more difficult to find."

Plans For Public 
Golf Course Are 
'In Rough' Here 


Plans for annexation of land to build a 


public golf course in Rolling Meadows hit 
a snag Tuesday night, when Mayor Ro- 
land Meyer asked that further action be 
stopped "until the desire of the council is 
shown for a golf course." 


Two city committees had agreed that a 


golf course was needed in Rolling Mead- 
ows and the ordinance and judiciary 
committee was in the process of drafting 
a letter to Cook County Forest Preserve 
Pres. George Dunne, asking that land at 
the Ned Brown Forest Preserve south of 
the city, be annexed for a golf course. 


Meyer however told the city council 


"the matter should be given serious 
thought." 


"There's not much advantage to this," 


and before further action is taken, Meyer 
said the council should decide whether a 
golf course is needed in Rolling Mead- 
ows. 


ALD. THOMAS WALDRON, who in- 


itiated the plan for annexation of land at 
the Ned Brown preserve for a golf 
course, again said he thought "a golf 
course is one thing we do not have in 
Rolling Meadows." He added that a city- 


operated golf course could pay for itself 
after the initial first few years of opera- 
tion. 


After the comments by Meyer and 


Waldron, there was no further action tak- 
en to approve a resolution asking for ap- 
proval from the forest preserve district 
for the golf course. 


A $1 million golf course near Roselle 


and Central Roads in Palatine Township 
is planned about three miles from the 
site sought by city officials for a Rolling 
Meadows golf course. 


A representative of the forest preserve 


district said the Ned Brown land will be 
used for a six-phase watershed program 
in conjunction with a 589-acre lake on the 
land. The official said he felt there is 
"not enough available land after the 
lake and recreational plans are com- 
pleted," for the golf course. 


Waldron commented that the Ned 


Brown preserve is not the only place 
near Rolling Meadows which might be 
annexed for the golf course. He said 
there is land near the western bound- 
aries of the city which might be suitable 
for a golf course.

The Countryside YMCA fund raising 


drive is going full steam ahead towards 
its $1,750,000 goal, with about $1,310,000 
already raised, according to "Y" direc- 
tor Herman Hertog. 


Hertog said the Y is aiming for a con- 


struction start late this fall. He added 
that the fund raising will stop when the 
construction starts. 


"We are just now beginning to get into 


the architectural stage," Hertog said. 
"And of course we will have a number of 
contingencies to the plans if we are net 
able to rare the full amount." 


But Hertog said he is confident all the

1972 with ten facilities given top priority 
by the Y's board of directors, he said. 
These facilities include an indoor swim- 
ming pool, gymnasium, youth and family 
games room, all-purpose snack bar and 
kitchen, arts and crafts room, shallow 
water instruction pool, teen center, pre- 
school program area and two adult phys- 
ical-fitness centers. 


"We are planning the "Y" so that we 


can build onto it in the future in a logical 
way," Hertog said. Hertog named a 
weight training room, outdoor sports 
area, judo and wrestling room and tennis 
courts as probable additions to the "Y" 
when additional money is raised. 


Hertog estimated the "Y" would serve 


about 10,000 members its first year, 
which might amount to more than 100,000 
persons, including guests. The "Y" 
served about 10,000 persons in 1970, he 
said. Hertog expects the "Y" to be 
among the world's largest in people 
served. 


"This area also needs physical fitness 


facilities for adults, as well as a pre- 
school program area as more young fam- 
ilies move here," he said.

Sponsored by Ridgeway Hospital of 


Chicago, the farm is proposed to house 
12 pre Court and post-hospital boys from 
12 to 17 years old. However, the illness of 
director Ted Hunter, has delayed the be- 
ginning of the full-scale program. 


Henry Distelhorst, hospital adminis- 


trator explained, "Since our director has 
already been approved by the state, we 


feel it's Worth waiting until he's ready to 
assume the position."

Ridgeway Farm is an untried way of 
helping problem youth, according to Dis- 
telhorst. 


BOYS WHO WILL be referred to the 


farm can be either awaiting disposition 
from juvenile court for minor offenses or 
discharged from the hospital, but un- 
ready to return to their home environ- 
ment, he said. 


Located on Northwest Highway near 


Dundee Road, zoning for the farm raised 


several oojections from homeowners and 
village officials of Inverness and Pala- 
tine when first proposed a couple of 
years ago. 


Ridgeway's original application asked 


for permission to operate the farm for 30 
boys, but the program will be restricted 
to 12 boys until the state grants a full 
license. 


Distelhorst estimated the farm would

the hospital have been making frequent 
visits to the farm for swimming and 
horseback riding. 


None of them stay overnight, however

yers obtain a restraining order from 
Cook County Circuit Court against the 
board earlier this month. 


After a June 9 court hearing, the re- 


straining order was lifted, allowing the 
village to pass the diaannexation ordi- 
nance Monday night. 


By only dlsannexing a portion of the 


land, officials hope to persuade Reinke 


motorists and ambulance services access 
to the hospital's emergency room, as 
does the west entrance on Central Road. 


"THIS WILL HELP out tremendously 


since we have been having problems 
with visitor traffic, delivery trucks and 
emergency vehicles all using the same 
entrance to the emergency room," Ryan 
said. 


Ryan said the two roads will also com-

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Study On Annex 
To Be Ready 
Within A Month 


A feasibility study of the annexation of 


part of unincorporated Prospect Heights 
to Mount Prospect will be turned over to 
the village board within a month, accord- 
ing to Acting Village Mgr. John Zim- 
mermann. 


The study is being prepared by the vil- 


lage's department chiefs and Zimmer- 
man. 
He said that most department 


heads had turned in their findings. How- 
ever, the over-all report has not been put 
together. 


The study was prompted by an annexa- 


tion petition that involves about 1% 
square miles and about 8,000 persons. 
The area, known as "new town" Pros- 
pect Heights, is northeast of the village. 
It stretches as far east as River Road, as 
far north as Willow Road and as far west 
as Crabtree Lane. The southern edge of 
the parcel 
is Kensington (Foundry) 


Road. 


The petition was turned over to the vil- 


lage in May, after a circuit court hearing 
on the matter. The court's authorization 
to submit the request to the village came 
after the sole objection (from the Forest 
River Fire Protection District) was with- 
drawn. 


AT THE TIME the matter was turned 


over to the village, Mayor Robert Tei- 


chert said that after the study was com- 
plete, it would be turned over to the vil- 
lage board. After the board receives the 
report, "It will be a month to two months 
before we are in a position to vote on the 
petition," he said. 


Among the department heads who pre- 


pared reports are Larry Pairitz, fire 
chief; Newell Esmond, police chief; and 
David Creamer, public works director. 


Pairitz said fire department personnel 


"evaluated such things in the area as the 
streets, buildings and street signs — ev- 
erything that would affect fire protec- 
tion." 


In addition, he said the department 


"made practice fire runs to the area" 
from our own station and the Forest Riv- 
er district fire station during various 
times of the day and in various traffic 
situations." 


CREAMER SAID that his study dealt 


with such things as the condition of the 
streets, curbs, and sidewalks. "What we 
concerned ourselves with was how the 
area would affect the department of pub- 
lic works — how we would have to gear 
ourselves to the responsibilities for that 
area," Creamer said. 


Creamer said that the additional area 


would create a need for additional men 
and equipment for his department. 


Limit Pal-Waukee Use, 
Wheeling Asks The FAA 


The Wheeling Village Board this week 


approved a resolution asking the regional 
director of the Federal Aviation Agency 
(FAA) to abide by provisions of a Cook 
County special use permit governing Pal- 
Waukee airport. 


The resolution, aproved unanimously 


by the board, will be sent by certified 
mail to Lyle K. Brown of the FAA, ac- 
cording to Village Atty. Paul Hamer. 


The resolution was the result of a 


lengthy letter submitted to the village 
earlier this month by the local citizens 
group working to stop planes from Pal- 
Waukee from flying low over the village. 


The resolution also asks the regional 


director to provide the public and local 
government agencies with existing flight 
pattern information used by the FAA 
control tower at Pal-Waukee. 


IT REQUESTS THAT the FAA petition 


Cook County authorities to conduct pub- 
lic hearings on the change in visual flight 
patterns at the airport. 


While the county permit specifies the 


planes should land and take off over the 
forest preserves east of Wheeling, the ac- 
tual flight pattern has been shifted to 
over the center of the village, the resolu- 
tion explains. 


In a fourth point, the resolution asks 


the FAA director to "reveal the extent 
and amount of public funds expended an- 
nually for the past three years for rent, 
salaries, leasing arrangements, grants- 
in-aid, equipment, and facility construc- 


tion at Pal-Waukee airport for federal 
facilities." 


The special use permit referred to in 


the resolution is one issued by the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners in 1964 
to allow the construction of the NNW- 
SSE jet runway at Pal-Waukee. 


The provisions of the permit limited 


the length of the runway to 5,000 feet, 
and the load bearing capacity to one de- 
signed for planes weighing no more than 
60,000 pounds. 


The special use permit also defines the 


visual flight pattern for the airport run- 
way as being east of the Village of 
Wheeling. 


The resolution, passed by the board, is 


the latest effort by the citizens group in a 
two-year-old campaign. 


William Rogers, spokesman for the 


citizens committee, said the group con- 
sidered the FAA to be neutral in its dis- 
pute with the airport until recently. 


However, Rogers told the board, new 


evidence indicated the FAA has a vested 
interest in allowing facilities at Pal- 
Waukee to accommodate large jet air- 
craft so Pal-Waukee can be used as a 
feeder airport for O'Hare. 


Pal-Waukee, the world's busiest pri- 


vate airport, is one of three private air- 
ports with an FAA control tower. 


FAA spokesmen said a written policy 


statement

The systems vary from a com- 
plicated mic.'owave device that throws a 
beam across a hallway to a wire taped 
on windows. 


The board has asked the adminis- 


trators to consult with agencies such as 
the police department about protection 
systems. 


Supt. Winston Harwood pointed out, 


"we haven't lost much from the schools 
as a result of vandalism during the last 
five years. But we have to anticipate 
someone coming in and doing extensive 
damage." 


LATE LAST YEAR school officials 


thought they might have to provide addi- 
tional security measures at schools in or- 
der to continue the district insurance pol- 
icy. 


At that time, the company notified the 


district it had raised the premiums of 
policy holders and issued new security 
requirements effective after Jan. 1,1971. 
These requirements included a guard 
service and fire alarm and detection sys- 
tems connected to a police or fire sta- 
tion. 


Insurance representatives said the 


measures were taken because "the 
claims are based on arson now, raiher 
than simple accidents." School officials 
charged the company was "lumping sub- 
urban schools together with inner-city 
schools."

policy to other companies. Nevertheless 
the district is going ahead with plans to 
upgrade protection measures taken at 
the schools.

He also indicated 
all companies may eventually make the 
same requirements. 


JEAN MEISTER, district business 


manager, does not know if the district's 
insurance premium will be higher be- 
cause "the rates of our general liability 
insurance have not come through yet.-" 
For "fire and extended coverage," which 
includes vandalism, the district is paying 
$1,342 to each of the four companies. The 
companies are: United States Fire Insur- 
ance Co., Travelers Insurance Co., St. 
Paul and Marine Insurance Co., and the 
National Ben Franklin Insurance Co. of 
Illinois. 


The district had been paying a $6,800 


annual premium to the Insurance Com- 
pany of America for insurance coverage.

The city of Des Plaines has fought con- 


struction of the plant on the 106-acre 
Oakton-Elmhurst site, claiming it will 
create pollution and obnoxious odors 
near single-family homes in the area. 
The city would also lose real estate 
taxes if the plant is constructed, city of- 
ficials said. 


The city's six-year court fight against 


the MSD plant ended last January when 
the Illinois Supreme Court ruled that the 
MSD did not have to obey city zoning 
ordinances which forbid construction of a 
sewage plant on the proposed site. 


NIPC is responsible for reviewing and 


commenting on plans for major public 
facilities with regional impact that will 
make use of federal funds. 


A NIPC spokesman told the Herald the 


agency felt there was an "immediate 
need" for the treatment plant to serve 
the growing population of this area. 


A regional wastewater plan recently 


completed by NIPC includes a sewage 
treatment plant in the general area of 
the one proposed for Des Plaines. 


The city was not aware of the NIPC 


decision, handed down June 7 until 
DiLeonardi called the planning agency 
June 9 to find out what action had been 
taken. 


Jerry Hobfoll, NIPC project review 


coordinator, said the Des Plaines project 
had been designated for "first and sec- 
ond priority." 


"The way that our regional wastewater 


plan is set up is projects that provide for 
immediate need are given first priority, 
for example, upgrading a plan to meet 
the 1972 standards or providing addition- 
al capacity to meet present population 
demand, which is what this plant is 
doing " 


HOBFOLL EXPLAINED that by the 


time the Des Plaines plant opens four or 
five years from now, at least 50 per cent 


of Us 48 million-gallon-per-day capacity 
will be needed to accommodate sewage 
waste demands. 


The additional 50 per cent capacity, 


classified by NIPC as second priority, 


will then be able to meet continually ex- 
panding demand of the growing North- 
west suburban area, he said. 


The plans for the $46.5 million plant 


will now go to the state and federal envi- 


ronmental protection agencies, he said. 
The MSD has applied for $14 million in 
federal aid to construct the plant and 
could receive another $12 million from 
the State of Illinois.

Scanlon said A third concert is sched- 
uled for next Tuesday night 


Board members then voted unani- 


mously to make this week's rock fest the

Board members Monday also directed 


Village Atty Paul Hamer. acting village 
manager George Passolt, Police Chief 
M 0 Horcher and Fire Chief Berme 
Koeppen to draft 
an ordinance con-

TRUSTEE ROGER STRICKER, who 


proposed the ordinance, said he had per- 
sonally "accosted" Card the night of the 
first concert to tell him he must get a 
business license to continue holding the

Strieker said that Card "is no stranger 


to obtaining business licenses." because 
he holds similar concerts in "six or sev- 


en other local communities." 


Strieker said he felt the concerts were

He was also critical of the supervision 


which he said was inadequate. Six uni- 
formed Wheeling Policemen who had 
been hired by Card and members of the 
instrumental league acted to supervise 
the concerts.

fall as .the result of a recent decision 
made by the Elk Grove Township Dist. 
39 school board, according to Asst. Park 
Director Paul Caldwell. 


It's Time 
To Replace 
Old Sidewalks 


Sidewalk replacement time is here 


again. 


Mount Prospect homeowners, who want 


to have portions of the public sidewalks 
in front of their homes replaced this 
summer, should contact the village engi- 
neer as soon as possible. 


Each summer the village pays for half 


of the contract price for sidewalk remov- 
al and replacement, sharing the costs 
with homeowners. However, Acting Vil- 
lage Engr. Bill McManamon warns there 
are less funds available this summer for 
the project. 


As In the past, sidewalk removal and 


replacement will be scheduled for sum- 
mer and fall construction on a first- 
come, first-served basis. McManamon's 
telephone number is 392-6000, ext. 68 or 
69. 


This year the cost for removal and re- 


placement of a 25-square-foot sidewalk 
section will be $26.75 and for a 20-square- 
foot section. $21.40. 


The share-cost plan will include most 


sections of sidewalk. However, the home- 
owner will pay the entire cost of removal 
and replacement of sidewalks across 
driveways, the village will pay the total 
cost of removal and replacement of 
walks at street corners and across dedi- 
cated alleys. 


In order to save money on mainte- 


nance costs, the school board voted Mon- 
day to close their buildings after school 
to everything but school-sponsored activi- 
ties. Supt. James Erviti met yesterday 
with officials of the Mount Prospect, Ar- 
lington Heights, and Elk Grove park dis- 
tricts to determine how the new ruling 
would affect their programs held at the 
schools. 


During the school year, the park dis- 


trict uses nine Dist. 59 buildings two to 
three afternoons a week and on Saturday 
mornings. Caldwell estimated that "thou- 
sands of kids" would be affected by the 
curtailment. 


However, Mount Prospect park dis- 


trict's summer programs will not be af- 
fected. "It's not practical to ask them to 
leave the programs now," Erviti said. 
"You don't turn off a program that 
has already started." 


BUILDINGS THAT could no longer be 


used by the park district are Forest View 
Elementary, John Jay, Robert Frost, De- 
vonshire, Einstein, High Ridge Knolls, 
Brentwood and Oliver Wendell Homes 
Junior high schools. Dempster Junior 
High, will continue to be used by the 
park district, because it contributed 
$30,000 to the cost of building the school's 
multi-purpose room. 


The sehool board decided to close the 


school buildings after Erviti said the dis- 
trict could not continue to provide free 
use of the buildings and still keep the 
buildings clean for school children under 
the proposed budget. According to the 
agreement made between the park and 
school districts, the park district paid 
custodians" salaries for the time when 
they would normally not be in the build- 
ing. Caldwell said that usually meant sal- 
aries for Saturday morning work. 


Caldwell said the park district hopes to 


find other buildings to offset the Dist .59 
decision. "We will try to make full use of 
Dempster Junior High and out of Lions 
Park Recreation Center," Caldwell said.

Jeff Trochuck sees Utopia in a beehive. 
As he explains it, bees have an almost 


perfectly-run society with each member 
working for the benefit of everyone else. 
"It's like a commune," said Jeff. "The 
insects are clean. Everything is well or- 
ganized and done in an established pat- 
tern. Even the spaces between the combs 
in the hive are exactly the same." 


That's one of the reasons Jeff likes to 


watch the busy insects. And he can do it 
in his own backyard. 


HIS YARD, at 408 S. We-Go Tr. in 


Mount Prospect is humming with activi- 
ty. Jeff, 16, collects honey bees. He's got 
four man-made hives and estimates he 


now has "somewhere in the hundreds of 
thousands" of the little buzzers. He start- 
ed with one swarm about a month ago. 
Since then, he's had calls from all over 
the Northwest suburbs to come to get the 
unwanted insects. 


Several weeks ago Jeff got a call from 


a family in, Arlington Heights that netted 
him about'five pounds of bees. Dressed 
in a white long sleeve shirt, head veil 
and heavy gauntlet gloves, Jeff got ready 
for his catch. 


"You should always wear white be- 


cause that lessens the chance of attack. 
That color doesn't make them mad," 
Jeff explained. "You should never wear 
dark fuzzy clothes or anything made out

bees want to sting you even more. Fuzzy 
clothes reminds them of their enemies — 
bears and skunks." 


Jeff warns all bee catchers to look out 


for bees guarding the hives. "Those are 
the Army men of the hives," said Jeff. 
"They will come out after you. And if 
you fool around with them, they will 
come out and sting you." 


Sometimes Jeff has to use smoke to 


get his catch. "Smoke pacifies them 
when you put puffs of it near the en- 
trance of the hive," he explained. "Then 
you can lift up the hive cover and see 
what they are doing." 


FRO SWARMS hanging in trees, Jeff 


cuts the limb off the tree and brushes the 
bees onto a screen. The screen then goes 
into a man-made hive where it is closed 
up for the bees' ride to their new home. 


Surprisingly, Jeff has been stung only 


about two times during his bee hunts. 
And even when he does get the nudge 
from an angry bee, Jeff just figures it's 
"an occupational hazard." 


The amateur bee-keeper became inter- 


ested in bees when he was a little boy 
visiting his grandfather's hives. He or- 
dered his first swarm from a mail order 
house in Texas. But when the order ar- 
rived, most of the bees were dead. 


"I was really disappointed. Especially 


when a little boy at the post office asked 
me if they were raisins," said Jeff who 
had planned to fill his first hive with the 
ordered bees. Now however, the colony is 
booming as the Queen Bee keeps mating. 
Jeff said he doesn't have any trouble 
keeping his bees happy. 


"THERE'S NO problem at all to feed- 


ing them. They eat their own honey and 
the older bees feed it to the young ones," 
Jeff explained. "A lot of them are gone 
during the day. And if you don't bother 
them, they won't bother you." 


Jeff said his neighbors don't mind his 


bees — "Just as long as they get some 


honey when the crop comes in," said 
Jeff. 


While bee-keepers can make money by 


renting their bees to farmers for pollina- 
tion of plants and trees, Jeff said he 
thinks he'll keep his bees just as a hob- 
by. He's not sure how long they'll stay in 
his backyard after he returns to Pros- 
pect High School in the fall. But he said 
he might use them in a project for Hoe- 
downers, his 4-H club. 


The only regret Jeff has is that most 


bees die after 48 days. "There's always 
dead ones around," said Jeff. "But then 
I guess they're good for bug collections."

Plan To Combat 
Delinquency Here

Arlington Heights took a major step 


yesterday toward implementing one of 
the most unique systems in the area to 
combat juvenile delinquency. 


Notification came late Wednesday af- 


ternoon that the Illinois Law Enforce- 
ment Commission (ILEC), the state 
clearing house for federal grants, ap- 
proved an application local officials 
made In February for a $24,340 grant to 
finance a pilot youth worker program. 


The grant represents a part of Gov. 


Richard B. Ogilvie's intensive drive to 
assist in the control of delinquency and 
will be used to finance the "Youth Work- 
er Program," one of 18 Community 
Action Programs (CAP) Initiated last 
fall by the village board and a cross 
section of community leaders on drug 
abuse and education. 


The grant money will be used to imple- 


ment the youth worker program, in 
which five young individuals — probably 
teens — will receive 10 weeks of training 
by the Northwest Human Resources Cen- 
ter hi Rolling Meadows. After completing 
their training they will be assigned to 
juvenile delinquency cases under the su- 
pervision of the Arlington Heights Police 
Department. 


Arlington Heights police Capt. Maury 


English said, "We are trying to reach 
troubled youths through other youths. 
This is the first type of program under 
police supervision that I know of." 


Speaking of the pilot program, youth 


Officer Rodney Kath added the program 
will be of particular value to cutting 
back on local drug abuse among juve- 
niles. A local study of village drug abuse 
showed that "the problem was not drugs 
itself, but in dealing with individuals," 
he said. 


He also said that the five young indi- 


viduals working in the program will 
hopefully be able to deal with troubled 
youngsters on a level regular police offi- 
cers cannot. 


Currently there are five youth officers 


and a number of counselors who work 
with juvenile problems in Arlington 
Heights. 


Capt. English said the five youths who 


will work under police supervision have 
not yet- been named and that the depart- 
ment is still seeking applications. 


One of the ultimate goals of their work 


will be to reduce delinquent behavior in 
Arlington Heights and to improve police- 
youth communications, he said. 


Under ILEC stipulations, the grant is 


good for one year, after which time it 
will be decided if the youth worker pro- 
gram will be implemented on a continual 
basis. 


The ILEC will allocate 20 per cent of 


the grant to Arlington immediately and 
more funds every two months thereafter. 
John Cost said the total cost of the pro- 
gram will be $56,605, including the grant, 
$3,000 from the village and percentages 
of police officers' salaries over the next 
year who will be directly involved in the 
program's supervision. 


Working closely with the police will be 


the CAP steering committee which has 
been appointed by the village president 
and consists of Jack W. Martin, chair- 
man; Donald Hillenmayer, Frank Davis, 
W. C. Wolf and Robert Fletcher. The 
steering committee oversees all 18 CAP 
programs. 


John Irving, director of the ILEC, said 


the grant represents an effort to promote 
closer cooperation among federal, state 
and local agencies concerned with the 
law enforcement and juvenile delinquen- 
cy control.

Village Planner Strives For Cooperation

Arlington Heights' village planner told 


the Chamber of Commerce yesterday he 
hoped his speech would be the beginning 
of a "cooperative relationship" between 
the village and local businessmen. 


Before the session was over, local busi- 


nessmen aired their gripes about the vil- 
lage's lack of action in "doing anything" 
for the central business district. 


Joseph Kester, village planner, spoke 


to a luncheon meeting of about SO Cham- 
ber of Commerce members at the Ar- 
lington Inn. 948 E. Northwest Hwy., 
Arlington Heights. 


His speech 
included a short ex- 


planation of proposals in the Rand Road 
area study, including the suggestion of 
building a shopping center at the corner 
of Rand and Palatine roads. 


One businessman balked at the idea of 


the shopping center because "we're al- 
ready chasing our buyers someplace 
else. We've neglected the downtown busi- 
ness area and it should be pursued 
first." 


KESLER EXPLAINED the central 


downtown business district would be the 
subject of a special planning study of its 
own and this study would be included in 
the two-year project of preparing a new 
comprehensive plan for the entire vil- 
lage. 


The planner said the shopping center 


and the downtown area could function 
"as a team, not as competitors." The 
center would include a large department 
store while the downtown area could con- 


centrate on a small town, casual shop- 
ping atmosphere with a stress on service 
to the customer. 


As a preliminary thought on the down- 


town area development, Kesler said one 
proposal might be to build high-density, 
multi-family dwellings as a ring around 
the bnusiness area. These dwellings could 
house between 10,000 and 15,000 people 
and would provide enough potential 
shoppers within walking distance to 


" s u p p o r t many downtown estab- 
lishments." 


AFTER KESLER'S speech, one busi- 


nessman said in the 20 years he has been 
in Arlington Heights "very little has been 
done for the central business district." 
While developers of new stores and shop- 
ping centers in outlying areas had re- 
ceived "concessions" from the village, 
the central businessmen had not.

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'Parental Control' Law Gets Preliminary Approval

land, but refuted allegations concerning 
code violations. 


"There are no substandard conditions 


here. They (Arlington Heights officials) 
just don't want a trailer park in town," 
she said. 


THE BOARD'S action this week means 


that residents of the park will be given 
the customary 90-day eviction notice 
when the time of sale comes, Mrs. Tselos 
said. 


She said this involves about 55 to 60 


tenants living in one to four-bedroom 
trailers on the 27 lots in the park. 


Monday the board also gave the ap- 


proval to its legal committee's recom- 
mendation that the village adminis- 
tration "convey our strong support" to 
House Bill 1564 which allows municipal- 
ities to regulate and locate mobile home 
parks. The bill has passed the House and 
is now pending in a Senate committee in 
Springfield. 


Access Roads To Hospital Open 


It might not be the most popular place 


people want to get to. but Northwest 
Community Hospital has become more 
accessible to motorists and emergency 
vehicles with the opening this week of 
two new access roads. 


Jack Ryan, director of public relations 


for the hospital, said two roads have 
been completed, connecting the hospital, 
at 800 W Central Rd . with Kirchoff 
Road, immediately south of the hospital. 


To date, vehicles could enter and leave 


the hospital exclusively by two drive- 
ways off Central Road. 


"This will be quite an advantage," 


Ryan said. "People will not have to wor- 
ry about traffic congestion along Wilke 
Road, due west of the building, or from 
Central Road." 


One of the new roads is east of St. Sim- 


on's Church, 717 W. Kirchoff Rd., and the 
other to the west of the church. The en- 
trance to the west of the church will give 


motorists and ambulance services access 
to the hospital's emergency room, as 
does the west entrance on Central Road. 


"THIS WILL HELP out tremendously 


since we have been having problems 
with visitor traffic, delivery trucks and 
emergency vehicles all using the same 
entrance to the emergency room," Ryan 
said. 


Ryan said the two roads will also com- 


plement the need for expanded services 
as represented by two additions under 
construction. 


A 41-bed mental health service unit is 


nearing completion on the southwest cor- 
ner of the existing building, while a 600- 
bed, nine-story addition is being built on 
the northeast corner of the hospital. 


The roads, however, will not ease the 


o v e r c r o w d e d parking conditions at 
Northwest Community. But a parking lot 
providing 60 more spaces was recently 
opened and more are planned.

Sterilization Is An Explosive Issue 
Effective Birth Control Eyed

Sterilization, even when voluntary, is 


still an explosive issue for many people. 


But for those worried about a different 


kind of explosion, the population ex- 
plosion, voluntary sterilization is an ef- 
fective and relatively simple method of 
birth control, particularly for men. 


The Midwest Population Center, 100 E. 


Ohio St.. Chicago, is now in its third 
month of operating a vasectomy clinic, 
and the center's executive director, the 
Rev 
Don C. Shaw, was in Arlington 


Heights Tuesday night to talk about the 
clinic with members of the Northwest 
Chapter of Zero Population Growth 
(ZPG,> 


Vasectomy is a male sterilization oper- 


ation normally performed under local 
anesthesia. 


"We opened our doors on March 17, 


and in the first three months we've per- 
formed over 800 operations," Shaw told a 
group of about 30 ZPG members. 


"As far as I know, that is the largest 


number of such operations performed 
anywhere in the country for that length 
of time." he said. 


But Shaw said the number of appli- 


cants for vasectomy operations had fall- 
en off in recent weeks. 


"After the initial surge we found that 


by mid-May we were overstaffed," he 
said 


Shaw speculated that part of the rea- 


son for the decline might be the $150 cost 
of the surgery. In an effort to overcome 
this barrier, he said the clinic has just 
adopted a sliding cost scale based on 
ability to pay. 


"We're prepared to take care of every- 


one who wants the operation including 
those who can't afford to pay anything," 
Shaw said. 


individual fees will be set on the basis 


of a preliminary interview required of 
every applicant. 


Shaw said the clinic is currently re- 


ceiving between 45 and 55 inquiries per 
week, about 35 of which actually go 
through surgery. 


After urging northwest chapter mem- 


bers to take a more active role in the de- 
velopment of what he called a "regional 
consciousness" among various ZPG or- 
ganizations in the Chicago area, Shaw 
talked about plans to create an office on 
Human Sexuality at the population cen- 
ter. 


The office would have two main objec- 


tives, he said—the examination of sex 
role stereotypes and the easing of public 
fear and anxiety over the use of con- 
traceptives. 


In addition to the vasectomy clinic, the 


population center now provides office 
space for ZPG and the Council on Popu- 
lation and Environment. 


Shaw said that too many "wanted chil- 


dren" are the result of a society "pro- 
grammed for parenthood." A rethinking 
of traditional sex roles, particularly for 
women is needed to correct this condi- 
tion, he said. 


He urged that contraceptives be made 


available to all sexually active people to 
guard against unwanted pregnancies. 


An office on human sexuality would be 


able to assist in both of these areas, he 
explained 


Shaw also reiterated ZPG's position 


that overpopulation is essentially 
a 


middle class problem.

achieved at the expense of the poor," he 
said. 


"We have to dispel the myth that over- 


population is caused by welfare mothers 
with eight or nine children." 


Shaw said that U.S. Census figures in- 


dicate poor families are less than one 
child larger on the average than middle 
class families. 


"ZPG doesn't believe that achieving a 


stable population will solve all our prob- 
lems. We'll still have to cope with pover- 
ty, health care, pollution and all the oth- 
er social ills," Shaw said. 


"Our position is simply that a grow- 


ing population can only acerbate these 
problems and make solutions that are 
much more difficult to find," 
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urbs passing similar ordinances. 


"It has worked very well but we have 


never had it tested in court," she said, 
adding that there had been some ques- 
tion about its constitutionality. 


"No parents have been jailed because 


of the law," she said. 


Madison Heights is a city of 40,000, 


about 17 miles from Detroit, with "no 
more juvenile problems than any other 
town of our size," she said. 


"It shall be unlawful for the parent of 


any minor to fail to exercise reasonable 
parental control which results in the mi- 
nor committing any criminal act or to al- 
low or encourage any minor to commit 
any criminal act or become delinquent in 
accordance with the probate code as it 
pertains to juveniles." 


The ordinance calls for a fine of not 


more than $500, and/or 90 days in jail, 
and/or probation.

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Can Homemade Boat Survive Acid...er, Water...Test?

People stop Jack Voeller just to ask 


him what he's building in his backyard. 


They can spot it — something that 


looks like a big blue tub large enough to 
hold an Army's laundry and slightly re- 
sembling Old Ironsides—as they drive by 
his house at 400 River Rd. in unincorpo- 
rated Mount Prospect. 


And while he often gets irritated at 


questions with such simple answers, 
Voeller tells them what he's up to. They 
laugh, look away and then look back 
again. 


"Naw. it'll never work," they say as 


they walk back to their cars, shaking 
ttfeir heads. 


"If it wasn't going to work I would 


never have put $35.000 and all this time 
into it." Voeller explains. "People drove 
trie nuts with questions The majority of 
them seem to want you to fail." The 39- 
year-old restaurant manager has turned 
sAipbuilder. 


•Since December. Voeller has been 


working on a 50-foot boat made of con- 
cfete and steel that will weigh almost 20 
tons when completed. And while other 


people are skeptical, Voeller has no 
doubts that his boat will float when he 
launches it on Lake Michigan next 
spring. 


"THE FIRST CEMENT boat was built 


in 1848. One built in 1888 is still floating. 
It's just a simple matter of displacement 
— the boat has a hollow bottom," ex- 
plained Voeller who is so sure the boat 
will float that he has bet $1,000 on it. 


Voeller. part owner of the Hapsburg 


Inn and the nearby night club "After 
Hours," for which the boat will be 
named, has had little problem putting to- 
gether his sailing vessel. He started in- 
side his workshop in December. In 
March he moved his boat beginnings out 
into the yard. 


The idea for the 50-foot ketch with sails 


came with Voeller's desire for a bigger 
boat. The one he wanted, would cost be- 
tween $60,000 and $75,000, so he decided 
to build one. 


"I had heard about cement boats, so I 


spent about three years researching the 
idea," said Voeller who started building 
wooden boats IS years ago. "Cement is 
the best thing to build a boat out of — it 
doesn't rust, rot and cure with age."

10 men about 15 hours to cement the boat 
by using trowels. 


Voeller let the structure harden for 


three weeks, turned it over and is now 
doing more work on the hull. When he's 
not working on the outside, he's in his 
workshop making furniture for the in- 
side. The boat will include three carpeted 
staterooms with six berths, a galley, four 
hanging closets, book shelves, two bath- 
rooms and a shower. Voeller has com- 
pleted the dining room table and has 
started on other pieces that will make 
his boat seem like a home. 


"We'll probably spend a couple years 


sailing the Mediterranean and the Carib- 
bean," said Voeller.

Rand be- 
came so well-known, the town was 
named after him and he served as its 
first postmaster. 


Wealthy and respected, Rand served in 


many public offices and was considered 
the area's "first" citizen and squire. 


ROBERT DOOLEY, owner of the mill 


site, told the zoning board that the site is 
well situated and apartment dwellers 
would benefit from the closeness to 
stores in downtown Des Plaines. They 
could also use the recreational land in 
the nearby forest preserve, he said. 


James Paroubek, president of the Des 


P l a i n e s Redevelopment Association, 
wrote to the zoning board that this land 
should be rezoned for multiple family 
dwellings. It would be an ideal site be- 
cause of recently announced commercial 
development downtown, he stated. 


Historical society officials said that if 


Des Plaines has a historic site, it is the 
Rand Mill, and they hope that, somehow, 
it can be saved.

Schools 'Shutting Out9 Civic, Social Groups? 


When school buildings in Elk Grove 


Township School Dist. 59 close to every- 
thing except school-sponsored activities, 
many Des Plaines residents complain 
they will be left outside. 


According to a decision Monday by the 


Dist. 59 board, the buildings will be 
closed to parent-teacher organizations 
Boy Scout and Girl Scout troops, civic 
and cultural groups and church groups. 


The board took the action after being 


told by Supt. James Erviti that the dis- 
trict could not continue to provide free 
use of the buildings to after-school meet- 
ings and still keep the buildings clean for 
school children under th eproposed bud- 
get. 


Erviti said the board could adopt a pol- 


icy of charging all groups for the full 
cost of using the buildings or it could 
clone the buildings to all groups. 


"Everybody is going to be a good deal 


happier if we don't charge and just close 


the schools down," he said. "Otherwise, 
we will have to discriminate among wor- 
thy groups that can or cannot afford to 
pay for the buildings and I don't want to 
be in that position." 


THE REACTIONS of local groups af- 


fected by the shut-out consisted mainly 
of expressions of surprise and serious 
concern. 


"I feel that this will really hurt the 


children," said Mrs. Judy Kulaga, presi- 
dent of the Devonshire Parent-Teacher 
Association (PTA). "It will indirectly in- 
volve the children because it will prevent 
them from benefiting from the outside 
activities." 


"Naturally we are very upset that this 


is going to happen. It will hinder commu- 
nication between parents and teachers 
and the PTA. But the people came out 
and voted no on the referendum and now 
it's going to affect the children," she 
said. 


In the fall, Mrs. Kulaga said, the PTA 


will "try and find out where and how we 
can have these programs for our chil- 
dren." 


The president of the Albert Einstein 


PTA, Frank DePaul, said it would be 
better for the board to keep the schools 
open to outside groups for a fee. 


"A minimal charge wouldn't be that 


bad since our bond issue didn't pass," he 
said. "I think most of the groups prob- 
ably have it within their means to shell 
out that extra money." 


DePaul said his own PTA holds only 


five meetings a year and could afford to 
pay a charge for using the school. "Of 
course we'd rather not pay," he said. 


"We would have problems if the PTA 


is not allowed there at all. It's as much a 
school function as anything else," De- 
Paul said. 


ALMOST ALL OF the.schools in Dist. 


59 have served as meeting places for Boy 


Scout and Girl Scout troops. 


James Stevenson, field director of the 


Northwest Suburban Council of the Boy 
Scouts of America, said his group is 
"very unhappy of course" to lose the use 
of the schools. "But I know that the 
school districts have got their problems. 
We have always enjoyed a good relation- 
ship with them1 and many times they 
have bent over backwards to help us," 
he said. 


Stevenson said the Boy Scouts will 


have to raise money in order to have 
some place to meet. 


"Perhaps we could meet in churches. 


There aren't too many public halls. We 
might have to raise dues. Our money 
comes from paper drives and candy 
sales and things like that," he said. 


"We are just hopeful that the court will 


overturn the ruling on corporate proper- 
ty tax so that the school will have the 
opportunity to change their decision," 


Stevenson said. 


"It's a serious blow to these people," 


said Mrs. Eugenia Paris, executive di- 
rector of the Northwest Cook County Girl 
Scouts. "It's an added burden to our vol- 
unteers — how do they handle troops 
when they have no meeting place?" 


Mrs. Paris said she has already re- 


ceived calls from concerned troop lead- 
ers. "I just got word this afternoon that 
the schools are going to close for us. We 
will have to take a creative look and see 
what we can do. It'll be a shame if these 
youngsters don't have a place to meet," 
she said.

Incentives 
Inc., 
2424 Dempster 
St., 


which has run the program since April. 


State spokesmen said a license to dis- 


pense methodone, a drug that some ex- 
perts say can aid in ending heroin addic- 
tion, would not be renewed for In- 
centives, a small, nonprofit facility, be- 
cause Incentives "had not adhered to its 
contract." 


Agency spokesmen refused to explain 


specific reasons why the decision h?d 
been made. Dr. Edward Senay, acting 
director of the state agency, said a thor- 
ough examination had been made, and 
he feels "no public good" would com? 
from revealing details. 


- 
AN INCENTIVES SPOKESMAN said 


the license wouldn't be renewed because 
of "clerical error" by Incentives. The 
spokesman said Incentives may not have 
"followed protocol." 


The spokesman also said that In- 


centives officials had been notified of a 
hearing on the license, after the hearing 
had taken place. 


An agency spokesman said Incentives 


representatives did not attend the hear- 
ing, through "an oversight by some- 
one." 


HE ALSO SAID his agency had offered 


to meet with Incentives after the first 
hearing, but Incentives officials refused. 


The Incentives spokesman said the 


proposed meeting was to be only with an 
agency lawyer, and the Incentives offi- 
cials wanted to meet with officials of the 
agency.

IE A Meeting Sowed Seeds For New Group

A News Analysis 


Chat with any member of the fledgling 


Professional Educators of Illinois (PEI) 
and you find yourself talking about the 
1971 annual meeting of the Illinois Edu- 
cation Associaton (IEA). 


That meeting, held in late February in 


Chicago, sowed some of the seeds which 
led to the creation of the PEI, which is 
splintering away partially from the IEA. 


The IEA in February found itself in the 


midst of hectic and sometimes divisive 
external and internal reorganization. Ex- 
ternally, the IEA was submitting to its 
60,000 members a new constitution and 
was implementing Uniserv, a plan to 
give local associations the help of profes- 
sional negotiators. 


INTERNALLY, Curtiss Plott had just 


been named president executive secre- 
tary — after Morris Andrews, now 
Plott's assistant, had battled hard and 
long for that post. 


To the persons now active in PEI, the 


convention was a bloodbath, character- 
ized by blatant power plays by the more 
militant "urban associations," in such 


cities as Elgin and Champaign-Urbana, 
and by Andrews. 


To those educators, the "militants" 


won. Two local leaders, Richard Hemme 
and John Hafth, were defeated for IEA 
elective office. Uniserv was strength- 
ened, but not from the grass roots, they 
f e l t . Finally, local members 
were 


squeezed out of power positions in the 
lEA's political action arm. 


To other observers, the local educators 


who battled at the convention were 
termed "conservatives" in that they had 
failed to keep up with the trend for more 
support for teachers in their battles with 
school boards over salary. 


THEY ADDED a trend at the con- 


vention had been to force administrators 
out of power positions, thus increasing 
teacher control of the IEA — a factor 
which did not set well with the men and 
women who have founded PEI. 


Shortly after the convention, Richard 


Chierico, an Elk Grove High School 
teacher, filed a complaint with the IEA. 
It alleged four things: 


—"Improper pressure" in the selection 


of an executive secretary. 


—Improper presentation and adoption 


of Uniserv. 


—Inadequate grass-roots involvement 


in Uniserv. 


—"Unwarranted strikes" were sought 


by Andrews. 


To back his complaint, Chierico gained 


affidavits from a number of statewide 
education leaders. However, his com- 
plaint was dismissed in a poult-by-point 
analysis by Plott. No full-scale hearing 
was held in the matter. 


SO, ON MAY 25 the eventual founders 


of PEI rejected a wide variety of al- 
ternatives and agreed to form the PEI. 
However, they will mainta1' 
'ieir mem- 


bership in the IEA. (The .'El is the 
same group as the "Metropolitan Educa- 
tion Association, which was rumored at 
the IEA convention.) 


Obviously it is too early to determine if 


PEI will be successful. Growth in num- 
bers will be perhaps the key factor to 
determine if the group swings any weight 
among Illinois teachers. 


One IEA official observed the heavy 


load of administrators in the PEI can 
only help the IEA, which can point to 
PEI as full of the administrators which 
the IEA pushed out of power positions. 


However, Mrs. Olson points out nego- 


tiations is not the PEI concern. Rather, 
the group is concerned with promoting 
the professional growth of teachers, with 
administrators and teachers working as 
a team to improve education. 


Observers will have to wait weeks and 


months to determine exactly what the di- 
rection of PEI is, and it ultimately will 
challenge the IEA with ammunition de- 
veloped at the February, 1971 annual 
convention.

Northwest suburbs, have announced the 
formation of a group which could in- 
directly challenge the Illinois Education 
Association (IEA). 


Mrs. Marge Olson, division head for 


foreign languages and social sciences at 
Elk Grove High School, announced the 
formation of the Professonal Educators 
of Illinois (PEI). 


She told the Herald that the educators 


have united to "upgrade on a profes- 
sional basis" the work of Illinois teach- 
ers. 


Salary negotiations will not be the big 


issue for the PEI, Mrs. Olson said. Rath- 
er, it will be concerned about curriculum 
and "offering services" to teachers. 


She added the group will work to 


" b r i n g administrators and teachers 
closer together." 


Formation of the group has been under 


consideration for several weeks. The 
educators met on May 25 and June 5 to 
make the final decision to band together 
and to draw up by-laws for the organiza- 
tion. 


Mrs. Olson said the PEI was formed 


after Richard Chierico, a teacher at Elk 
Grove and a charter member of PEI, 
filed a complaint against the IEA after 
its annual convention. 


CHIERICO CHARGED that a new ex- 


ecutive secretary (Curtis Plott) had been 
selected through an atmosphere of politi- 
cal pressure and the IEA was ex- 
periencing a tendency toward "unwar- 
ranted strikes" through the influence of 
Morris Andrews, Plott's assistant. 


Plott examined Chierico's charges and 


dismissed them in a letter to Chierico. 
He did not grant Chierico's request for 
a fullscale hearing on the matter. 


Plott could not be reached for com- 


ment yesterday on the formation of the 
PEI.

Clerk Tightens Control Over Tickets 


Two special projects designed to tight- 


en controls over traffic tickets in subur- 
ban districts of the Cook County Circuit 
Court have been initiated by Matthew J. 
Danaher. clerk of the court. 


One is aimed at stopping the practice 


of some local police departments of void- 
ing traffic tickets after they have been 
written without explaining to a judge the 
circumstances behind their action 


The other will require local depart- 


ments to account for missing traffic tick- 
ets by creation of a "skip list" showing 
missing ticket numbers. 


The twin projects were instituted after 


discussions between Danaher. the chief 
clerks in each of the court's five subur- 
ban districts and the presiding judges of 
each district. 


"Some suburban departments were 


voiding tickets by sending them to the 
clerk's office along with letters of ex- 
planation signed by the department's 
chief," Danaher said. 


Nearly all of the tickets contained er- 


rors made by the police officer at the 
time 
of issuance, 
the 
court 
clerk 


claimed. Most involved cases in which 
the officer voided the ticket and then re- 
placed it with one properly made out. 


"However, in some cases," Danaher 


said, "no second ticket was issued. The

Ranch in Texas last month, along with 
his family, at a convention of the Ameri- 
can Association of Editorial Cartoonists. 


It was the 15th annual convention of 


the cartoonists group, which three years 
ago had been invited to the ranch, but 
declined because of prior commitments. 


The convention, which began in Hous- 


ton May 27, lasted three days. The trip to 
the Johnson Ranch and the meeting with 
the former President and his wife, Lady- 
bird, highlighted the trip. 


Henrikson, who lives in Des Plaines, 


received a personal invitation from LBJ 
and made the trip with his wife Lois, and 
their three daughters, Diane 19, Janet 
12 and Michele 8. 


Henrikson said 144 persons attended 


the convention. 


"The first day we toured the manned 


space center at Houston and then the As- 
trodome. The next day we went to San 
Antonio and saw the Hemisphere Exhibi- 
tion Center and had a six-mile cruise 
down the San Antonio River. Later we 
were given an historical tour of the area 
by a local historical society made up of 
several little old ladies in tennis shoes .. 
. and that's how they referred to them- 
selves, too." 


FRIDAY, the cartoonists went to Aus- 


tin and met with LBJ and Ladybird at 
the Lyndon Baines Johnson Library at 
the University of Texas. A small collec- 
tion of cartoons about LBJ, during his 
years in office, was on display. Henrik- 
son says Mr. Johnson is now gathering 
a large collection of the best cartoons 
from his years in office and when it is 
finished, it will be exhibited in the li- 
brary. 


"Saturday we went to the ranch and 


LBJ and Ladybird were there to greet us 
at the gate. We spent three hours in their 
home, which was very livable. Everyone 
got to shake hands with him and at one 
time, LBJ put his arm around Ladybird 
and said, 'Okay, we'll stand here a few 
minutes like monkeys in a cage and you 
can shoot pictures of us.' Then we began 
wandering around the ranch. 


"LBJ has three television sets in his 


living room, so he can watch several 
telecasts simultaneously, just like he had 


in the White House. We saw a lot of gifts 
people had given them in the home, in- 
cluding a table from Frank Stanton, 
president of CBS, which was made of 
wood from Sherwood Forest. 


"It was a sprawling place, I think the 


ranch is 5,000 acres or so. Dusty and hot, 
it was 96 degrees when we were there. 
But the buses were air-conditioned and 
when we were outside, we stayed in the 
shade." 


Henrikson said LBJ took them on a 


tour of the ranch. 


"He piled into his white Continental 


convertible and drove himself. He se- 
lected five cartoonists to go with him, 
while the rest followed behind in buses, 
which had an intercom hooked up in 
them he could talk to us while he drove. 


"IT LOOKED TO me like the five guys 


he picked to go with him had the largest 
circulation, such as Life Magazine and 
the Christian Science Monitor. 


"Ladybird rode in one of the buses ... 


just in front of one of my daughters, in 
fact. 


"At one point during the tour LBJ 


stopped his car and got out carrying a 
can of insecticide and began spraying. 
Mrs. Johnson said he can't stand ants 
and sprays them wheenver and wher- 
ever he sees them. He did this a couple 
of times. 


"It's barren country out there. We saw 


deer and antelope. And lots of cattle. The 
Texas long-horns were enormous." 


Later the cartoonists toured the LBJ 


museum and saw the boyhood home of 
the former President. The ranch is lo- 
cated 45 miles west of Austin in hill coun- 
try. 


"Then we stopped at Blacno, Tex., five 


miles from the ranch, and went through 
a new Western museum. I met a tall 
black gentleman there, Mr. Remington, 
who said he and LBJ went to school to- 
gether and even used to shine shoes to- 
gether at the nearby town, of San Mar- 
cus." 


Asked what he thought of the Johnsons, 


Henrikson said: 


"Ladybird is a very gracious person. 


And LBJ . . he's put on a little weight, 
but he's a great storyteller sitting in a 
rocking chair." 


Teachers Look Back On School Year 


In the past school year in Elk Grove 


Township Elementary School Dlst. 59, a 
new superintendent took over, teachers 
staged a one-day strike, and a lex rate 
referendum was defeated by the voters. 
As school ended for the year, the Herald 
asked three teachers what their view of 
the year meant to them.)

Desks were slid into corners waiting 


for a janitor to come and rearrange 
them. A vase, which had stood on a 
table, lay shattered on the floor. Bulletin 
boards cluttered with work testified to 
the students who had inhabited the 
rooms for nine months. 


But it was the end of the year — 


records day. And teachers rearranged 
things and worked on the many details 
which make up the end of the school 
year. 


At Brentwood School in Des Plaines, 


they paused for a moment to reflect on 
the uncertain and turbulent year they 
were completing. 


"This is the year we will remember 


that we lost our aides," Phyllis Rock, a 
teacher in the district for six years, said 
sadly. 


Only a few days before, she and the 


rest of the staff at the school, one of two 
which has used Individually Prescribed 
Instruction (IP1) since 196S, had been 
told they would not have the non-certifi- 
cated teacher aides needed to make the 
program work next year. 


"The end of the year tias teen a real 


shock because we have to plan a whole 
new program, she said. "This staff Is 
firmly committed to individualizing and 
we are going to put in time this summer 
working on it." 


When the referendum failed, she said, 


all the teachers knew changes would 
have to come, but "it's very hard for 
those of us who were here when IPI 
started. Every teacher at Brentwood 
came because of IPI." 


DIANE ROSTER, just finishing her 


first year of teaching at Brentwood, 
agreed that the staff will do its best to 
continue individualizing. "We've met lots 
of nights working on it," she said. 


Mrs: Roster had taught for five and 


one-half years in South Dakota before 
coming to Dlst. 59 and she said she was 
delighted with IPI. 


"I have 29 third graders and I treat 


every one of them differently," she said. 
"The whole thing comes down to every 
child working at his own speed." 


Arlene Posner won't be at Brentwood 


next year to work on the new program. 
After two years of teaching, she has de- 
cided to leave, "to try new things."

New Vaccine Protects 
Kids Against 3 Diseases 


A new vaccine that makes it easier to 


vaccinate children against three child- 
hood diseases is now available for use by 
physicians. 


Shipment of a three-in-one vaccine 


against measles, mumps and rubella ap- 
proved by the National Institutes of 
Health has begun. Marketing in the U.S. 
will be through Merck Sharp & Dohme, a 
division of Merck & Co., Inc. 


Simultaneous with the action on the 


three-in-one vaccine was the licensing by 
the NIH of a Merck Sharp & Dohme 
double vaccine against measles and ru- 
bella. The company said plans are now 
being made for marketing the double 
vaccine. 


The vaccines come at a time of contin- 


uing concern about rubella (German 
measles) and of rising alarm about the 
resurgence of regular measles. The na- 
tion has reached only the halfway mark 
in its goal to immunize 48 million 
youngsters against rubella, and health 
authorities are warning against the ris- 
ing incidence of regular measles. 


Dr. Jesse Steinfeld, surgeon general of 


the Public Health Service, has said: 
"Reports from the Center for Disease 
Control, Atlanta, have shown that ex- 
cellent though the immunization cam- 
paign against rubella has been thus far, 
more than half the child population re- 
mains to be immunized if we are to hope 
to interrupt the spread of the disease. 
This control is essential if adult women 
are to be protected against exposure to 
the disease which, if contracted during 
pregnancy can injure the unborn infant," 
he said. 


"AT THE SAME time, the incidence of 


regular 
measles, which can 
cause 


serious illness among susceptible young- 
sters, has returned to its 1967 level, quite 
obviously indicating the need to continue 
the vigorous immunization effort begun 
in 1966," Steinfeld pointed out. "Physi- 
cians and public health personnel now 
face the job of moving aggressively to 
halt this resurgence." 


The triple vaccine is designed to vacci- 


nate children against measles, mumps 
and rubella with a single injection in or- 
der to make vaccination more convenient 
for parents and physicians and to spare 
children the discomfort of two additional 
injections. 


Measles, mumps and rubella are acute 


contagious diseases caused by different 
viruses that are usually spread by young 
children. Although measles is usually a 
harmless disease, it can be a serious 
health problem. In the past, it has ac- 
counted for several hundred deaths in 
children each year, as well as thousands 
of cases of encephalitis, which some- 
times caused permanent brain damage 
in those afflicted. 


Mumps, like measles, is usually re- 


garded as one of the minor illnesses of 
childhood, and, for mumps, this is gener- 
ally true. But in some children and many 
adult males, the clinical course of the 
viral infection may be quite painful and 
distressing. On relatively rare occa- 
sions, complications may include impair- 
ment of the brain, the ears, the eyes, 
the heart and the reproductive organs. 


Rubella is generally a mild disease in 


children, but the virus may cause birth 
defects when it strikes pregnant women. 
As a result, public health officials have 
stressed the need for widespread im- 
munization of children as a means of re- 
ducing the number of potential carriers 
of the disease, thus avoiding the ex- 
posure of pregnant women to the virus. 


The last major outbreak of rubella oc- 


curred in the U.S. in 1964-65 and left in 
its wake some 30,000 fetal deaths and 
20,000 children born with birth defects. 


The company pointed out that the 


three-in-one vaccine is indicated for use 
in children between the age of one and 
puberty, and that it probably fits best in 
the routine immunization program for 
well babies at twelve months. This is the 
age previously recommended for the ad- 
ministration of live measles virus vac- 
cine alone.

Housing Issues Are For All

Needs for low and moderate-income 


" housing in the Chicago suburbs can only 


be met through development of a strate- 
gy encompassing the entire metropolitan 
area, according to one of the developers 
of an apparently successful plan in the 
Dayton. Ohio. area. 


Dale F. Bertsch. executive director of 


the Miami Valley Regional Planning 
commission, last wee): outlined for advo- 
cates of low-income lousing in the Chi- 
cago suburbs how the Miami Valley 
Commission succeeded in launching a 
program for construction of over 14,000 
housing units throughout a five-county 
area around Dayton. 


He spoke at a conference sponsored by 


the National Conference of Christians 
and Jews in Chicago. 


Bertsch warned the audience that the 


Miami Valley plan, which has been wide- 
ly publicized, offered no simple solutions 
for other metropolitan areas. "This plan 
has been widely endorsed because our 
accomplishments are measured against 
what amounts to total inactivity in plan- 
ning for low and moderate-income hous- 
ing in most areas," he said. 


"Among people like you who rise to

crime, school overcrowding and reduced 
property values could be avoided or dealt 
with." 


But, he said, "There is no consensus" 


and a housing program will result only 
from a sound "strategy" on the part of 
its supporters. 


Bertsch said the Miami Valley Com- 


mission began in early 1969 to develop a 
"data base" to demonstrate the deficit in 
housing in the Dayton area. 


The commission, created in 1964 and 


composed of elected representatives of 
five counties and 29 communities, also 
secured from the state legislature re- 
sponsibility for social, economic and 
land-use planning in the Miami Valley 
area. But, he said, the legislature gave 
the commission no authority. "To get 
power, we have to go to the telephone 
— to the people who have it," he ex- 
plained. 


The commission then developed a ge- 


ographic distribution plan to locate hous- 
ing "near the jobs, near tlte parks, near 
the shopping centers." 


Bertsch said the commission also se- 


cured authority to review and coordinate 
federal grants for housing. 


The Miami Valley plan was unveiled in 


July. 1970. catling for construction of 
14,125 housing units throughout the five- 
county area. They were distributed 
throughout 53 "planning units," 21 of 
them in the city of Dayton. 


The plan called for 1,709 units in Day- 


ton and 7.102 in the suburbs immediately 
surrounding the city. The remaining 
S.314 were dispersed throughout the sur- 
rounding four counties. 


As part of the commission "strategy," 


Bertsch said, "Communities which did 
not accept the plan were made to under- 
stand that applications for federal funds 
would not apply to them." 


He said initial resistance was strong in 


most due largely to the feeling that the 
"first community to open itself up to the 
low-income families of Dayton would be 
the 'blow-off valve.' " 


To help overcome this resistance, 


B e r t s c h said, the commission ap- 
proached local officials with a plea that 
they accept a "fair share" of low and

sponse to our call for help," acknowledg- 
ed Marvin Johnson, chairman of the Cen- 
ter's advisory board. "We are hopeful 
other church organizations will join in 
this support. The task of trying to pre- 
vent family ills and to cure them is a 
tremendous one. The need and demand 
for family counseling services exceed the 
Center's limited resources, and it desper- 
ately needs help if it is to continue help- 
ing troubled families in our suburban 
area." 


In an effort to hepl "Save the Center," 


the Herald has begun an appeal to its 
readers to donate one dollar to a special 
emergency fund.

The agency is suffering from a finan- 


cial dilemma that it shares with many 
non-profit, voluntary agencies who seek 
to help the public at large. 


Normal channels of funds and contri- 


butions to the Center have been curtailed 
because of the economic slump prevalent 
in the nation as a whole as well as the 
recent freeze on the allocation of all 
township funds. 


The modest fee structure is insufficient 


to meet the agency's operating expenses, 
and it must depend for support on Com- 
munity Chest funds as well as income 
from foundations, taxing bodies, and pri- 
vate contributions. 


The Center currently faces at $15,000 


deficit in its 1971 operatingg budget of 
$78,000. Unless that deficit is met, ser- 
vice will have to be eliminated. 


"I don't know of any charitable in- 


stitutions which are not desperate for 
funds," said Mary A. Young, devel- 
opment director of the suburban project 
for The Salvation Army's family services 
division. "It may have been worse in the 
Depression but I don't think so, because 
the feeling was different and there at 
least was the attitude that people were 
pulling together. 


"If we can get through this one, we 


can get through anything," said Miss 
Young. 


The Center is concerned with helping 


families face and solve family problems 
in order to preserve healthy family life. 
These include bad marriages, failing 
parent-child relationships, 
personality 


problems, unwed motherhood, problems 
of the aged, and others.

She's A Teacher Despite Blindness 
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by JERRY THOMAS 


Alicia Harkiiu, a new college degree in 


hand, Is looking for a Job as a history 
teacher in the Chicago Public School Sys- 
tem. 


Alicia, who la blind, tumbled many 


walla of ignorance and prejudice, on her 
way to a degree. 


Alicia graduated from Northeastern Il- 


linois State College in April, instilled 
with hope by a school system that con- 
vinced her sightless people too have a 
right to vision. She wants to work within 
that system. 


ALICIA'S COLLEGE education, start- 


ed in a Hoffman Estates Beauty Shop in 
1965 and culminated when she made her 
way to the stage at Orchestra Hall to 
receive her degree in education. 


The steps to the stage began haltingly, 


on that day in 1965 when her mother led 
her to the shop for a hairdressers ap- 
pointment. Frank Daccaro who owned 
the shop was then president of the Lion's 
Club in Hoffman Estates. 


Alicia was not born blind. Her vision 


began deteriorating while she was at- 
tending Elgin High School. By the time 
she graduated she no longer could take 
care of herself and was completely de- 
pendent on her mother. 


Oaccaro's interest in Alicia's activities 


turned to dismay when he learned she 
was doing nothing about her handicap. 


WITH ENCOURAGEMENT from the 


local Lions chapter Alicia decided to be- 
gin training at the Illinois Visually Hand- 
icapped Institute, 1151 South Wood, Chi- 
cago. After a month's evaluation pro- 
gram she was accepted and lived at the 
institute. 


Alicia was not confident then, but in 


spite of her doubts, she learned. 


She learned to mark clothing in braille 


so she could tell which dress to wear, 
bow to read braille, use a tape recorder 
and to get around with a cane. She also 
learned to cook, clean, shop, travel 
around the city and to take complete 
care of her own needs. 


Throughout her training Alicia lacked 


confidence and when her teachers sug- 
gested college the subject to her was un- 
thinkable. 


"I really agreed to try college to show 


them I couldn't manage it. I went with 
the idea I was going to flunk," said 
Alicia. 


SHE TOOK AN English course at Loop 


Junior College at the same time she was 
learning braille and didn't flunk, but got 
a "B." 


She then took a history course because 


she never had been good in history and 
was sure she'd flunk, but ended up be- 
coming a history major. 


No one could defeat Alicia, not even 


Alicia. 


By now, self-sufficient enough to move 


into her own apartment Alicia lived 
alone and adjusted to her new life with 
help from the institute. With the begin- 
ning of her college work she became ac- 


quainted with the Blind Service Associ- 
ation at 127 North Dearborn. Its volun- 
teer member* read her lessons for her so 
she could study, 


THE LIONS CLUB in Hoffman Estates 


had been urging Alicia to get a guide 
dog. 


As college had been unthinkable, so 


was having a guide dog. Alicia was terri- 
fied of dogs. A frightening experience 
with a mugger in the vestibule of her 
apartment late one night convinced her 
that with a dog she would be safer. She 
left for the Leader Dog School in Roches- 
ter, Michigan soon afterward. "I was 
still terrified of dogs but knew this was 
something I had to do, so I did it," Alicia 
said. For a month Alicia worked, and 
lived with "Teddy," who was "gentle 
and beautiful," she said. 


Having Teddy changed Alicia's out- 


look. "Before, people would approach me 
all the time, trying to help, but I would 
end up being pulled this way and that 
and end up feeling as if I were being 
pulled apart," Alicia said. "They meant 
to be kind but being approached all the 
time by people you can't see is fright- 
ening." 


Teddy died last year after an accident, 


probably saving Alicia from more 
serious injuries than she did receive 
when she sustained an electrical shock 
boarding a trolley car. 


AFTER A FEW months alone her 


apartment burned and she lost all her 
possessions. Alicia went back to Roches- 
ter, this time she came home with 
"Vita." 


Alicia was ready to attend college full- 


time. Northeastern was her choice. After 
the school made a study of her needs she 
was accepted. 


The blind services continued to help. 


At the college changes were taking 
place. Northeastern, up to that time, did 
not have facilities for the handicapped. 
Alicia's studies began in a conference 
room which was noisy but the only place 
available. Next came a quiet room in the 
basement of the administration building 
decorated and furnished by the school 
and designated as Alicia's study area. 
With the recent expansion of the college, 
there is a study room for other handi- 
capped persons. A typing service is one 
of the new resources and ramps for the 
benefit of students who must use wheel 
chairs is another. 


Northeastern recently took a more ac- 


tive role on behalf of Alicia when the 
Chicago Board of Education refused to 
let her enter the student teaching pro- 
gram. The dog was a problem according 
to the board, he might dirty the floor, 
bite someone or maybe someone is aller- 
gic to dogs, they said. 


THE AMERICAN Civil Liberties Union 


and the school onvinced the school board 
otherwise, and Alicia and Vita found 
themselves in Mather High School 


At the end of her student teaching as- 


signment both Alicia and Vita received 
an A grade.

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Obscenity Has Become Part Of The English Language

IJEW YORK - (NBA) -There are 


several hundred words in the English 
language which this newspaper's editor 
would not print on threat of horse- 
whipping. These words are used every 
da) by common individuals who appar- 
ently have no respect for the tender sen- 
sibilities of womenfolk and other law- 
abiding citizens. 


Qut while newspapers attempt to clot 


th« copious flow of purple upon our land, 
otlfer tines of communication have estab- 
lished different attitudes. Words once 
cotfined to wisps of sidewalk converse- 
tiofc now pour from the pages of national 
magazines, best-selling books, million- 
dottar movies. 


Classroom teachers now spout pre- 


viously unutterable nouns and verbs and 
adjectives; people are always dropping 
th4 Ultimate Obscenity on you at cocktail 
parties: and for straight-talk emphasis, 
the old standbys. "damn" and "hell," 
went out the door with Rhett Butler. 


Well, for one thing, says Dr. Eu- 


gene L. Landy, obscene language is an- 
other established form of our culture that 
is ceasing to exist. 


TO PROVE, sort of, that unspeakable 


words no longer are unspeakable, Landy 
has just written a reference work called, 
"The Underground Dictionary," (Simon 
& Schuster, $1.95) which probably con- 
tains every so-called obscenity ever mut- 
tered by a human larynx. 


The book is, however, more than just a 


cross-referenced collection of four-letter 
words In Los Angeles, Landy, 36, is 
known as a "doper doctor." He runs a 
drug clinic in LA and his dictionary has 
been called "the most up-to-date com- 
prehensive guide available to the lan- 
guage of the American youth culture." 


Each word, blue or otherwise, is de- 


fined, cross-referenced and reportedly 
makes perfectly good sense to freaks, bi- 
kers, dopers, fags, hooders and musi- 
cians, among others. 


"Each is a real word within the lan- 


guage," said Landy, "and, believe me, 
it's a part of what's going on. I asked 


one freak what he thought of the book 
and he said I oughta be offed (killed) for 
letting the narcs (narcotics officers) in 
on their communications. The book broke 
the whole code." 


In New York, many black students are 


beginning to agitate for studies in Black 
English, as opposed, it would seem, to 
White English. Landy can see the differ- 
ence. 


"DID YOU know that The Word (a 


close relation of the Ultimate Obscenity) 
has 12 different meanings, all based on 
tone?" he asked. "It's all part of the 
black community and it's real.

The school board decided to close the 


school buildings after Erviti said the dis- 
trict could not continue to provide free 
use of the buildings and still keep the 
buildings clean for school children under 
the proposed budget. According to the 
agreement made between the park and 
school districts, the park district paid 
custodians" salaries for the time when 
they would normally not be in the build- 
ing Caldwell said that usually meant sal- 
aries for Saturday morning work. 


Caldwell said the park district hopes to 


find other buildings to offset the Dist .59 
decision. "We will try to make full use of 
Dempster Junior High and out of Lions 
Park Recreation Center," Caldwell said. 
He pointed out that the center had not 
been available for fall programs in the 


Caldwell said he did not know if the 


park district would try to negotiate with 
Mount Prospect School Dist. 57 for the 
use of their buildings, 


"The biggest problem is that now we 


have few facilities in Des Plaines," Cald- 
well said.

HAVE YOU EVER driven 110 


round trip just to be embarrassed? 


Did you ever travel for an hour and a 


half just to be humbled? 


I have to answer yes on both counts. 


Nobody forced me; I asked for it. The 
reason— press day at Olympia Fields 
Country Club, site of this year's Western 
Open Golf Tournament, last Monday. 


This plush course, nestled in the 


wealthy little southwest suburban com- 
munity of, what else, Ofympia Fields, 
didn't appear very tough four years ago 
when I first saw it at the 1968 open. How- 
ever, I didn't play it that year. This week 
I had my chance, a torturing experience 
if there ever was one. 


The course played tough because of the 


gusty winds and the slippery greens. 
However, the rough wasn't very high, the 
fairways were cut wide and the tees we- 
ren't as far back as they'll be the week 
of July 12. 


Olympia Fields doesn't have much wa- 


ter with a creek coming into play on only 
five holes and a pond on the finishing 
hole. There are plenty of trees but most 
of those get in the way on the back nine. 


The two biggest problems I had in 


Maneuvering around the nearly 7,000- 
yard, par 71 layout were the well placed 
bunkers and the tricky greens. Both gave 
me fits. I welcomed three-putt greens on 
some holes and gladly accepted any shot 
that bailed me out of a trap. These two 
obstacles might give some of the pros 
tough times, too. 


There is an ideal spot you might keep 


in mind when you head down to the 
Western. Without moving more than a 
few steps you can see action on a half 
dozen holes — the third green, the fourth 
tee, the fifth green, the sixth tee, the sev- 
enth tee and the 14th green. 


The latter is the most spectacular hole 


on the course. Golfers must shoot from 
an elevated tee down a sloping fairway 
flanked by woods. Crossing the fairway 
twice is the snaking creek which protects 
the elevated green. 


It's a par 4, 425 yards long. The 14th 


demands plenty and will prove costly to 
quite a few who don't concentrate 
enough. If you like to see a professional 
lose his temper, keep an eye on this one. 
Many frustrating bogeys and double bo- 
geys will be carded here. I wish I could 
have had a double. Instead, I had a 
triple. 


This layout didn't bring me to my 


knees, it made me squirm and crawl. I 
broke 100 by just a few strokes because 
of some lucky pars, five to be exact. 
Pushing me near the century mark were 
three double bogeys, three triples and 
one quadruple! 


Jack Nicklaus, winner of- the tourney 
the last time it was played here, could 


only humble the course twice In four 
rounds with a pair of 65's. The other two 
times he finished with 72 and 71. 


Here's hoping the big guy and the 


Players, Palmers and Trevinos come to 
Chicagoland this summer. With the Brit- 
ish Open the week before, there's always 
a chance that some of the bigger names 
might pass it up after playing in Eng- 
land. 


It's always fun to follow the best, es- 


pecially if they mess up on the same hole 
you did or if they bogey one that you 
parred. 


Then you can turn to someone nearby 


and proudly state, "I didn't have any 
trouble with that hole!" However, secret- 
ly you know that you lucked out in par- 
ring it. 


Elks Winning Streak 
Reaches Six Overall 


Ex-Greatest One-Legged Athlete

CHICAGO - (NBA) - About the only 


thing athletic that Leggy Cozzi does any 
more is hustle across the street to beat a 
yellowing light. He has cut down consid- 
erably on that, too, because, like the av- 
erage man of 64, he is, as he says, "a 
little out of conditon." Today, no one 
would write that he is the greatest one- 
legged athlete in the world. 


William 0. Cozzi discouraged such a 


story 45 years ago, when it was sug- 
gested by a Chicago Tribune new- 
paperman. Leggy was a local baseball 
and toftball star, a 112-pound amateur 
boxing champion, a swimmer, a basket- 
ball standout who once scored 26 points 
in an AAU championship game at the 
Chicago Stadium (in a day when 26 
points was hot stuff (or an entire team), 
a pole vaulter and a high jumper who, 
when he was a S-foot-2 lad (he's now s-«), 
won a medal by high-jumping 5-5 ("Hop, 
Jump, skip and a bi-Hg hop and over the 
bar"). 


He discouraged the story about Us 


being tbe greatest one-legged athlete In 
existence because he wanted no pity or 
sympathy. There were broads and stuff, 
be adds, with whteh he felt he would 


he was a cripple. 


"But now," he said, "1 realize that my 


story might help a lot of crippled kids all 
over the world." 


William 0. Cozzi, still bright-eyed and 


only somewhat plump, is now a Chicago 
precinct captain with a political job in 
Cook County. But he remains "Leggy." 
He has carried that nickname ever since 
he was five years old when, in front of 
Hull House, he suddenly wrenched him- 
self free from his mother's hand, darted 
into the street and was run over by a 
trolley car. An immediate operation was 
necessary, and his left leg was ampu- 
tated five inches below the knee to save 
his life. 


He began playing ball in an empty lot 


in the neighborhood. "I saw all the other 
kids playing and gee, I wanted to play, 
too," he said at breakfast recently. 


He played with a crutch in those days. 


In the infield, he'd run a few steps with 
the cratch, then toss it aside to field the 
ball, drop to his stump and nail the run- 
ner at first. At bat, he'd hit and hobble 
around the bases with his crutch. 


"I remember that truck drivers would 


stop and get out and watch, and other 
people would come around. Before you 
knew it, there were so many people you 


have ben handicapped had they knowncouldn't walk on the sidewalk," recalls 


Leggy. "It's really nothing to brag about. 
I wasn't so good in those days, I was just 
unique." 


He was also unusual in that he was 


helping to support his family at age 10. 
His father had died and his mother and 
three brothers and sister were in tongh 
times. So Leggy began selling chewing 
gum and newspapers in the Loop. "Ev- 
ery night I'd come home and give my 
Ma a handful of coins," said Leggy. 


If he seemed like a Horatio Alger hero 


to some, it did not touch a lady from the 
Juvenile Protective Agency (JPA) quite, 
that way. A yellowed 1917 clipping from 
the Chicago Tribune notes: "Little Willie 
Cozzi, a little one-legged pale-faced boy 
peddler, whose thin limbs seemed be- 
numbed by the icy wintry blasts from 
the lake," was being sought by the JPA 
because that lady thought urchins should 
be home doing their tables. 


The story added that "poor Willie" had 


disappeared. But he turned up, again in 
the newspapers, a few years later. He 
was named valedictorian of his gradu- 
ating class at the Jesse Spaulding School 
for Crippled Children. 


Meanwhile, if the JPA needed in- 


vestigative help, they should have en- 
listed the mayor, Big Bill Thompson, 
who was one of Leggy's big tippers. 


"He'd always give me a quarter for a 
two-cent paper," said Leggy. 


Another customer and important politi- 


cian, George Brennan, who also had one 
leg, bought Leggy his first artificial leg, 
a crude wooden appendage shaped from 
a tree. Leggy was able to wear pants and 
shoes to cover it up. But then his news- 
paper sales dropped. So he took off the 
artificial leg when he went to work. 


Leggy also had to take if off when he 


went swimming, and in later yean that 
was a great source of embarrassment for 
him. "I'd go to the 12th Street beach with 
the guys. But it would hurt me because 
people would stare, especially the girls," 
he said. "So I took to going swimming at 
night." 


But he could hide the leg in athletics; 


he always wore baseball knickers and 
baseball stockings. "The more I wore the 
artificial leg, the more I got used to it, 
the faster and faster and better and bet- 
ter I got. Soon, I could run almost as fast 
as the average guy." Despite himself, 
word got around about Leggy. "I'm not 
bragging," he said, "but people came 
from all over and marveled. 


"I was always a little guy, though. 


That was the big thing that was 
against me."

Need Support For Case Against U.S. Steel 
Seek Anti-Pollution Funds

A Midwest-based organization is asking 


for contributions to support its air pollu- 
tion case against U.S. Steel, and its fight 
to force the upgrading of federal require- 
ments for granting Industrial waste dis- 
charge permits, citing as its credentials 
the successful campaign against a Mich- 
igan utility to install pollution curbing fa- 
cilities at a Lake Michigan plant. 


These could be the actions of another 


consumer-oriented gadfly to the business- 
man. However, this time the action is 
coming from within the business commu- 
nity. 


Businessmen in the Public Interest 


(BPI). a not-for-profit organization is 
tackling giants in the business and gov- 
ernment sectors as it seeks improvement 
in the environment and urban affairs, 
said Alexander Pollkoff, executive direc- 
tor. The group is headquartered in Chi- 
cago at 109 S. Dearborn St. 


"This organization is unique in that it 


is an instrumentality of businessmen," 
he said. "We are appealing to business- 
men who want to become part of an or- 
ganization like this, primarily through 
personal contacts. Our members are 
those who make significant contributions 
of money, usually through their com- 
pany, to support these legal efforts." He 
said membership is primarily concen- 
trated in the Chicago metropolitan area, 
although there are members from sev- 
eral Midwest states. 


POLIFKOFF SAID BPI hopes to in- 


volve more businessmen in its efforts. 
Although he was not among its charter 
members when it was established in 
1969. Polikoff left his law practice a year 
ago to work for BPI. 


Environmental and urban affairs are 


the primary targets of BPI's legal ac- 
tions. The organization is currently 
awaiting the outcome of a federal suit 
seeking a permanent Injunction against 
the issuance of discharge permits to in- 
dustrial plants along Lake Michigan. The 
suit was filed against the U.S. Army

Watch That Cable! 


"Dig that crazy tree root." 
And that's just what happened in 1970 


according to C. F. Eskrieh, Park Ridge 
district manager for Central Telephone 
Co of Illinois. 


Eskrieh reports that 2,964 buried tele- 


phone cables were cut In Illinois last 
year. 


Each year, more and more telephone 


cable is buried and it is estimated that 
about 95 per cent of all cable line con- 
structed in 1971 will be buried, he said. 


There are many advantages to under- 


ground cables but the one disadvantage 
is its increasing vulnerability to acciden- 
tal cuts, Eskrieh said. 


Major offenders are contractors, high- 


way maintenance crews, utility crews, 
and farmers. 


Before you dig, Eskrieh said, call 611 


(Repair Service): and a Central Tele- 
phone engineer will check your site. If 
you are outside Central's service area, 
call the repair service number lilted in 
that area's telephone directory before 
you dig. 


There is no charge for this service, and 


it might save you both time and money, 
he said.

The groups include: the Campaign 
Against Pollution, Committee on Lake 
Michigan Pollution, Save the Dunes 
Council, the Porter County, Ind., chapter 
of the Isaac Walton League, the Mich- 
igan Steelhead and Salmon Fisherraens 


Association and Protect Our Wisconsin 
Environmental Resources. 


"IN MICHIGAN, we were successful in 


getting the Consumers Power Co. to in- 
stall cooling towers and a radioactive 
treatment facility at its Palisades Plant 
on Lake Michigan," Polikoff said. "This 
was very significant, because it estab- 
lished, through the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, the amount of-radioactive dis- 
charge that is permissible. It was also 
instrumental in establishing a federal 
policy on thermal pollution. 


The businessmen's group also has filed 


an air pollution suit against U.S. Steel in 
Gary, Ind. 


"In urban affairs we are interested in 


race and poverty questions and govern- 
ment corruption," Polikoff said. "For ex- 
ample we have a conflict of interest suit 
filed in the DuSable Project redevelop- 
ment plan for Chicago." 


Polikoff said the organization is small, 


and its docket is full, but it may enter it 
not precluding any activity once its cur- 
rent projects are completed.

Grand Jury 
Indicts Man 
For Murder 


Le Roy R. Shafer, 26, of 433 Singapore 


Ln., Carpentersville, charged with the 
April 10 murder of Daniel Gallagher, 28, 
of 207 N. Hickery St., Bartlett, was in- 
dicted for murder by the Cook County 
Grand Jury.

Shafer was arrested in Hammond, 


Ind., where he works after Mrs. Galla- 
gher implicated him in the murder of 
her husband. Gallagher was shot and 
killed in the kitchen of his Bartlett 
home. Police working on a report from 
Gallagher's five year old daughter, Col- 
leen, apparently the only witness to the 
murder, at first sought a "mystery 
woman," who reportedly entered the 
home to use the telephone and according 
to the girl, shot Gallagher. 


Subsequent investigations led to Sha- 


fer's arrest.
